ahic  dyke  which  cio/Tes  the  water  at  this  place,  and  is  found  to  extend  fcveial 
nalcs  to  the  north  and  fouih  of  the  Tay.  At  the  dillance  of  twenty  miles, 
Diuniniond-Cafllc  (lands  on  a  bofoltic  rock  which  is  generally  fuppofed  to  be 
a  continuatidn  of  the  fame  range.

Duncan,  M.  D.  F.  R.  Sq  A.  0.  Edinburgh*.  ' 


Dr  Hope  w’its  born  at  Edinbtil’gh, 
on  the  lorhof  May  172^.  He 
was  the  fo.i  of  Mr  Robert  Hope,  a 
rcfjrecta'jle  lurgeon,  whofe  father, 
l.ord  Rankeilar,  made  a  dilHnguilhcd 
figure  as  one  cf  the  Senators  of  the 
Cidlej’?  of  Judicej  in  the  kingdom 
of  Scotl  ind.  After  (inidiiiig  the  u- 
fual  courfe  of  fch  'ol  educltion,  with 
no  inco.ifi.l'-riibie  degree  of  approba¬ 
tion,  he  entered  to  the  tiniverfity  of 
Edinburgh  ;  av.  J  havingj  as  it  were,  an 
hereditaiy  predilection  for  the  healing 
art,  his  attention  waa  loon  j^aiticularly 
liireclcd  to  that  cf  Icience. 

Having  finidied  iiis  academical  e- 
ducation  at  Ediiibiiigh,  he  vifited  o* 
liter  medical  khools  ;  and  he  had  thus 
an  opjtortuniry  of  ftudying  botany: 
t  btanch  of  medical  Ir’.ence  to  which 
lie  had  (howii  an  early  propciiflty,  and 
to  which  he  had  always  bellowed  no 
inconliJwrj;  Ic  degtee  of  attention,  un¬ 
der  Bernard  Jiilllcujprofe’ror  at  Paris, 
at  that  time  one  of  tlic  mod  celebra¬ 
ted  botaniils  in  the  world. 

Upon  his  return  to  his  native  coun¬ 
try,  he  obtained  the  degree  of  Do<5lor 
cf  Medicine,  fioin  the  Univcifiiy  of 


ClafgoW,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
175s.  A  fe-w  months  alter  that,  he 
was  admitted  a  member  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Phyficians  in  Edinburgh, 
and  entered  upon  the  praflice  of  me¬ 
dicine  in  this  city.  After  he  had  con¬ 
tinued  about  ten  years  in  pradlice,  dif- 
chargiog  the  duties  of  his  proftfSon, 
with  a  degree  of  judgment,  of  atten¬ 
tion,  and  of  humanity,  which  did  him 
great  honour  ;  by  the  death  of  Dr 
AUlon,  the  botanical  chair  in  the  U- 
r.ivcrllty  became  vacant.  Dr  Hope’s 
early  attachment  and  fteady  partiality 
to  that  branch  of  fcience,  naturally 
pointed  him  out  as  a  fuccellbr,  into 
whufe  hands  the  credit  of  the  Uni- 
▼erfity  might  fafely  be  entruOed,  and 
by  whole  exertions,  its  fame  might 
not  only  be  iupported,  but  extended.

Dr  Hope  well  knew,  that 
by  proper  culture,  thefe  would  be 
highly  concfuciTe  both  to  the  beauty 
and  utility  of  the  garden  ;  and  the  un> 
conunon  attention  which  he  beftowed 
on  that  culture,  cou<d  only  be  equal¬ 
led  by  the  judgment  with  which  it 
was  condu<Eled.  His  unwearied  exer¬ 
tions,  in  procuring  ft  r  the^  garden  the 
tegrraWe  produftions  of  every  climate, 
could  not  be  exceetled.  Hia  endea- 
Toais  were  conltantly  dire<fled  in  ad¬ 
ding,  not  to  the  (how,  but  to  the 
riches  of  the  garden  ;  and  they  were 
employed  with  fuch  fuccefs,  that,  in  a

Bat  while  thefe  exertions  were 
able  to  make  fuch  progrefs.  Dr  Hope 
had  yet  reafon  to  regret,  that  his  en¬ 
deavours,  as  well  as  his  wi(hcs,  were 
much  limited,  by  the  fcantinefs  of 
his  annual  allowance.  He  could 
hardly,  however,  expeA,  that,  during 
an  expen(ive  and  unnatural  war,  thoK 
who  were  then  the  King’s  mioiders, 
would  bedow  much  attention  on  ob¬ 
jects  of  fcience.  But  no  fooner  were 
the  blefBogs  of  peace  redored,  and 
the  Duke  of  Portland  placed  at  the  head 
ofhisMajcfty’s  councils,  than  Dr  Hope 
faw  that  a  mod  favourable  opportunity 
w-isoifered  forrupportingandincrealing 
the  riches  of  his  garden,  by  obtaining 
a  proper  addition  to  its  funds.  He 
had  then  accefs  to  his  Sovereign,  by 
means  of  a  Nobleman  uniformly  dif- 
tinguiflted  by  the  mod  amiable  virtues ;

Dr  Hope’s  indudrious  exert! onx 
were  no  lefs  aliiduoufly  bedowed  in 
fotming  and  enriching  the  garden,  than 
in  cherilhing  and  promoting  a  zeal 
for  botaoiod  dudies.  From  but  a 
very  fnall  number  of  le^res,  which 
were  all  that  his  predecelTor  ever  gave, 
he  gtadualiy  prolonged  tlie  courte,  till 
it  became  as  complete  as  any  one  de¬ 
livered  at  this  place ;  and  during  all 
this  extended  courfe,  he  tangln  in  fuch 
a  manner,  at  cleat iy  deroot.* rated  • 
degree  of  ardour  and  enthuSafm  in  him* 
f'elf,  which  could  hardly  fail  to  infptie 
Grailar  emotions  in  others.

THIS  Error  is  very  general ;  for 
_  as  a  man  is  judged  of  from  ap¬ 
pearances,  people  ufually  fancy  that 
tltey  difeover  three  per  cents,  in  his 
d-fs'-in  irdepender.t  fortune  in  his 
entertainments — India  bonds  in  every 
piece  of finsiture — Navy  bills  in  his  li~ 
verier — Bank  f  ock  in  his  l.^rJis—'icaA  a 
laidcd  (fate  in  his  coach. 

But  experience  tells  us,  that  men 
mod  frequently  let  up  a  coach,  as  wo¬ 
men  paint,  to  conceal  defed^s— give 
entertainments  to  hide  their  poverty — 
drefs  gayly  to  preferve  their  credit— 
and  keep  horfes  to  deceive  their  credi- 
tors — the  coach  has  an  additional  blind 
on  fuch  occafions — and  the  fide-hetrd 
ef  plate  is  the  only  fund  where  his  mo¬ 
ney  is  kept. — Bonds  he  has  which  will 
never  be  redeemed — and  unpaid  bills, 
handfomely  bound,  fufficient  lO  make 
a  library  of  curious  MSS. 


“  Woe  unto  them  that  day  on  hor¬ 
fes,  and  trud  in  chariots,  becaufc  they 
are  vsany,"  fays  the  wife  prophet. — 
SufpeA  him  who  endeavours  to  dazzle 
you  with  his  grand  living — Think  that 
you  fee  a  craving  creditor  undet  every 
dfi — a  dividend  in  the  bottom  of  your 
glafs — a  bailiff  in  every  footman — and 
a  commiffon  in  his  coach.

In  another,  dated  Towcefler,  July

1  have  not  been  idle,  but  employed  a 
great  deal  of  pains  and  (your  Lord- 
fh’p  would  fay,  if  you  had  been  to  fee 
it )  a  great  deal  of  patience,  upon  the 
reft,  but  without  fuccefs.  They  do 
fo  oft  change  their  C3'phers,  and  even

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The  event  of  this  fcafon  w’s 
hardly  wanting  to  dlfguft  Mr 
Sheridan  with  the  Irilh  theatre.  He 
had  at  this  )unrture  to  contend  with 
opponents  who  poflefled  the  popularity 
lie  wanted,  and  fuperior  jHivvcrs  even 
in  his  own  piofellion.  During  Mr 
Barry’s  refidence  in  Dublin  he  had 
been  prevailed  upon  to  undertake  the 
ererting  and  managing  a  new  theatre 
on  a  larger  and  more  expenfive  fcale, 
in  the  execution  of  which  fcheme  he 
had  prevailed  on  Mr  Woodward,  then 


a  performer  of  great  reputation  at 
Drury-lanc,  to  unite  with  him.  A 
fecond  theatre  in  Dublin  Mr  Sheridan 
forefaw  would  end  in  the  ruin  of  both, 
and  of  thofe  who  were  involved  in  ci¬ 
ther.  He  therefore  made  overtures 
to  Mr  Barry  to  part  with  his  theatri¬ 
cal  inteicll  to  him,  that  the  new  plan 
might  be  rendered  unnecclTary.  Mr 
Barry  had  however  engaged  too  far  to 
recede,  or  to  accept  the  overtures 
made  him,  and  the  new  theatre  in 
Crow-ftreei  was  begun.  This  ap¬ 
pears

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pears  to  have  been  the  moft  bufy,  and, 
as  far  as  regarded  the  Theatre,  the 
weakeft  part  of  Mr  Sheridan's  life. 
Though  the  prejudice  of  the  public 
ran  very  much  to  fuppart  the  new  ad¬ 
venturers,  he  oppofed  them  with  wea¬ 
pons  very  little  likely  to  have  any  ef- 
fcft.  He  applied  to  Parliament  to 
(lop  his  opponents  by  granting  him  a 
monojwjiy  ;  he  recommended  a  wild 
idea  of  grafting  his  plan  of  education 
upon  the  management  of  the  theatre  ; 
and  he  pro’wfed  to  give  up  his  intereft 

to  the  public  upon  certain  terms - 

that  it  might  be  condufted  for  the 
public  advantage,  fomething  like  the 
French  llagc.  Thcfe  propofals,  ihu’ 
enforced  witli  warmth,  and  not  with¬ 
out  argument,  ma<le  no  impreflion  ; 
they  were  negleftcd  by  the  majority, 
the  new  theatre  was  proceeded  upon, 
was  f:ni(hcd,  and,  as  Mr  Sheridan  had 
pred  cleJ,  all  the  parties  concerned  in 
it  were  ruined. 

In  the  feafon  which  beg.-'n  in  Ot'lo- 
ber  I ”57,  Mr  Sheridan  was  obliged 
to  continue  as  before  both  aftor  and 
manager  ;  but  having  the  alTidance  of 
Mrs  Fitzhenry  in  the  capital  female 
charafleis,  he  was  more  profpejous 
than  the  preceding  year.  He  a.fo 
met  with  much  encouragement  from 
the  Duke  of  Bedford,  then  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  The  favour 
he  experienced  from  this  nobleman 
encouraged  him  to  hope  for  fuccefs  in 
his  application  to  Parliament.  But 
finding  at  length  that  he  was  to  cx- 
pcA  nothing  from  his  foliciiations,  he 
determined  to  oppofe  his  enemies  on 
their  own  ground,  with  the  bell  com¬ 
pany  which  couid  be  colledled  againll 
them. 

On  Dec.  6,  1757,  he  fummoned 
together  a  very  re(pc<5table  and  nume¬ 
rous  audience  of  the  nobility  and  gen¬ 
try  of  Ireland,  at  the  Mulic-Hall  in 
Fifhamble-dreet,  before  whom  he 
]>ronounced  an  oration,  in  which  he, 
M'ith  confiderabie  addrefs  and  ability, 
fet  forth  the  dcfcilts  of  the  then  modes 
of  education,  tltt  advaatn2"s  which 


would  attend  the  adopting  h’S  propo- 
fed  improvements  to  individuals  and 
to  the  community  at  large.  Many  of 
the  firft  charadlcrs  in  the  kingdom  for 
rank  and  learning  were  prefent.  He 
was  heard  with  refpeft  and  .attention, 
and  received  the  plaudits  which  were 
due  to  the  novelty  of  his  plan  and  the 
intrinfic  merits  of  it. 

Fruitlefs  though  his  efforts  were 
to  fapprefs  the  new  adventurers,  he 
perfevered,  as  was  his  cultom,  with 
great  (leadinefs,  until  every  glimmer¬ 
ing  of  hope  had  vanifhed  He  then 
found  it  neceiTary  to  muller  his  forces 
to  oppofe  them  in  the  cnPair.g  feafon 
175S,  1759.  He  accordingly  offer¬ 
ed  terms  to  Mrs  Fitzhenry,  who  hcfi- 
tating  to  accept  them,  he  raihly  de¬ 
clared  agranll  entering  into  articles 
with  any  one  of  the  company  ;  the 
confcqucnce  of  which  was  the  imme¬ 
diate  lofs  of  Mr  King  and  Mr  Dex¬ 
ter,  two  performers  of  great  ufe  to  the 
theatre.  He  then  faw  his  nuflake, 
altered  his  refolution,  and  fsgned  a 
general  article  with  all  his  company, 
and  feemed  determined  on  a  refolute 
opp'jfition.  He  engaged  Mr  Diggea 
and  Mrs  Ward,  Thoophilus  Cibber, 
and  Maddox  the  wire-dancer  (the  two 
lafl  of  whom  were  cafl  away  going  to 
Dublin),  and  alfo  acceded  to  the 
terms  propofed  by  Mrs  Fitzhenr)’. 
This  Lady,  however,  by  this  time  be¬ 
gan  to  entertain  doubts  of  the  payment 
of  her  falary,  and  demanded  fecurlty 
for  it ;  which  demand,  unprecedented 
on  a  manager,  fo  much  incenfed  Mr 
Sheridan,  that  he  wrote  a  letter  im¬ 
mediately  to  fhew  his  refentment,  and 
at  the  fame  time  expreffed  his  doubts 
of  his  being  able  to  be  in  Dublin  that 
feafon,  as  he  had  intended.  This 
caufed  Mrs  Fitzhenry  to  engage  witli 
the  rival  theatre.  The  itmainder  of 
the  very  (hort  feafon  was  produifbve  of 
nothing  but  difgrace  and  d'iappo  nt- 
ment ;  lo.''3  fuccecdcJ  to  lols,  the  re¬ 
ceipts  fell  short,  the  performers  and 
ttadefiiicn  were  unpa  d,  and  on  the 
2  7ih  of  April  1759,  riie  ihcaue  on 
D  t  Mr 
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Mr  Sheridan’s  account  was  entirely 
clofed. 

During  this  period,  however,  Mr 
Sheridan  was  not  idle.  He  had  com- 
j'ofed  his  Lcflurcs  on  Elocution,  and 
began  to  deliver  them  in  London,  at 
Oxford,  at  Cambridge,  and  other  pla¬ 
ces,  with  very  great  fuccefs.  At 
Cambridge,  on  the  i6th  of  March 
1759,  he  was  honoured  with  die 
iame  degree  he  had  received  at  Dub¬ 
lin,  that  of  Mailer  of  Arts.  In  the  win¬ 
ter  of  I  760  he  engaged  at  Drury-iane 
with  Mr  Garrick  on  certain  fiiares, 
and  produced  there  Mr  Brookes’ 
Earl  of  Eliej;,  In  which  he  performed 
the  capital  character  with  great  ap- 
pldufc.  He  alib  reprefented  Horatio 
ard  John  in  the  Fair  Penitent  and 
King  John,  to  Mr  Garrick’s  Lotha- 
lio  and  i'aiccnhridge  ;  and  tome  cha- 
taciers  as  Hamlet  and  Richard,  they 
cac'.i  played  with  little  dllfcrence  as  to 
the  bulk  of  their  audiences.  This  u- 
ri'.n,  tlicogh  favourable  to  both  par¬ 
ti^;.  was  focn  brought  to  an  end.  The 
n-arked  approbation  of  his  Majell  v  to 
x«Ir  Sheridan’s  King  John  excited  the 
jcaloufy  of  Mr  Garrick,  who  would 
not  permit  the  play  to  be  afterwards 
perfermed.  Diil'erences  enfued  be- 
t'.ve  .n  them,  meetings  of  friends  fol¬ 
lowed,  bat  without  eifedl,  and  they 
parted  with  mutual  figns  of  animolliy. 

The  performance  of  this  fcafon 
feems  to  have  afeertained  the  real  me¬ 
rits  of  Mr  Siitridan’s  ailing.  Chuich- 
hill,ir.thc  llofciad.publilheJin  1761, 
has  fummed  up  his  excellencies  and 
defers  in  the  following  terms,  which 
every  one  who  can  remember  Mr  She¬ 
ridan  at  this  period  will  not  refuie 
their  aflent  to  the  truth  of.

"'HE  firft  veflel  which  engaged  in 
the  new  branch  of  trade  |io  nred 
oat  by  that  great  navigator,  was  ftted 
out  by  foine  gentlemen  in  China. 
She  was  a  brig  of  60  tons  and  20  nren, 
commanded  by  James  Hanna.  She 
failed  from  the  Typa  the  end  of  Apr  1 
1785;  proceeded  to  the  netthward, 
along  the  coaft  of  China — paflVd  thro’ 
Diemen’s  Straits,  the  fuuih  end  of 
Japan,  and  arrived  at  Nootka  in  Au- 
gull  following.  Soon  after  her  ar¬ 
rival,  the  natives,  whom  Captain  Cook 
had  left  unacquainted  with  the  effefts 
of  fire-arms,  tempted  probably  bv  tlie 
diminutive  fize  of  the  veflel  (fcarce 
longer  than  fome  of  their  own  canoes) 
and  the  fmall  number  of  her  people, 
attempted  to  board  her  in  open  day  ; 
but  were  rcpulfed  with  confiderable 
flaughter.  This  was  the  introduftion 
to  a  firm  and  lading  friendfliip.  Capt. 
Hanna  cured  fuch  of  the  Indians  as 
were  w'ctinded  ;  an  ur.rcferved  confi¬ 
dence  took  place — they  traded  fairly 
and  peaceably— avaluable  cargoof  furs 
was  procured,  and  the  bad  weather  fet- 
ting  in,  he  left  the  coal!  in  the  end  of 
September,  touched  at  the  Sandwich 


Iflands,  and  arrived  at  N^acao  the  end 
of  Decenibtr  of  the  lame  year. 

Capt.  Hanna  failed  again  from  Ma¬ 
cao  in  May  1 7^6,  in  the  fnow  Sea 
Otter,  of  120  tons  and  o  men,  and 
returned  to  N'acao  in  February  1787. 
In  this  fecond  voyage  he  followed  his 
former  track,  and  arrived  at  Nootka 
in  Augufl  ;  traced  the  coal!  from 
thence  as  far  as  53  degrees,  and  ex¬ 
plored  the  extenfive  Sound  difcoveied 
a  fl\ort  time  before  by  Mr  Strange, 
and  called  by  him  Queen  Charlotte’s 
Sound,  the  latitude  ot  which  is  51  de¬ 
grees  Noith,  longitude  i  28  We  ll. 

The  fnow  Lark,  Capt.  Peters,  of 
220  tons  and  40  men,  faded  fiom  Ma¬ 
cao  in  July  1786.  Her  deflination 
was  K  imichatka,  ( for  which  Ihe  was 
provided  with  a  fuitablc  cargo  of  ar¬ 
rack,  tea,  tiz.)  Copper  Iflards,  and 
the  N.  W.  Coaft.  Capt.  Peters  was 
ditefled  to  make  his  paflage  bctw'ccn 
Japan  and  Ccrca,  and  examine  the 
iflands  to  the  north  of  Japan,  faid  to  be 
inhabited  by  hairy  people,  which,  if 
Capt.  Cook  haei  hved,  would  not  have 
been  Lft  to  tlie  French  to  determine.

In  the  beginning  of  1766,  two 
coppered  velTels  were  fitted  out  at 
Bo-nbay,  undet  the  direftion  of 
Jan-es  Strange,  Efq.  who  was  himfelf 
a  piincipal  owner.  Thele  vefleis  were 
the  fnow  Captain  Cook,  of  300  tons  ; 
and  fnow  Experiment,  of  too  tons. 
They  proceeded  in  company  from  the 
Malabar  coall  to  Batavia — pafled 
through  the  Straits  of  Macaflar,  where 
the  Experiment  was  lun  upon  a  reef, 
and  was  obliged  to  haul  aihore  upon 
Borneo,  to  repair ;  from  thence  they 
tteered  to  the  Eai'lward  of  the  Palaos 
Iflands  — made  Sulphur  llland,  and 
arrived  at  Nootka  the  end  of  June 
following.  From  Nootka,  where 
they  left  tlieir  Surgeon’s  Mate,  Mac- 
kay,  to  learn  the  language,  and  coi¬ 
led  Ikins  againlf  their  intended  re¬ 
turn,  (but  who  was  brought  away  in 
the  Imperial  Eagle  the  following 
year)  they  proceeded  along  the  coalt 
to  Q^een  Charlotte’s  Sound,  of  w'hich 
they  were  the  firif  difeoverers  ;  from 
tlience  in  a  dired  courfe  to  Prince 
Vv’illiam’s  Sound.  After  fonie  Ifay 
tltere,  the  Experiment  proceeded  to 
Macao  (their  veffels  being  provided 
with  paifes  by  the  Governor-General 
of  Goa)  s  the  Captain  Cook  endeav¬ 
oured  to  get  to  Copper  Ifland,  but 
without  fuccefs,  being  prevented  by 
conflant  Ea!t  winds. 

Two  coppered  veflcls  were  alfo  fit¬ 
ted  out  by  a  Society  of  Gentlemen  in 
Bengal,  viz.  the  fnow  Nootka  of  2CX> 
tons,  and  the  fnow  Sea  Otter,  of  100 
tons,  commanded  by  John  Meares 
and  Willi  im  Tipping,  Lieutenants  in 
the  Royal  Navy.  The  Nootka  failed 
in  March  1786  from  Bengal;  came 
through  the  Cliina  Seas,  touched  at 
the  Balhecs,  where  they  were  very  ci- 
vily  treated  by  the  Spaniards,  who 
have  taken  ponclfion  of  theic  1  (lands  ; 
arrived  at  Oonaiailca  the  bcginni.ng  of 
Augufl ;  found  thcTC  a  Rufllan  galliot, 


and  fome  furriers  ;  difeovered  acci¬ 
dentally  near  Cape  Greville,  a  new 
Stniit  into  Cook’s  River,  1 5  leagues 
wide  and  30  long  ;  faw  fome  Kuilian 
hunters  in  a  fmall  bay  between  Ca{>e 
Eiizaocth  and  Cape  Bear  :  and  arri¬ 
ved  in  Prince  Wiliiani’s  Sound  tlte 
end  of  September.  They  determined 
wintering  in  Snug  Corner  Cove,  lat. 
60.  30.  in  preference  to  going  to  the 
Sandwich  Iflar.ds,  which  feem  placed 
by  Providence  for  the  comfort  and  rc- 
frelhnaent  of  the  adventurers  in  this 
trade  — were  frozen  up  in  this  gloomy 
frightful  fpot  from  the  end  of  Novem¬ 
ber  to  ihi  end  of  May. — By  the  feve- 
rity  of  the  winter  they  lolfthe  3d  and' 
4tii  Mates,  Surgeon,  Boaifwain,  Car¬ 
penter,  and  Cooper,  and  12  of  the  fore¬ 
mall  men  ;  and  the  remainder  were  fo 
enfeebled,  as  to  be  under  the  necelfi- 
ty  of  applying  lothc  commanders  of  the 
King  George  and  Queen  Cliarlotte, 
who  jutf  at  this  time  arrived  in  the 
Sound,  fjr  fame  hands  to  allid  in 
carrying  the  velTei  to  the  Sandwich 
Ifland:,  where,  giving  over  all  further 
thougitis  of  trade,  they  determined 
(after  getting  a  fea-llock  of  fill,  otr 
Cape  Edgeumbe)  immediately  to  pro¬ 
ceed.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  no 
meteorological  obfervations  were  made 
on  board  the  Nootka,  as  in  fb  high  a 
latitude  they  would  have  proved  very 
interelfing ;  and  fuch  an  opportunity 
may  not  again  oner.  The  Nootka 
arrived  at  Macao  the  end  of  October 
1787.  Capt.  Moarcs  was  accompani¬ 
ed  from  the  Sandwich  luands  by  Tia- 
na,  a  Chief  of  Atowi,  who  felt  an  ir- 
refillible  inclination  to  vifit  Britain.

The  year  after  the  departure  of  the 
King  George  and  Qu^een  Charlotte, 
the  fame  Society  to  which  they  be¬ 
longed  fitted  out  two  other  velfels,  viz. 
the  Princefs  Royal  of  60  tons,  and 
the  Prince  of  Wales  of  200  tons, 
commanded  by  Capts.CaInett  and  Dun¬ 
can,  the  former  of  whom  had  feived 
under  Capt.  Cook.  Thefe  vclTels  left 
England  in  Auguft  1786;  touched 
at  New  Year’s  harbour  on  Staten 
Land,  where  they  left  an  officer  and 
twelve  men  to  kill  feals  againfl  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  a  veflsl  which  w'as  to  follow 
them  from  England ;  from  thence 
they  proceeded  direftly  to  Nootka, 
where  they  arrived  the  6th  of  July, 
(ickly,  and  in  bad  condition,  and 
found  here  the  Imperial  Eagle,  which 
had  left  Europe  fome  months  aftci 
them.  Leaving  Nootka,  they  fleered 
along  the  (hore  to  the  northward,  and 
foon  after  fell  in  with  tlie  Queen  Char¬ 
lotte.  It  is  fuppofed  they  would  win* 
ter  at  the  Sandwich  iflands,  return  in 
the  fpring  to  the  coafl,  and  be  in 
China  in  November  or  December 
1788. 

'I'he  exclufive  privilege  granted  to 
a  Society  in  England,  having  prevent¬ 
ed  all  expedition  to  the  N.  W.  coafl 
from  any  of  the  Britifli  fettlements  in 
the  Eafl*,  two  coppered  vefTels,  the 
Noflra  Signora  de  Felix  Aventura  e 
E  Difeoverte,

that  no  exclujii'r  pri-.'ilf"f\,zihtzn  granted  to  the  owners  of  the  King  George  and

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Dfcovrrto,  of  200  ton«,  and  the  Nof- 
tra  Signora  de  Rom  Succeflb,  of  100 
tons,  were  fined  out  by  an  enterpri- 
fing  Portuguefe  merchant  of  Macao. 
Thefe  vefTels  failed  from  the  Typa  in 
the  month  of  January  1788,  command¬ 
ed  by  I'*.  li(h  officers  who  had  ferved 
in  the  former  expeditions  to  that  coaff . 
One  of  thefe  veffels  is  expefted  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Macao  in  December  1 788  ;

Such 
are  the  advantages  of  the  Port  of  Ma¬ 
cao  for  this  trade,  particularly  in  the 
principal  articles  of  meafurage  and 
duties,  that  there  is  too  much  leafon 


to  fear  the  Portuguele  will  Ihortly  ac¬ 
quire  a  monopoly  thereof. 

In  1785  the  French  King’s  (hips 
I’Affrolabe  and  Rouffole  were  fitted 
out  on  difeovery  under  the  command 
of '  M.  Peyroufc  and  De  Langle,  ac¬ 
companied  by  men  of  eminence  in 
every  department  of  fcience.  Thefe 
(hips  traced  the  N.  W.  coaff  of  Ame¬ 
rica  with  little  interruption,  from  Com- 
ptroler’s  Buy  to  the  Spanilh  feule- 
ment  of  Monsdey,  and  when  their  ob- 
fervations  are  publilhed,  little  will 
wanting  to  complete  the  geography 
this  part  of  the  world.

*  This  letter  was  written  in  the  year  ijSi. 
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botanical  garJcn.  The  lime-tree,  if 
we  except  the  grand  avenues  of 
Tfarflto-Zelo  and  of  Peteihof,  plant¬ 
ed  by  Peter  L  is  extremely  rare  here. 
The  fir-tree  degenerates,  though  a 
native  of  the  north,  and  is  foon  fiip- 
planted  by  the  birdi,  which  grows 
quicker,  and  requires  lefs  culture. 
For  this  reafon,  gardens  laid  out  in 
the  Englifij  talle  are  much  prettier 
every  where  than  at  Peterfburgh.  Ser¬ 
pentine  canals,  and  bafons  have  been 
dug  at  a  great  expence  ;  but  a  variety 
of  trees  and  fliiubs  is  always  wanting, 
and  theic  is  little  lhade  ;  what  is  fur- 
niflied  by  the  birch  being  neither  fuf- 
ficiently  thick  nor  agreeable. 

Another  inconvenience  of  the  fitu- 
atlon  of  Peterlburgh  ariles  from  its 
being  built  in  a  long  and  extenfive 
plain,  low  and  niariliy,  which  is  ex- 
poled  to  frequent  and  fudden  inunda¬ 
tions,  when  the  long  continuance  of 
the  llrong  call  winds  fufpends  the 
courfe  of  the  Neta,  which  caufes  the 
neighbouring  country  to  be  overflown. 
The  moll  conllderablc  of  thefe  inun¬ 
dations  fince  the  foundation  of  Pe- 
tetlburgh,  was  tliat  which  happened 
on  the  loth  of  Sept.  1777.  It  did  not, 
however,  continue  long.  The  water  be¬ 
gan  to  fiibfiJe  in  /  ihoit  time  ;  and  at 
the  end  of  a  few  hours  the  river  con¬ 
fined  iifclf  vdthin  Its  ordinary  channel. 
Inundations  occalloned  by  the  ice  of 
the  Neva  are  as  rate  as  thofe  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  German  rivers 
are  common.  The  courfe  of  the  Ne¬ 
va  is  not  lung,  and  its  bed  is  broad  ; 
tl'.e  ice,  therefore,  is  lefs  in  quantity, 
and  does  not  accumulate  fo  much. 
It  is  true,  it  is  fomeiimes  colleftcd  in¬ 
to  iicaps  on  tlie  faud  banks  that  are 
near  its  mouth  ;  but  Its  breadth  is  fo 
great,  that  if  the  ice  hapj  vns  to  Iwcll 
its  waters,  tliey  tardy  caufc  inunda¬ 
tions. 

During  winter,  when  the  river 
carries  flioals  of  ice  along  with  its 
current,  the  bridge  on  tlic  Neva  is  ta¬ 
ken  away,  which  interrupts  the  com¬ 
munication  between  t!ic  dilFcrCut  quar- 
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ters  of  the  city ;  for  this  reafon,  the 
colleges  of  government  ellabliflied  for- 
meily  in  Vafilio.fliof,  near  the  Ex¬ 
change,  have  been  removed  to  that 
part  of  the  city  where  the  caftle  (lands ; 
and  the  buildings  which  they  occu¬ 
pied  are  converted  into  wate-houfes 
for  the  merchants,  who  have  not  oc- 
cafion  for  fo  ready  a  correfpondence 
with  the  court.  The  fenats  now  fits 
in  the  ancient  palace  of  Befluchoi, 
near  the  briilge  over  the  Neva.  The 
Englilh  merchants  have  aifo  ereded 
fome  buildings  near  the  court,  chufing 
rather,  during  winter,  to  be  at  a  dif- 
tance  from  the  exchange  than  from 
the  (hops  ;  and  the  nobility  have  now 
begun  ly  refide  there,  in  order  ih;  t 
they  may  be  enabled  to  go  oftener  t» 
court  in  cvciy  fcafon.

'I'lic  lliects  of  Peterfiiurgli,  as  in 
all  cities  that  have  a  low  lituarion,  are 
extremely  dirty  on  the  leail  rain,  and 
dufty  in  time  of  dry  weather,  to  fuch 
a  degree  as  to  be  almoll  infuppcrtable 
when  the  high  winds  blow,  which  are 
very  frequent.

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iransferring  the  imperial  refidence  to 
Peterlburgh,  were  the  hatred  he  had 
conceived  againll  Mofcow,  on  account 
of  thofe  dangerous  infurreflions  of  the 
people,  which  frequently  happened 
there,  and  his  fondnefs  for  making 
Ruflia  an  European  power.  Having 
in  his  travels  acquired  a  knowledge 
of  the  manners  and  cuftoms  of  the  na> 
tions  of  Europe,  he  judged  they  would 
be  very  proper  to  ftrengthen  his  au¬ 
thority,  confequcntly  preferable  to 
thofe  of  his  own  fubjefts,  and  he  was 
defirous  of  forming  them  upon  thefe 
models.  To  thefe  caufes  we  may  add, 
the  beauty  of  the  Neva,  and  Peter’s 
extraordinary  paffion  for  the  marine. 

He  was  very  defirous  of  having  a 
fleet,  and,  for  this  reafon,  his  pre¬ 
fence  was  continually  neceflary  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  docks,  where 
he  had  ordered  fhips  to  be  conftrufted. 
Peterlburgh,  however,  confidered  as  a 
pon,  and  a  (lation  for  a  fleet,  can 
never  become  very  important.  Al¬ 
though  the  Neva  is  a  beautiful  river,  it 
prefents  many  difficulties  for  naviga¬ 
tion.  Befides  the  ifles  and  rocks  of  the 
Gulph  of  Finland,  which  are  extreme¬ 
ly  dangerous,  even  in  fummer,  and  the 
ice,  which  covers  the  river  during  one 
half  of  the  year,  the  (hoals  and  fand- 
banks  at  its  mouth,  fhut  it  up  entirely 
to  large  veflels.  Thofe  which  draw 
more  than  eight  feet  of  water,  cannot 
go  to  Peter  fburgh.  With  regard  to 
Ihips  of  war,  as  foon  as  the  hulls  are 
conffrufted,  they  muft  be  carried 
down  to  Cronfladt,  to  be  rigged  and 
finifhed.  Revel,  Hapfal,  and  feveral 
other  places  of  Eflonia  and  Livonia, 
would  be  much  more  convenient  for 
a  fleet. 

On  the  firft  view,  Peterfburgh  exhi¬ 
bits  a  grand  and  noble  afpedl,  which 
generally  flriket  ftrangers.  Thebreadth 
and  flraightnefs  of  the  flreets,  the 
height  and  extent  cf  the  buildings, 
the  beauty  of  the  Neva,  and  of  its 
different  channels,  form  a  profpe^ 
altogether  magnificent.  According 
to  the  original  plan  of  Peter  I.  the 
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city  was  to  have  been  built  after  the 
Dutch  manner.  It  was  intended  to 
have  a  large  canal  in  the  middle  of 
every  ftreet,  which  would  have 
greatly  contributed  to  its  beauty,  and 
to  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants. 
This  plan  has  been  long  abandoned, 
becauie  the  firft  canals  in  Vafilioflrof 
are  too  fmall,  and  perhaps  for  the  fake 
of  faving  expence.  At  prefent,  the 
oldell  llrcets  only  have  canals,  and 
thefe  are  fo  narrow,  that  they  offend 
both  the  fight  and  the  fmell.  They 
are  fcarcely  a  fathom  in  breadth. — ■ 
They  are  lined  with  wood,  have  no 
Hope,  and  the  water  in  them,  which 
is  flagnant  and  (linking,  is  very  pre¬ 
judicial  to  the  health  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants.  Thefe  canals  contribute  very 
little  to  the  neatnefs  of  the  flrcets, 
for  the  houfes  are  built  in  fuch  a 
manner,  that  the  water  is  not  con¬ 
veyed  to  them  :  for  this  reafon,  they 
have  been  filled  up,  in  feveral  places, 
and  it  is  aflonifhing  that  they  have 
not  been  filled  up  entirely,  fince,  in 
their  prefent  condition,  they  do  more 
hurt  than  fervice. 

At  the  corner  of  every  flrect,  there 
is  a  port,  painted  green,  upon  which 
its  name  is  inferibed,  in  white  let¬ 
ters,  both  in  the  Ruffian  and  German 
languages.  The  charadlers  of  the 
latter  are  Roman.  On  account  of 
the  regularity  and  breadth  of  the 
ftreets,  the  courfe  of  the  Neva,  the 
churches,  and  fleeples,  Grangers  fel- 
dom  lofe  their  wayin  Peterfburgh, even 
on  their  firfl  arrival.  The  gilded 
turret  of  the  admiralty,  which  may 
be  feen  from  all  quarters,  and  com¬ 
mands  the  whole  city,  is  always  con- 
fpicuous.  The  ftreets  are  very  indif¬ 
ferent,  but  on  each  fide  there  is  a  foot 
pavement,  formed  of  large  (tones, 
which  is  exceedingly  convenient  foe 
foot  paffengers. 

Peterfburgh  is  open  on  all  fidcs.  A 
few  years  ago,  a  wall  and  a  ditch  were 
begun  to  be  carried  round  it,  fonie 
remains  of  which  are  ftill  to  be  fecn 
on  the  road  to  Pcteibof,  vr.h  a  beau- 
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tiful  gate,  conflrutSed  with  the  fame 
ticiign.  This  j>lan  was  probably  form¬ 
ed  in  order  to  prevent  fmuggling, 
and,  perhaps,  alfo  to  eilablifli  an  ex- 
cife ;  but  this  project  has  been  aban¬ 
doned,  and  the  w'alis  are  now  falling 
to  ruin.  The  city  is  defended  on 
one  (ide  by  the  calHe  of  Schlulfelbourg, 
and  on  the  other,  by  tiiat  of  Kionl- 
chlofs  ;  what  is  called  the  citadel,  is 
tiled  only  for  firing  a  few  cannon 
on  days  of  public  rejoicing,  for  coin¬ 
ing  money,  and  confining  ftate  pri- 
foners. 

T.'he  buildings  of  Petcrfiiurgh  are 
large  and  OMtenfive.  Peter  the  Great, 
its  founder,  was  delirous  of  making  it 
a  m;;gn:fietnt  and  Hour! fifing  city, 
and  his  liicccirots  have  tictt  devia'cJ 
from  his  plan.  The  jialace  of  the 
pr.*f-iit  Emprels  is  one  of  the  greateft 
ornaments  of  the  city,  winch  is  in- 
d  .bie.i  to  her  a' lb  for  the  new  quay  on 
tl'.e  Xeva,  a  matchlefs  work,  that  will 
immortalize  the  memory  of  the  pre- 
fer.t  government.  It  conlills  of  a  pa¬ 
rapet  of  granite,  bread  high,  which, 
in  fcliiiitv,  Ixauty,  and  extent,  fur- 
palfi-s  every  thing  elfe  of  the  kind. 
Puiidings  are  here  continually  going 
forward.  The  niagniiiccrt  I’t.ibles 
near  the  ll;Ops,  the  new  exchange,  the 
hotel  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  and 
the  great  ciiurch  of  Ifaac,  of  marble, 
near  the  bridge  of  the  Neva,  arc  net 
yet  finillied. 

In  erccling  her  new  palace,  the 
F.mprcls,  by  her  example,  has  infpir- 
cd  the  inhabitants  with  a  firong  de- 
liic  for  building.  Wood,  lloncs, 
and  other  materials,  are  leen  arriving 
from  all  quarters,  and  new  edifices 
ariling.  It  cannot  be  denied,  that  a 
great  number  of  thefc  edifices  are 
built  with  a  magnificence  ill  fuited  to 
their  dellination.  ITc  building  con¬ 
tiguous  to  my  inn  relerables  a  palace. 
It  is  large,  and  fumptuous  enough  for 
a  miniiler  of  Hate  ;  but  I  was  very 
much  fnrprized  to  fee  the  window's 
fecured  by  large  bars  of  iron,  and  to 
obfetre,  through  iheC;  bars,  fsveral 


wretched  figures,  W'ho  were  receiving 
alms  from  the  palfengcrs,  by  means  of 
a  fmail  leather  bag  fulpended  to  a  cord. 
This  1  found  to  be  a  pifon,  and  in¬ 
deed  it  is  the  moll  l^autiful  in  the 
world.  It  is  cruel,  no  doubt,  to  con¬ 
iine  poor  prifoners  in  fubterranean 
dungeons  ;  but  certainly  there  is  no 
occafion  to  give  them  a  palace  in  one 
of  the  molt  beautiful  quarters  of  the 
city.  Why  Ihould  prifonw  and  hofpi- 
tals  be  made  obie>5ts  of  luxury,  whilft 
thofe  who  iniiabit  them  live  in  mifery  ? 

The  houles  even  of  private  people 
•It  I’etcrlhurgh  arc  fo  large  and  niagni- 
licenr,  that  it  eafily  appears  govern* 
meat  have  had  a  hand  in  their  con- 
fcruction.  They  have  really  cauftd 
many  to  be  baik,  and  alBlled  greatly 
in  erceiing  othtis  ;  but,  notwithlland- 
ing  all  this  alallance,  there  are  a  great 
many  vacant  Ij'Ots  Itiil  in  Peterfburgh, 
as  w'tll  as  wooden  houfes.  Though  a 
tallc  for  building  has  prevailed  only  of 
late  years,  the  rent  of  houfts  has  lifcn 
conliderably,  which  does  not  proceed 
fo  much  from  an  increafe  of  popub- 
tion,  us  from  an  cxccfs  of  luxury ;  for 
people  who  were  formerly  contented 
with  one  or  two  apartments,  mult 
now  have  whole  koales  ;  and  to  this 
we  may  add,  that  crowd  of  fcivants, 
who  are  multiplied  with  all  the  pomp 
of  oriental  Ipicndor. 

Eelidcs  common  brick,  a  kind  of 
granite,  v.itlr  l.itge  white  -t)r  yellow 
fpots,  is  ufed  for  building  ;  particu¬ 
larly  for  the  frundations,  which  mull 
be  fo  rriuch  the  more  folid,  as  the 
ground  is  marlliy ;  it  is  employed  ailb 
for  pavi.ng,  and  for  other  works  where 
firength  and  duration  are  required. 
It  is  procured  in  large  blocks  from 
Finland,  the  whole  coaft  of  which  is 
one  rock  of  i: ;  and  as  it  is  eafily 
trarfported  to  Petetlburgh,  it  is  not 
very  exirenfive.  The  banks  of  the 
lake  of  Ladoga  abound  with  different 
kinds  of  marble,  harder,  and  of  great¬ 
er  lolidity  than  thofe  of  Italy.  The 
new  church  of  Laac  is  coniiruded  of 
this  marble. 

Solidity 
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Solidity  and  duration  have  not  been 
the  principal  objeAs  confulted  in 
building  Pcterlburgh.  The  houfes 
fpring  up  like  rauihrooms,  and  foon 
crumble  to  pieces  in  the  lame  manner. 
Several  have  need  of  repairs  before 
they  are  linilhed  ;  and,  as  they  are 
not  kept  in  good  order,  they  have  a 
ruinous  appearance.  It  was  found  ne* 
ceflary  to  repair  the  academy  a  long 
time  before  it  was  in  a  condition  to 
receive  the  academicians.  Its  exte¬ 
rior  coat  had  entirely  fallen  off  in  fe- 
veral  places.  This  inconvenience  a- 
rifts  from  the  bad  preparation  of  the 
lime,  which  in  this  climate  ought  to 
be  excellent ;  but,  after  it  is  burnt,  it 
is  brought  to  Peter&urgh  upon  the 
Neva,  in  open  boats,  where  it  is  ex- 
poled  to  the  air  and  muillure,  both 
when  it  is  put  into  the  boats  and  ta¬ 
ken  out  of  them,  which  deliroys  its 
ilrength,  and  tenders  it  Icfs  lit  for 
the  puipofe  of  cementing  Hones  toge¬ 
ther. 

Few  taxes  are  paid  in  Pcterlburgh. 


This  moderation  was  necelTary  to  ac« 
complilh  the  propofed  end,  of  making 
it  foon  become  a  large  capital.  No¬ 
thing  is  required  on  the  part  of  go¬ 
vernment.  Every  thing  goes  for  the 
behoof  of  the  city,  and  the  police 
expends  it,  in  paying  for  the  quarter¬ 
ing  of  foldiers,  fire-men,  &c.  Every 
houfe  would  pay  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  its  apartments  and  lloves, 
were  there  not  abufcs  in  laying  on  and 
collecting  the  taxes.  To  remedy  tliis, 
it  has  been  propofed  that  each  houfe 
Ihould  pay  in  proportion  to  the  ground 
which  it  occupies  ;  but  thole  whole 
intereft  it  is  to  have  the  prefent  mode 
continued,  have  oppofed  this  pLn.  A 
houfe  of  any  extent  pays  for  the  quar¬ 
tering  of  foldiers  levcnty  or  eighty 
roubles,  ar.d  Gxty  or  feventy  for  the 
]K>lice  and  tire-men,  which  amount  to¬ 
gether  to  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
roubles*.  The  buildings  which  bclonjj 
to  government  are  exempted  from  ihia 
burden.

To  account  for  this  extraordinary 
phenomenon,  fome  philofbphers  have 
had  recourfe  to  the  ice  and  fnow  found 
near  the  poles,  which  refleft  the  fun’s 
rays  towards  the  higher  parts  of  the 
atmofphcre.  But  whence  proceed 
thofe  fiery  pillars  and  thofe  ftieams  of 
light  which  conflitute  the  Aurora  Bo¬ 
realis  ?  Mr  Halley  attributed  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  Aurora  Borealis  to 
the  magnetic  effluvia,  which  ifiuing 
from  both  the  poles  of  the  carch, 
circulate  around  it.  But  Iiow  can  we 
reconcile  this  hypothefis  with  thofe 
brilliant  columns  and  ilreanii  of  fire  ? 
The  magnetic  fluid  has  never  beconie 
luminous  around  a  loadftor.e,  heated 
to  ignition  upon  burning  coals.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Mr  Maitan,  the  Aurora 
Borealis  is  caufed  by  the  folar  atmof- 
pherc,  which  fometimes  approaches 
▼ery  near  to  the  terrellrial  ;  but  this 
extravagant  idea  is  fupperted  only  by 
▼ery  precarious  principles,  and  has  been 
generally  abandoned.  The  celebrated 
Euler  thinks,  that  the  Aurora  Borea¬ 
lis  is  no  Icfs  than  feveral  thouiands 
of  miles  diftant  from  the  earth,  and 
that  it  is  the  effeft  of  the  impi  lfion  of 
the  folar  rays  upon  the  moll  fubile 
particles  of  our  atmofphtre.  'i’his 
opinion  is  liable  to  many  difiiculiies. 

It  appears  to  me,  that  it  was  1  e- 
ferved  for  electricity  to  unveil  this 
phenomenon,  which,  in  fome  meafute, 
may  be  called  a  myflery  of  nature. — 
Philofophers,  however,  have  been  hi¬ 
therto  contented  with  faying  in  a 
▼ague  and  general  inannei,  that  tlie 
Aurora  Borealis  is  caufed  by  the  elec¬ 
tric  fluid,  and  no  author  has  attempted 
to  give  an  explanation  of  all  its  phe¬ 
nomena.  Electricity,  therefore,  is 
only  a  term  of  exprefiion ;  bur  it  is 
not  in  this  manner  that  we  ouglii  to 
treat  of  the  fciences.  in  order  tnat  I 
may  proceed  W'lth  more  certainty,  in 


the  prelent  difeuflion,  I  think  it  nccef- 
fary  to  edablilh  incontrovertible  prin¬ 
ciples,  which  may  ferve  as  a  baits  to 
what  I  am  going  to  advance. 

Firft,  Electricity,  which  reigns 
throughout  all  nature,  is  found  to  be 
Uronger,  and  more  abundant,  the 
higher  we  go.  This  aflertion  is 
proved  by  conductors,  elevated  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  atmofpherical  electricity _ 

The  force  of  the  fparks  drawn  from 
them,  is  in  proportion  to  their  height. 
Electric  kites,  w'hich  produce  fparks 
and  fiaihes  of  fire,  encreafing  in  fize 
according  to  their  elevation,  may 
fully  convince  us  of  the  truth  of  this 
principle.  1  fliall  here  mention  only 
the  exjreriments  made  with  eleClric 
kites,  by  Romr.s,  Franklin,  Brydone, 
and  feveral  others,  which  may  be 
found  in  their  works. 

Secondly,  The  rarefaClion  of  the 
air  is  in  proportion  to  its  height. — 
No  one  can  doubt  the  truth  of  this 
projxrfition  ;  the  difficulty  people  find 
in  breathing  on  the  tops  of  high  moun¬ 
tains,  and  the  falling  of  the  mcrcury’ia 
the  barometer,  are  rncontcltible  proofs 
of  it. 

Thirdly,  The  rarer  the  air  is,  the 
more  eleClricity  (hews  itfelf,  under 
the  form  of  a  phofphoric  light.  Ex¬ 
perience  lliongly  icftifies  in  favour  of 
this  truth.  In  a  flalk,  exhauAed  of 
air,  hy  means  of  an  air  pump,  or  in 
tubes  deprived  of  air,  when  applied 
to  the  cunduClor  of  an  eleCltical  ma¬ 
chine,  we  may  fee  whitilh  flames  and 
Areams  of  light,  agitated  by  different 
motions,  the  fucceffive  appearance  and 
difappearance  of  which  render  them 
much  more  brilliant,  aqd  give  them 
a  perfect  refcmblance  to  an  Aurora 
Borealis.  But  the  vacuum  caufed  by 
an  air  pump  is  not  a  perfeCt  vacuum  ; 
it  contains  air  highly  ratified,  and 
the  degrees  of  the  rarefaction  follow  a 
certain  progrelfion,  with  regard  to  the 
fize  of  the  receiver,  and  the  body  of 
the  pump,  wbicli  proves,  that  the  va¬ 
cuum  is  nvOt  abfu'ute,  but  relative.

It  is  well  known,  by  experience, 
that  eleilric  light  does  not  dalh,  or  ap¬ 
pear  in  thofe  bodies  which  tranfmit  it, 
but  only  in  the  intervals  which  feparate 
them.  As  all  thofe  fubilanccs,  which 
are  difperfed  throughout  the  lower 
regions  of  the  air,  touch  one  another, 
there  will  be  a  continuity  of  conduc¬ 
tors,  and  confequcnlly  the  tranfniif- 
(ion  of  elefiric  light  will  be  without 
interruption ;  no  light,  therefore,  will 
be  feen  in  this  part  of  the  atmofphere. 
Befides,  the  figure  of  this  obfeure 
fegment  will  be  concentrical  to  the 
luminous  fegment  above,  or  that  bril¬ 
liant  arch  which  conflitutes  the  Auroia 
Borealis,  becaufe  thefe  mixt  and  con- 
difeting  fubflances,  which  are  equally 
dilj>eifed  throughout  the  atmofpheic, 
according  to  the  order  of  their  fpe- 
cifie  gravities,  are  arianged  circularly 
around  the  globe  of  the  caith  to  which 
they  tend,  as  fo  many  converging  rays. 

The  fmall  clouds  fomctinics  fcat-

'I’he  obfeure  fegment  will  appear 
larger  or  fmaller,  according  to  liie  e- 
levation  of  the  fegment,  or  luminous 
arch  above  it.  It  the  elevation  of  the 
latter  be  fmall,  the  former  generally 
docs  not  appear,  whether  the  Aurora 
Borealis  be  niotionicfs  or  not.  How¬ 
ever,  it  may  happen,  in  the  latter  cafe, 
that  the  fplcndeur  of  this  phenomenon 
is  fo  great,  tl>at  the  dark  fegment,  not- 
w. thllanding  its  elevation, v.dinotr  I 'Kar 
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obfeure,  on  account  of  the  great  quan¬ 
tity  of  light  leflcdVcd  ;  this  elTeft  then 
will  be  merely  optical. 

The  columns  of  light,  rays,  lumi¬ 
nous  dreams,  and  brilliant  dalhes, 
which  feem  to  ilfuc  from  every  point 
of  the  obfeure  fegment,  or  luminous 
arch,  arc  radii,  or  rays  of  phofphorico- 
elcdric  light,  whicit  proceeding  from 
the  upper  regions,  where  it  is  more  a- 
bundant,  tends  towards  the  lower, 
U'here  its  quantity  is  lefs,  and  dadies, 
in  the  vacuum,  that  is  to  fay,  in  tho 
intermediate  fjiace.  Thefe  llrcams  of 
light  appear  to  iffue  from  the  obfeure 
fegment  of  the  luminous  arch,  becaulr, 
from  a  vulgar  prejudice,  we  believe 
that  this  light  rifes  into  the  air,  wliiltt, 
in  reality,  it  darts  towards  the  earth  ; 
a  prejudice  which  will  foon  vanifii,  if 
we  only  refledl  that  it  is  impolEble  to 
didinguifti  the  point  from  which  lu¬ 
minous  rays  proceed,  that  move  wiiit 
great  rapidity,  and  to  know  whether 
they  diverge  from  a  centre,  or  converge 
towards  that  point.  If  any  one  doubts 
the  truth  of  what  I  here  advance,  I 
might  mention,  as  a  proof,  that  a  fpaik 
which  is  feen  between  a  conduiflor  c- 
leiftrified  by  a  glebe  of  fulphur,  and  the 
finger  of  a  perfon  not  infulated,  ap¬ 
pears  to  pioceed  from  the  globe,  whilfe 
it  comes  in  reality  from  the  finger  ; 
the  fenfe  of  feeing  is  neither  fo  fure, 
nor  a^ive,  as  to  know  the  origin  of 
this  motion. 

Thefe  luminous  columns,  and 
dreams  of  light,  which  dait  forth  in 
fucceflion,  being  extinguilhed  one  in- 
fiant,  in  order  to  appear  the  next  with

If  to  all  thofe  proofs  which  I  have 
given,  we  add  the  inferences  that  may 
be  deduced  from  an  incrcufe  of  artih- 
cia!  electricity,  during  the  appearance 
of  an  Aurora  Borealis ;  from  elec¬ 
trical  fparks  drawn  from  pointed  rods 
infulated  in  the  air,  and  from  obfer- 
vations  made  on  tltofe  meteors  called 
falling  ftars,  a  kind  of  eltCVric.il  phe¬ 
nomena,  of  which  I  have  already 
fpoken,  we  Ihall  then  have,  I  think, 
attained  to  the  htft  degree  of  probable 
proof. 

During  the  Aurora  Borealis  of  the 
2(/h  of  February,  1780,  which  I 
obferved  at  Beziers,  from  about  a 
quarter  pe.ft  hx  ti  1  a  quarter  pafl 
nine,  the  eie«'liic  il  machine  was  much 
frrongcr,  and  produced  Utter  fpaiks 
than  it  did  feveral  hours  before  the 
appearance  of  this  phenomenon,  al¬ 
though  'the  wind  was  frill  the  fame  ; 
and  thefe  fparks  feemed  to  be  ttiil 
ftronger  towards  the  middle,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  abaiitthe  end  of  the  phenome¬ 
non.  I  tried  tiie  ftiength  of  my 
cleCVrophorus,  which  appeared  alfo  to 
be  greater  ;  and  the  eleftric  phofpho- 
rus,  animated  by  artificial  eleCtiicity, 
became  more  brilliant  than  upon  any 
other  occafion.  The  mercury  in  the 
baiometer  ftood  at  the  height  of  twen¬ 
ty-eight  inches  one  tenth,  and  Reau¬ 
mur’s  thermometer  at  feven  degrees 
and  a  half  above  the  freezing  point. 
I  obferved  likewife,  in  the  heavens, 
fr  veral  of  thofe  meteors  called  falling 
frais.  3

During  the  Acrora  Borealis  of  Fe¬ 
bruary  the  15th,  1781,  alxHit  half 
an  hour  after  eiglit  in  the  evening,  I 
remarked  alfo,  that  the  power  of  the 
electrical  machine  was  much  llroegcr, 
as  well  as  that  of  my  eleCtrophoius, 
and  of  the  elcCtric  pltofphoros,  or 
exhaufted  fiafk.

’I’hc  celebrated  Mr  de  la  Eande 
fays  alio,  in  his  excellent  treatife  up¬ 
on  adronomy ;  “  The  Aurora  Borea- 
“  lis  feems  to  have  great  affinity  to 
“  the  phenomena  of  clcftricity ;  it 
“  caufes  a  fenfible  variation  in  the  di- 
“  reelion  of  the  magnetic  needle  ; 
“  eleftrifies  indjlated  points,  placed 
“  in  large  glafs  tultes  ;  and  we  are 
“  aflured,  that  a  crackling  noife  has 
“  been  heard  during  an  Aurora  Borea-

I  have  feveral  times  obferved  varia¬ 
tions  in  the  needle  during  an  Aurora 
Borealis,  by  means  of  apparatus 
which  I  have  previoudy  prepared 
for  that  purpofe.  With  this  dvlign, 
having  inlulated  feveral  magnetic 
needles,  1  obferved,  during  the  Au¬ 
rora  Borea  is,  on  the  2Cih  of  Fe¬ 
bruary,  i7J<o,  that  they  were  agi¬ 
tated  more  than  others  of  the  fame 
length,  which  were  not  infulated. 
The  method  I  took  to  infulate  thefe 
needles,  which  were  eight  inches  and 
thrcc-tea;hs  in  length,  was  to  place 
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them  upon  a  thick  plate  of  glafs,  or  % 
cake  of  refin,  and  in  a  glafs  box,  tea 
inches  and  a  half  fquare.  I  made  al- 
fo  another  very  conclufivc  exj»eri- 
ment,  and  dill  lelating  to  elce'tiicity. 
At  each  of  the  extremities  of  a  niag- 
nctic  needle  of  the  fame  dimcnlions 
as  the  former,  1  ordered  a  fmall  point 
to  be  made,  inclined  to  the  axis  of 
the  needle,  and  almod  in  the  fame 
manner  as  thofe  fmall  croflls  or  ftars 
which  are  placed  upon  the  prime  con¬ 
ductor  of  an  electrical  machine,  ia 
order  to  be  turned  by  the  force  of  the 
electrical  effluvia ;  and  1  obferved,  in 
cafee  where  the  needle  was  infulated, 
that  die  variations  were  greater  and 
more  various  than  thofe  of  comnmn 
needles.  During  the  appearance  of 
the  Aurora  Borealis  of  the  1 5th  of 
February,  1781,  about  half  an  hour 
after  eight  in  the  evening,  on  re¬ 
peating  the  fame  experiments,  I  ob¬ 
ferved  the  fame  refult. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1783,  daring 
a  lx;autiful  Aurora  Borealis,  wliich 
I  obferved  at  Paris,  1  remarked  the 
like  agitations  in  the  coniinoii  mag¬ 
netic  needle  of  a  (hip’s  compafs.

ed  one  of  the  mod  beautiful  (peCla- 
cles  I  ever  faw,  iho’  I  have  obferved 
a  great  many  phenomena  of  t.his  kind. 

If,  to  all  tliefc  obfervations,  we 
join  thofe  dally  made,  that  the  varia¬ 
tions  of  the  magnetic  needle  take 
])lace  on  days  when  the  weather 
tlircatens  a  llorm,  as  F.  Cone  and  ic- 
vcral  philofophers  have  obferved,  we 
cannot  help  concluding  that  the  Au- 
rota  Borealis  is  a  phcDomeaoo  of  elec¬ 
tricity. 


X  Laws  of  Magnctiin,  Page  116, 117. 
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The  n::rs  of  Gortyra  cover  a 
va(t  extent  of  gioiind,  and  en- 
a’  le  ns  to  form  lonie  idea  of  its  anci¬ 
ent  magniflcctice — Such  of  its  monu- 
iiK'nts  as  dill  fubfid,  are  n<;>t  of  the 
bighed  antiquity.  One  of  the  mod 
lemarkable,  is  a  gate  built  vith  large 
bricks,  vhich  have  been  forniei  iy  co¬ 
vered  with  free  done  ;  thole  of  the 
Cdcs  and  arch-way  have  been  dctacli- 
cd,  yet  it  dill  docs,  and  mud  long 
continue  to  fubfid.  This  edifice  is 
of  a  confidcrable  thicknefs,  and  jtre- 
£;nts  an  extenfive  front.  It  cannot 
fat  fujipofcd  mere  ancient,  than  the 
limr  when  Ptolemy  Ph’Iopatcr  un- 
Pertook.  to  rebuild  llie  w  alls  of  Gor¬ 
tyna.  Beyond  this  gate,  we  find  a 
large  open  fpace  in  form  neaily  a  pa- 
rcilelograni,  on  each  lide  of  wl.ich  is  a 
rfcublc  row  of  pededcls.  The  'cafes 
of  the  mrmblcs  are  buried,  and  the 
tens  alone  appear  abt-ve  the  ground. 
The  order  in  which  they  arc  ranged 
gives  rcafon  to  cor.jcililure  they  were 
pan  cf  the  portico  of  a  temple.  At 
dldeit-nt  intervals  we  meet  with  heaps 
of  rubbifli,  andco.'umns  of  mar'cle,  ard 
of  granite,  buried  up  to  the  middle  cf 
their  fiiafts.  d’he  capitals  lie  near 
them  broken  off;  but  Icvcral  cf  tiicm 
have  none.  Neat  the  faither  end  cf 
thefe  rains,  on  the  banks  of iliat  beau¬ 
tiful  river,  where  H.irmor.ia  forgot 
Cadiv.us,  w'e  enter  a  rliurcli,  one  fide 
of  width  is  dtdroyed.  Its  architec¬ 
ture  is  fimple,  without  colonnades  : 
and  it  is  aluiut  one  hundred  and  twen- 
tv  feet  long,  by  fixty  wide.  This  is 
probably  the  ancient  cathedral  found¬ 
ed  by  Titus,  the  difciple  of  St  Paul. 
Some  confidcrable  ruins,  fituaicd  at  a 
little  dilia.ice,  may  be  the  remains  of 
the  archhilhcp. 

Titefc  ruins  does  not  appear  fuita- 
blc  to  what  might  be  cxpcflcd  from 
the  grandturand  magnificence  ofGcr- 
»y:sa.  But  we  niuil  conCitr  that 


the  fineff  marbles  h.rve  been  cairied 
off,  that  wc  fee,  in  .adjacent  villages, 
ancient  columns  employed  in  nuking 
gates  for  the  Tutkilli  gardens,  and 
that  the  gieattft  part  of  its  ornaments 
are  buried  under  the  earth,  which  is 
confideiably  raifed.  If  the  ground  were 
dug  into,  and  proper  lefearches  tr  ade, 
wc  Ihould  certainly  find  IVatucs  arnl  va¬ 
luable  antiquities.  At  prcllnt,  the  huf- 
bandinan  paffes  his  plough  ovei  them, 
and  covers  with  his  harvtll  tl.c  i  uins  of 
the  palaces  and  temples  of  Gcttyna. 
Such  is  the  dtlUny  of  ancient  cities, 
I’liey  .afe  the  work  of  man,  and  jxiriili 
like  himftif.“' Thole  wh.ich,  in  ages 
pall,  were  the  orn.in>ent,  or  tcircr  of 
the  world, 'll iebes,  Mciiiphis,  and  Ba¬ 
bylon,  arc  now'  no  more.  Can  you 
inugine  that  Paris,  that  ruble  cuy^ 
wh’.ch  contains  within  iifelf  all  the 
arts,  and  innumerable  inhabitants, 
will  cxifi  for  ever  ?  Can  you  doubt 
that  the  curious  traveller  (hall  one 
day  wander  amid  heaps  of  rubbilli,  in 
Icaich  of  the  fiiuation  of  her  temples 
and  her  palaces  ?  Let  us  confolc  our- 
ftlves,  t!  at  period  is  frill  very  remote. 

V\'e  quitted  the  plain  of  Goityna 
to  vifit  the  Labyrinth.  The  red 
leading  to  this  memonible  place  is 
rough  and  ftcep,  but  after  an  afeent 
of  near  an  hour,  we  at  length  rcathed 
the  entrance.  Wc  had  In  ought  with  us 
the  thiead  of  Ariadne,  that  is  to  fay, 
four  hundred  fathoms  t'f  twine,  which 
we  falletitd  to  tl'.e  gate,  where  wc 
llationed  two  janiffaries  with  orders  to 
fuffer  nobody  to  enter.  The  ojiening 
of  the  Labyrinth  is  natural,  and  not 
wide.  ^Vhen  you  have  advanced  a 
little,  you  find  a  confidcrable  fj.ace 
llrewcd  wiih  large  Hones,  ar.d  covered 
with  a  Iht  roof  cut  out  of  the  folid 
mountain. — To  difeern  our  w'ay  amid 
this  gloomy  abode,  we  each  carried  a 
flimlteau.  Two  Greeks  bore  the  clew, 
which  they  unloidcd  or  w'ound  up  as 
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occanon  required.  At  firft,  we  loft  form  curves  which  Iczd  you  InfeufiHy 
ourfelves  in  dilFcrcnt  alleys  without  to  a  vaft  cnqity  (pace,  fu>)j)urtcd  by  ea* 


an  opening,  and  were  obliged  to  mea- 
fure  back  our  lleps,  but  at  length  dif- 
covered  the  true  paHage,  which  is  on 
the  right  as  wc  enter ;  we  arrive  at 
it  by  a  narrow  path,  anti  are  obliged 
to  creep  on  onr  liands  and  feet  for  the 
fpace  of  an  hundred  yards,  the  roof 
being  extremely  low.  At  the  end  of 
this  narrow  palTagc,  the  ceiling  rifes 
fuddenly,  and  we  were  able  to  walk 
upright,  in  the  midft  of  the  impenetra¬ 
ble  darknefs  that  furrounded  us,  and 
the  numerous  ways  wltich  (Irutk  off 
on  each  fide,  and  croifed  each  other 

in  different  diicdtions. - The  two 

Greeks  we  had  hired  trembled  with 
apprehenfion ;  the  fweat  poured  down 
their  faces,  and  they  refufed  to  advance, 
unlefs  we  took  tlie  lead. 

The  alleys  through  wliich  we  paf- 
fed  were  in  general  from  feven  to 
eight  feet  high  ;  in  width  they  varied 
from  fix  to  ten,  and  fo.-nttimes  mere. 
7  hey  are  all  chifelicd  out  of  the  rock, 
and  tlie  ftones,  of  a  dirty  grey,  arc 
ranged  in  horiiontal  layers.  In  fome 
p  aces,  huge  blocks  of  (lone,  half  de¬ 
tached  from  tlie  roof,  feem  ready  to 
fail  on  yonr  head,  and  you  niuft  itoop 
in  paffsng  them,  not  without  fome  dan¬ 
ger  of  tlicir  falling.  Tliis  havock  has, 
no  dcubr,  been  occafioned  by  earth¬ 
quakes,  wiiich  are  fo  frequeat  in 
Crete. 

Thus  did  we  continue  wandering 
in  this  maze,  of  which  we  endeavoured 
to  difeover  all  the  windings,  and  as 
fuoii  as  we  had  got  to  (he  end  of  one 
alley,  entered  into  another.  Some¬ 
times  we  were  ftopped  (Iiort  by  a  paf- 
fage  without  an  opening,  and  at  others, 
after  long  circuits,  were  aftonifiicd  to 
find  outldves  at  the  crofs-way  from 
which  we  had  fet  out — frequently,  af¬ 
ter  encircircling  with  our  cord  a  great 
extent  of  rock,  we  were  obliged  to 
wind  it  up,  and  return  the  way  we 
came.  It  is  innioiTible  to  dcfcribe  to 
what  a  degree  thefe  pa.Tagcs  are  mul¬ 
tiplied  aui  ciuuked;  fume  of  liicnd 


ormous  pilla.'s,  whence  three  or  four 
paiTages  ftrike  off  that  c^^duct  t« 
opjxrfite  points  ;  others,  t}^J  long 
windings,  divide  into fcveral branches; 
thefe  again  extend  a  great  length,  and 
terminated  by  the  rock,  oblige  die  tr». 
vellcr  to  trace  back  his  way.  We 
walked  with  precaution  m  the  doii- 
blings  of  this  vaft  L.abyrintli,  amid  the 
eternal  darknefs  that  reigns  diroughout 
it,  and  which  our  torches  could  hard¬ 
ly  difpel.  Thus  fituated,  die  imagin¬ 
ation  raifes  up  phantoms ;  it  figures 
to  itfelf  precipices  under  the  feet  oF 
the  curious,  mon.fters  placed  as  cen- 
tinels,  and,  in  a  word,  a  thoufand 
chimeras  which  can  have  no  exiil- 
ence. 

The  precautions  we  had  taken  of  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  the  thread  of  Ariadne, 
and  of  faftenirg  it  at  different  diftan- 
ces,  left  it  (liould  break,  allowed  us 
to  advance  fartherthan’Bc!on,Tourne- 
fort  and  I’ocock  wtte  able  to  tkj, 
lor  want  of  fuch  ailiftance.  V/ c  ob- 
ferved,  in  fever?!  parts  of  the  middle 
avenue,  tie  cypheis  1700,  written 
with  a  black  pencil,  bv  the  hand  of 
the  celebrated  I  rench  betanift.  Ant 
extraordinary  circumll.mce-  which  he 
remarks,  and  v'kich  we  admired  no 
lefs  than  he  h  id  done,  is  tlie  property 
poffclfcd  by  the  rock  of  picfi;»u:n|[ 
the  names  engraven  cu  i:  in  relict. 
We  faw  fevei  al  of  them,  whciein  tiiis 
fort  of  fcnlpture  had  arilcn  to  the 
tbicknefs  of  two  lines,  (the  fixrh  pare 
of  an  inch).  The  fub(ii>nce  of  Uiis 
relief  is  whiter  than  the  ftone. 

After  (haying  for  a  long  time  In  t'-e 
frightful  cavern  of  tlie  Minotaur,  wc 
anive'd  at  the  extremity  of  tliit  Kllcy 
which  Tournefoit  f..!Iowcd.  Tl.cre 
we  found  a  wide  (pace,  with  cyphers 
cut  in  the  rock,  none  of  them  were  ot 
an  c.iilici'  date  than  the  fourteenth 
century.  There  is  another  Gniilar  to 
this  on  the  right :  each  of  tlicin  may 
be  about  twenty-four  or  thirty  feet 
fquaie.  To  iuiive  at  this  place,  wc 
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had  run  O’.tt  almof}  our  line,  that  is  to 
fay»  about  twenty-four  hundred  feet, 
mrithout  mentioning  our  various  excut - 
fions.  ’Ye  remained  three  hours  in 
the  ll£yrinth,  continually  walking 
without  ^ing  able  to  flatter  outfelves 
with  having  leen  every  thing.  I  be¬ 
lieve  it  would  be  impoflible  for  any 
lUiin  to  get  out  of  it,  if  left  there 
without  either  clew'  or  flambeau ;  he 
would  lofehimfdfin  athoufand  wind^ 
ings  :  the  horrors  of  the  place,  and  the 
intenfe  darknefs,  would  fill  him  with 
conficruation,  and  he  muft  raiferabiy 
pci  i/ll. 

On  our  return,  we  examined  a 
winding  we  had  not  before  noticed  ; 
It  conduiiicd  us  to  a  be.iutiful  grotto, 
rifing  into  a  dome,  wrou'>!tt  by  the 
hand  of  nature.  It  has  no  /bilaftite?, 
nor  indeed  is  a  fir.gle  one  to  be  found 
in  the  whole  extent  of  the  cavern,  as 
the  water  does  not  filtrate  thru’  thereof. 
Every  thing  is  dry  ;  and,  as  the  new 
air  is  never  removed,  the  fme!!  ts  ex¬ 
tremely  dlfagrceahlc.  Thonfinds  of 
batts,  the  dung  of  which  lies  in  heaps, 
inhabit  this  gloomy  abode.  They  arc 
the  only  monflers  we  dlfcovcral.  We 
ca  nc  out  with  a  great  deal  of  pleufurc. 
and  breathed  the  external  air  with 
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•echo  inhabit  tic  ifuhd  ^Ciete.  By 
,  the  fame. 

THE  beauty  of  man,  his  potvers 
and  his  hcahh,  depend,  in  general,  on 
tl’.e  climate  he  inhabits,  ills  food,  and 
tlie  nature  of  his  oecupatlons.  In 
Crete,  the  Turk,  who  is  not  torment¬ 
ed  by  ambition,  or  the"  thir/1  of  wealth, 
whofe  mind  is  never  cccupit.^  by  the 
chimeras  cf  intrigue,  who  knows  net 
envy,  which  debalcs  the  foul,  nor  cx- 
hau/U  himfclf  in  the  jiuifuit  of  feiea- 
ces,  to  which  w'e  too  often  facrifice  our 
health  ;  tlic  Turk,  I  fay,  who  lives 
cn  wholcfome  and  finiplc  aliment, 
and  pa/Tca  his  days  amid  the  ^ov.eiy 


fields  he  cultivates,  an!  in  the  bofom 
ot  his  family,  who  obey  and  revere 
him,  grows  and  ri/es  into  a  cololfus. 
'I'hc  lalubrity  of  the  air  he  breathes, 
tl'.e  fweei  temperature  he  enjoys,  the 
delightful  feenes  perpetually  before  hi$ 
eyes,  and  the  peaceful  life  he  leads.all 
contribute  to  (frengthen  his  body  and 
pieferve  his  vigour  even  beneath  the 
Ihows  of  age.  Hither  the  fculptor, 
devoted  to  his  art^  and  emulating  the 
ancients,  (lioutd  come  in  fearch  of 
models.  He  would  fee  young  men 
of  eighteen  or  twenty,  five  feet  fix  or 
eight  indies  high,  who  polfefs  all  the 
graces  peculiar  to  their  time  of  life. 
'I’heir  mufcleshave  llill  a  little  plumn- 
nefs,  which  will  foon  alfume  a  bolder 
charaftcr ;  their  cheeks,  gracefully 
rounded,  difplay  an  animated  carna¬ 
tion,  and  their  eyes  aie  full  of  fire  ; 
their  chin  is  covered  with  a  light 
down,  never  violated  by  the  lazur : 
their  air  is  full  of  grace  and  dignity  ; 
and  titeir  whole  carriage  and  every 
ge!turc,befpeaks  health  and  vigour. 

In  men  arrived  at  maturity,  the  fea¬ 
tures  and  outlines  ate  more  developed, 
'riiclr  legs  are  naked  ;  and  when  their 
robes  are  lifted  up,  the  mufclcs  ap¬ 
pear  boldly  prominent :  their  arms  ex¬ 
hibit  thofe  figns  of  flrength  which  were 
vifiblc  in  thofe  of  the  ancient  Athle¬ 
te  :  their  /boulders  are  broad,  their 
cherts  full,  and  their  necks,  never 
ftraightned  by  the  ligatures  which 
ftom  infancy  confine  ihofc  of  the 
Europeans,  retain  all  the  beautiful 
pioportions  a/Tigned  to  that  part  of  na- 
tuie :  no  tight  breeches,  ot  garters, 
bind  their  leg  below  the  knee  ;  that 
part  of  their  leg,  therefore,  is  never 
dirtorted  or  contrafled,  nor  is  the 
knee  too  prominent.  In  a  word,  all 
their  limbs,  unaccu/bmed  to  the  fet- 
te'S  which  confine  our  notions,  and 
which  habit  alone  could  render  infc.p- 
ponable,  preferve  their  natural  form, 
and  that  admirable  fymmeiiy  which 
con'litutes  male  beauty.  When  they 
ftand  etcdl,  all  parts  of  the  body  pro¬ 
perly  fuppcit  each  oti.er.  \Vheii 
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l1»cy  wu’.k,  tl.fv  nr  VC  with  an  air  of 
arid  biniily  ar.J  fiiin- 

otiiinnl  ilHj.lrtV  «h<.nifeivcs  in  erc- 
rvt;--lliirc.  'rhcii  ni.'.jeilic  cycannoun- 
ti-S  nut  liicy  are  accijiloiiivil  to  co:ti- 
1^1  tdc  and  fevciity  may  fomc- 
iinic<:  be  apparent  in  their  looks,  but 
picaiiiitA  niver. 

The*  Mahon  ctans  who  inhabit  the 
tilind  of  Crete  ate  Inch  as  1  have 
Iteic  poiirtraved  them.  They  are,  in 
pent  tal,  fioin  five  feet  and  a  half  to 
l!x  feet  liipii.  They  refeiiiblc  the  an¬ 
cient  liatues  ;  and,  in  taif.  Inch  were 
the  men  the  artifts  of  antiquity  took, 
fit  their  models*  It  is  not,  therefore, 
wonderful  they  iTiould  have  furpaffed 
ns,  h.iting  a  more  beautilul  nature 
from  wliicli  to  copy.  IL^iic  day,  as  I 
was  walking  witii  an  olnccr  in  the  en¬ 
virons  if  Cane:*,  exclaimed,  at  the 
fgiit  of  every  'I'nik  that  palled^  Oh  ! 
were  I  only  permitted  to  ciioole  here 
f  ver.  hundred  mi-n,  I  lliould  have  the 
b.'t  rcgimeni  in  ri.ince! 

in  a  CDuniiy  wluie  ilie  men  arc  (•> 
rcniii:k..!>le  for  ho*Il!y  Ihcngt!!  and 
cli'piiiy  ol'afpei'^  you  .nay  jultly  con¬ 
clude,  that  tiic  women  cannot  be  want¬ 
ing  in  b..atity  ar.d  t!ie  graces.  'I'lieir 
iiiefs  d('es  no:  prcvcni  tiie  growtli  of 
any  part  of  tlie  lK<ily,  but  it  is  .".ccom- 
iiiodated  to  tliole  admir.iblj  projior- 
tions  with  which  tlie  Creator  has  ile- 
corated  tiie  moll  lovely  ot  lits  works. 
All  arc  not  liandfoiiie;  all  donor  jHif- 
fets  charms  ;  but  iuiiie  oi  them  are 
extremely  beautiful, partlculai  ly  among 
the  Turks,  in  gcneril,  the  Crct.in 
women  have  a  luxuriant  botom ;  a 
neck  gracefully  rounded  ;  black  eyes 
full  of  lire  ;  a  fniall  nmiiili ;  a  nofe 
]ieifei^iy  well  ma.lc.  and  chicks  which 
health  tinges  with  the  ftificll  vetmil- 
lion.  But  tlic  oval  of  tiieii  faces  is 
diifcrent  from  that  of  the  women  of 
Europe,  and  the  charadcr  of  tliclr 
beauty  is  peculiar  to  their  nation.  1 
will  not  attempt  a  jiarallcl  between  the 
two.  Whatever  is  beautiful  deferves 
our  homage,  though  delicacy  of  fenti- 
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ment  (hould  ultimately  fix  the  taftc  of 
a  man  ofjnll  feeling. 

During  the  fi:lt  year  or  two  of  my 
travels  in  the  callern  countries,  accuf- 
tomed  .as  I  had  been  to  the  elegant 
head-drefs  of  the  ladies  of  France, 
their  curls,  and  diffcrcnt-coloured 
powder,  I  could  not  endure  the  black 
hair  of  the  oriental  women,  and  their 
diefs  feemed  to  me  to  give  them  a 
haifh  and  futbldding  air.  So  difficult 
is  it  for  reafon  to  difcngage  itfelf  from 
the' fetters  of  habit,  that  I  long  conti- 
nuc'l  the  Have  of  this  prejudice.  But, 
after  more  mature  refledion,  their 
long  black  lucks,  artificially  plaited, 
without  either  powder  or  pomatum, 
and  which  neither  fpoil  their  drefs, 
nor  foil  the  furniture  of  their  apart* 
ments,  appeared  to  me  well  calculated 
to  heighten  their  beauty.  Their  e- 
bon  colour  fccmed  to  give  mere  luftre 
to  the  fairaefs  ot  their  complexions, 
and  the  glow  of  tlieir  checks.  The 
rofe-v/ater,  with  which  they  walh  their 
hair,  exhaled  an  agreeable  perfume  ; 
and  I  was  ilelighted  with  the  natur.il 
beauty  of  their  treiTes.  I  then  changed 
my  opinion,  and  could  nut  hcl]>  wil'i- 
ing  tiie  I'luropean  women  would  not 
Ipoil  one  ot  ihdr  moll  charming  oina- 
inents  with  the  colours  of  art,  to  much 
infeiior  to  thofe  of  nature.  How 
nmcli  more  lovely  would  the  fair 
beauty  appear,  adorned  with  the  pale 
gold  of  her  flowing  locks  !  lluw 
would  the  dark  hair  of  the  brunette 
arranged  with  art,  fet  ofl'the  rofes  of 
her  cheeks  !  Tfiefe  are  the  obferva- 
tions  of  a  traveller,  who,  by  compa¬ 
ring  the  diiTcicnt  cutloms  of  nations, 
has  been  able  to  banitl*  his  prejudices, 
and  is  convinced  that  nature  alone  is 
ti  uly  beautiful ;  but  he  lets  little  va¬ 
lue  on,  and  entreats  your  cxcufc  for 
the  reilcdiuns  in  which  he  has  here 
ventured  to  indulge. 

You  mud  not  lie  furprifed,  that  I 
have  not  mentioned  the  Greeks  who 
inhabit  the  illand  of  Candia,  who  par¬ 
take  with  the  Turks  the  advantages 
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<if  a  (erene  fivv,  a  pure  air,  and  happy 
temperature.  They  enjoy,  indeed,  in 
common  w  ih  them,  thele  precious 
bledings,  hut  tliey  are  oppreffed  by 
tyrants.  They  live  in  perpetual  an¬ 
xiety  and  apprehenfion,  and  frequently 
terminate  their  miferable  lives  in  def- 
pair.  Excepting  the  Spachiots,  who 
are  lefs  expoi'ed  ro  tyranny,  thefe  un¬ 
fortunate  beings  have  neither  the  lofty 
llattirc,  nor  the  ftrength,  nor  the  beau¬ 
ty  of  the  Turks.  The  (lamp  of  fervi- 
tude  is  villble  in  their  faces  ;  their 


looks  ate  crouching,  and  their  features 
didorted  by  knavery  and  nuannds. 
Such  is  the  charailer  ofthofe'  ret,?ns, 
v.'ho  were  once  fo  jealous  of  iheii  li- 
beity  ;  thofe  experienced  and  intrepid 
warriors,  who  were  coin  ted  by  ail 
nations  ;  and  thofe  friends  to  the  art? , 
wiiieli  they  cultivaied  amid  their  lhady 
groves.  At  jiicfcnt  cowardly  and  in¬ 
dolent,  they  I'.ve  in  debasement,  and 
we  may  n  ad  in  their  degraded  euun- 
leuar.ccs,  dial  :!:r; 
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IT  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  un- 
derftanding,  and  virtue,  tlie  fafety, 
and  happinefs,  of  thofe  branches  of 
Society  which  are  raifed  above  the 
necefiity  of  mechanic  roil,  depend  mucli 
upon  the  caily  impreflions  they  receive 
from  books  which  captivate  the  ima¬ 
gination,  and  intercfl  the  heart.  Con¬ 
sequently  a  writer  is  much  their  foe, 
who  feeks  to  throw  contempt  upon 
any  work  which  is  eminently  calcula¬ 
ted  to  infpire  delicacy,  and  difcretion 
of  condu«5l,  purity  of  morals,  ttnder- 
nefs,  generofity,  and  piety  of  heart, — 
while  he  recommends  anotlier  compo- 
fition,  polTtfling  allurement,  too  well 
calculated  to  make  it  recommend  it- 
fdf  ;  hut  wliich  has  a  dcTtionllrable 
tendency  to  encourage  libertinifin  in 
our  young  men  ;  and,  in  our  voung 
women,  an  infatuated  propenfity  to 
hedow  therr  alFcftions,  and  even  edeeni 
upon  men  of  pofligate  habits. 

That  an  author  capable  of  writing 
agreeably  upon  many  fubj.iJts,  who 
mull  have  oblcrved  with  what  difiicul-

ufal,  find  thcmielves  fo  anxicuily  in- 
toreded  in  the  events,  as  to  become  im¬ 
patient  of  any  paufe  in  the  dory. 

But  recurring  totlielc  volames,  (to 
which  the  fenlible  reader  tiv7/  recur,  as 
to  Shakefpearc,  to  Milton,  or  the 
1\ ambit  r)  when  fatishedcuriofity  leaves 
the  mind  calm  enough  to  remark, 
and  enjoy  at  leifure  their  innuntcrable 
beauties  ;  fomething  will  be  found  in 
rj-.iy  leuer,  which  is  higlrly  curious 
and  entertaining.  In  the  nialler  drokes 
of  truth,  and  nature,  do  they  de¬ 
lineate  the  mind  and  the  manners  of 
the  fuppofed  .vriter ;  bcfidcs  throwing 
drong  collateral  light,  and  colouring, 
upon  other  charadlers  in  the  work. 
'1  his  cxctllerce  of  appropriation  per¬ 
vades  all  the  epidles,  even  thofe  in 
which  elegance  of  dile  is  judicioufly 
abated,  as  in  the  letters  of  the  proud, 
unyielding  Hailowes  ;  or  wholly 
thrown  al'idc,  as  in  thofe  of  the  pro¬ 
verbial  Lord  M - ,t  he  jiedant  Brand, 

and  the  menial  pcifonages  ;  while,  on 
this  recurrent  perulai,  the  charadcr- 
ifric  graces  of  tiie  more  dv^uent  e- 
pifcles  Ihinc  out  in  variety  inexhaudi- 
ble. 

Tire  letters  of  I. c. vtlr.ee  exhibit 
every  gay  attra^lion  of  pcriUfs  wit, 
pirdurefque  defcri’ition,  claflic  allu- 
flon,  ami  univerfal  knowledge,  with¬ 
out  any  adertation  in  its  difjJay  ;  a 
d\ie  unriv.illtil  itt  its  eafy  How,  and 
falcinating  harmony  ;  and,  what  drik- 
ingiy  evinces  the  addrei's,  and  virtu¬ 
ous  dcfign  of  the  author,  the  epidles 
of  tliis  leducing  libertine,  even  more 
forcibly  than  any  of  the  olheis,  warn 
the  youthful  female  againd  the  dcfigns 
of  the  oppolite  fex,  by  the  dartling 
axioms  tliey  conuin,  refpeffing  the 
conJacI  01*  Y.eaien.  It  is  from  tlie 
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letters  of  Lovelace,  that  they  learo 
how  inevitably  dclpicabie  they  be¬ 
come  in  the  eyes  of  thofe  very  men 
to  whofe  lolicitations  they  are  be¬ 
ginning  to  make  facnfices,  (apparently 
trivial)  of  that  delicacy  and  purity  fa 
lovely  in  tlie  lex ;  facriliccs  that  ge« 
neraliy  end  In  the  utter  lofs  of  honour 
from  lib."^tine  encroachment. 

In  Coloiiei  :«Iorden*s  letters,  and 
in  thole  of  Lovelace  and  Belfurd, 
which  dclctibe  the  coiontr*  pevfon,  his 
air,  his  manners,  and  his  conduff, 
we  fee  a  pcifcTl  fine  gentienran,  intre¬ 
pid  and  .iccoinphi'aed  as  the  former, 
benevolent  as  the  latter,  and  more 
virtuous  ;  while  bericatii  the  dignity 
which  that  virtue  confers,  the  daz¬ 
zling  Lovelace  finks  into  vifibic  and 
confeious  itiferiorlty. 

We  find,  in  the  touching  epidles 
of  the  matchlcfs  Heroine  of  this  work, 
tire  mod  complete  powers  of  imagery 
and  defeription,  ihaded  over  by  that 
foft  veil  of  didiefs,  thro’  which  they 
appear  with  heightened  grace,  and 
dearer  intered ;  the  iinjjortance  of 
every  duty  that  blelTes  focicty ;  the 
danger  and  mifery  of  every  deviation 
from  the  path  of  rc^litude,  enforced 
with  the  eloquence  cf  angels, — her 
charaiTter  rifing  amidd  her  feverc  trials, 
her  dce]>  didtefi'es,  and  remorfelefs  in¬ 
juries,  Into  unrivalled  magnanimity  ; — 
while  in  its  nobied  elevation,  the  charm 
of  female  fofinefs  is  never  for  a  fingle 
moment  lod. 

Mrjcphfon  (perhaps  our  bed  Tra¬ 
gedy-writer  fince  Sh;4k..fpearc)  has  a- 
vailcd  himfeif,  in  his  p<jetic  and  fpl- 
rited  tragedy  Julia,  of  the  penknife- 
feene  in  Clariifa.  Deprived  of  the 
jrreparatory  circumilances  that  condi- 
tute  a  large  part  of  its  tranfeendent 
fubliraity  in  the  crigir.al  fituation,  it 
could  not  but  lofc  extremely  by  the 
tranfjrofuion  ;  hut  to  thofe  who  do  not 
perfectly  recollcft  the  pages  from 
whence  it  is  tiken,  the  effect  in  the 
TrageJ)  is  very  fine. 

Mr  Cumix-rland  tells  tire  public, 
that  he  kacw  a  young  fciuals,  w’hofc 
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head  was  turned  by  reading  Clarlfft  ; 
and  who,  in  the  rage  oi  imitation,  in* 
fifted  upon  having  her  coffin  in  her  bed¬ 
chamber  ! 

Infane  people  hare  always. fome 
reigning  idea.  That  the  coffin  of 
Clarifla  fliould  once  have  proved  that 
reigning  idea,  is  furely  a  very  con¬ 
temptible  reafon  for  interdiiSting  thi  s 
noble  cotnwfirion,  as  inimical  to  the 
n'.ora!s  and  diferetion  of  youth. 

Many  religious  enthufiafts  have 
fancied  they  had  prophetic  and  ajiof- 
tolic  infpiration.  At  the  Cathedral 
of  cne  of  our  celebrated  piovir.cial 
towns,  fome  twenty  years  ago,  I  often 
tiled  to  fee  a  man,  whom  many  of 
the  prefent  inhabitants  remember.  It 
was  his  cuftom  to  Hand,  during  fer- 
vice,  before  the  rails  of  the  altar.  He 
had  read  about  our  Saviour,  till  he 
fancied  hhnpif  that  facred  character, 
and  a  native  rcfemblance  of  face,  and 
figure  to  the  prints  of  Jefus,  aided  the 
yhrenzy.  He  had  trained  the  growth 
of  his  dark  beard  in  the  Jewiih  faffiion, 
and  his  hair,  parted  upon  his  fore¬ 
head,  hung  in  equal  ringlets  down 
each  fide  the  front  prt  of  his  neck. 
He  was  thin,  and  pale,  with  a  icniark- 
ab!e  air  of  pkicid  dignity.  The  mild- 
nefs  this  maniac  conflantly  preferved, 
rendered  him  inoffenfve. 

With  the  fame  reafon  might  the 
Scriptures  be  cenfured  as  a  dangerous 
Ifudy  upon  that  inftance,  as  this  admi¬ 
rable  work,  bccaufe  one  romantic  de¬ 
lirious  fool  befpoke  her  coffin,  with¬ 
out  tlie  reafons  which  impelled  Cla- 
tilfa  to  take  that  fingular  Hep. 

It  is  curious  to  hear  the  author  of 
our  moH  fentimental  comedies,  fjKuik 
with  contempt  over  the  unerring  fen- 
timents  which  enrich  thefe  volumes. 
It  would  be  happy  for  the  rl.hng,  and 
for  the  futuic  generation,  if  our  young 
women  '•xauld  imitate  the  principles, 
and  the  conduct  of  Ciarlfl'a,  tliough 
not  perhaps  in  befpeaking  their  coffin  ; 
a  circumftance  for  w'hich  Ihc  apologi- 
fes,  confefiing  it  a  fally  of  mournful 
enihunalbi^  and  too  Icrupulous  delica- 
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cy  ;  exciifable  from  tlie  peculiarity 
of  her  fituution,  and  from  being  ob^ 
liged  to  chufe  a  male  executor.  Re¬ 
commending  Clarilfa’s  conduifl  as  an 
example,  I  delire  it  may  be  remember¬ 
ed  that  lier  Hight  with  Lovelace  was 
involuntary,  and  that  lier  meeting  and 
corrcfpor.ding  with  him,  was  merely 
from  the  jwrfecutions  Hie  endured, 
and  in  tlic  hope  of  preventing  the  molt 
fatal  mifehiefs  between  him  and  her 
brother.  Slie,  however,  repents  of 
the  iw'O  lall  circumllances,  as  form¬ 
ing  a  deep  error,  imploring  Heaven 
that  its  confcqucnces  may  ‘ivarn  her 
fex  againll  being  rafli  enough  to  icpofc 
tlie  fmallell  dt'gieeof  confidence  in  a 
libertine ;  who,  as  Ihc  fays,  to  he  a 
libertine  muft  have  got  over  and  defied 
all  moral  rellraints. 

Is  it  from  the  pen  of  a  father  that 
we  fee  the  unfeeling,  the  pointlcfs  fnecr 
ui>on  the  exemplary  duty,  the  contrite 
affedlon  of  a  dying  daughter,  becaufc 
(he  writes  on  her  knees  to  fupplicate 
pardon  for  w  hat  Hie  confiders  a  great 
fault,  that  prohibited  correfjmndence 
(though  Ihc  had  been  impelled  into 
the  commiffion  of  it  by  the  cruelty  of 
her  family)  and  to  invoke  bkffings  up¬ 
on  them,  who  had  ffiewn  no  mercy 
toheT ! 

In  contradiflion  to  experience,  and 
with  great  illibcrality,  Mr  Cumberland 
alfeits,  that  encouraging  young  wo¬ 
men  to  correfpond  with  each  other, 
tends  to  no  good  point  of  education. 
r.vciy  good  habit  is  cajiable  of  being 
perverted  to  bad  ufes.  Becaufc  nu¬ 
merous  books  of  evil  tendency  are  ex¬ 
tant,  we  might  as  wifely  refolve  that 
our  daughters  fliould  not  learn  to 
read,  as  that,  becaufe  they  may  write 
frivolous,  and  improper  letters,  they 
fliould  be  precluded  from  the  certain 
advantages  of  a  well-regulated  epillo- 
lary  intercourfe  with  their  young 
friends.  Difcrect  parents  will,  in  a 
great  degree,  fugged  the  fubjcAs  of 
thefe  letters,  and  invite  from  time  to 
timea  communication  of  thcircontents, 
by  expre.ffing  plcafure  in  their  perufaL 
Suck 
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Such  an  intercourfe  forms  the  ftylc  of 
young  people,  gives  them  habits  of 
reQeccion,  awakens  intelleflual  emula¬ 
tion,  uni  lupplies  them  with  refources 
which  have  an  inevitable  tendency  to 
abate  the  dcGre  of  dnlipatior,  enables 
them  to  be  rational  and  plealing  com¬ 
panions  to  men  of  fenlc  when  they 
marry,  to  fill  the  parental  arnl  monitory 
duties  with  dignity  and  delight,  to  tire 
certain  improvement  of  the  future  ge- 
uenttion. 

If  women  intrigue  mote  in  France 
than  in  England,  iliough  their  under- 
lland-ngs  arc  generally  better  cultiva¬ 
ted,  it  is  oecaufe  their  inclinations 
are  never  conlulted  in  their  marriage 
•ngagemcQts :  and  becaufc  infamy  is 


lefs  confequent  than  it  is  hert,  upod 
a  violation  of  thofe  engagements. 
But  the  French  women  are  Lucretias 
compared  to  the  Italians  ;  a  ru]>eriority 
which  arifes  fiom  the  companionable 
qualities  of  the  firrmer,  and  the  unlet¬ 
tered  ignorance  of  the  latter,  that  de¬ 
livers  up  all  the  powers  of  thier  ima¬ 
gination  to  the  influence  of  one  reign¬ 
ing  idea.  Whoever  has  fuccefsfully 
Oudied  the  nature  of  the  human  mind, 
knows,  that  to  llore  it  with  a  variety 
of  ideas,  to  render  it  capable  of  pei  - 
ceiving  the  value  uf  knowledge,  and 
charms  of  genius,  is  to  render  it  kfs 
fubfervient  to  the  influence  of  the 
fenles.

2.  To  Gentlemen  Street-lValhrs, 

Contrary  to  ellabliflied  prae‘rice, 
(Iiould  niilhap  doom  you  to  walk  wiik 
a  woman  of  charader,  and  Ihould  you 
meet  a  demirep,  or  even  a  notorious 
proditutc,  give  her  a  flgnilicant  nod, 
which  is  as  much  as  faying,  that  you 
hmo  luhat  ; — or  you  may  mutter,  au¬ 
dibly  enough,  however,  to  be  heard 
by  the  modeft  woman,  “  How  do 
yoa  do,  PeggJ”  The  ntodeft  womaa 
furcly  cannot  prize  your  company  the 
kfs,  that  you  thus  give  her  to  under- 
llanJ  you  might,  had  you  chofen, 
been  engaged  elfeouhere. 

You  are  aifo  particulaly  to  obfenre, 
that  the  cullom  of  giving  any  lady  the 
•ojall,  is  quite  exploded.  In  getting 
out  of  your  way,  fliouid  it  be  neceilary 
for  her  to  llcp  over  a  dirty  kennel,  (he 
has  an  opportunity  of  difplaying  a  fine 
ancle.  Of  the  fenfation  of  plcafuie, 
arilicg,  in  dac  brealls  of  men,  firoia 
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this  dlfplay,  the  fait  fcx  have  a  pretty 
competent  idea.

An  Inquiry  into  the  Nature  of  the  PaJJions,  and  the  Manner  in  nuhich  they  are 
repriJl’Sited  by  t^e  Tragic  Poets  particnlarly  n»:th  r.fpcdl  to  jeahufy  ;  in¬ 
cluding  fosne  Ohftrvations  on  Shakefpeare’s  Othello. 

Et  quia  amans finper,  quod  timet,  ejje  putat.  Ovid. 


IT  is  a  very  common  objeftion, 
and  one  which  we  ftnd  frequent¬ 
ly  infiilcd  upon  by  moil  of  our  cri¬ 
tics,  tliat  poets  are  apt  to  exaggerate 
ail  palHons,  when  they  come  to  repre- 
fent  them  in  tragedy,  and  llrain  them 
to  fuch  a  degree,  that  the  perlons  they 
draw,  ceaflng  to  be  men  diflempercd 
in  their  minds,  aft  like  monAets,  tluit 
by  a  kind  of  enchantment  are  become 
£iries.  But  when  we  come  to  con- 
£der  things  more  clofely,  we  lhall 
ind  this  a  charge  not  eably  maintain¬ 
ed  i  fox  wbeneacs  any  paiEon  gains  the 


defpotic  empire  of  the  human  brcaA* 
there  follows  fuch  a  feries  of  wild 
and  irrational  aftions,  as  fmgly  taken, 
would  argue  the  man  abfolutely  mad 
that  committed  them.  But  bccaufe 
numbers  arc  actuated  by  their  paiilons 
as  Well  as  he,  it  is  agreed,  that  a  ft- 
ries  of  Intenijicrate  aftions  lhall  not  b: 
eftcemed  a  proof  of  madnefe,  tutferve 
only  to  Ihew  that  a  man  has  very 
ftrong  patliuns.  'I  his  is  abfurd  c* 
Dough  inded,  but  fo  It  Is,  as  we  fee 
and  know  from  daily  experience. 

Amongfl  thefe,  I  know  of  none 
that 
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fh.it  when  it  ha»  ufuroed  the  throne 
of  reafon,  a£ls  with  Inch  tyrannical 
raf,e  anti  licence  as  fealouf.  It  is 
for  this  reafon,  that  v/henever  poets 
attempt  to  paint  a  man  under  its  in¬ 
fluence,  they  feldom  regard  his  rank, 
his  character,  or  his  temper ;  but  con¬ 
founding  ail  rules  of  decency  and  de¬ 
corum,  (how  him,  however  great  or 
elevated  in  his  (lation,  as  brutal  as  one 
of  the  lowed  mob,  forgetting  what  is 
due  to  himfclf,  or  to  the  perfon  who 
is  the  objeft  of  his  jealoufy,  fixing  his 
thoughts  wholly  upon  the  real  Or  the 
Tuppofed  injury,  and  in  confequence  of 
his  fixing  them,  blind  to  ail  rules  of 
behaviour,  and  loll  to  all  fenfe  of  rca- 
foning,  all  capacity  of  refledliog,  or 
comparing  his  atdions  with  his  duty. 
Neither  are  they  redrained  from  this 
by  ^ny  confidcration  of  the  manners 
they  have  given  him  before  he  is  fup- 
pofod  to  be  infected  with  this  difeaie 
of  the  mind  ;  if  he  was  mild  and  gen 
tie,  they  make  no  fcruple  of  changing 
him  in  an  inllant  into  a  creature  fierce 
and  cruel ;  if  remarkable  for  calmncfs 
andcircumfpe^ion,  theylhowhimharlh 
and  violent  in  a  moment ;  if  not  only 
courteous,  but  ceremonious  in  his  de¬ 
meanour,  they  make  him  appear  not 
barely  blunt,  but  furly,  from  the  minute 
he  is  d  ruck  with  jealoufy,  and  in  Ihort, 
oppofite  in  all  relpe^s  to  what  he  was. 

The  t^uedion  is,  whether  our  poets 
are  judihed  in  this ;  that  is  to  fay, 
whether  they  follow  nature,  or  out¬ 
run  her  ;  whether  in  cafes  of  this  kind, 
they  draw  the  pidlure  of  a  jealous  man, 
or  a  hideous  caricatura  of  jealoufy, 
and  confequently,  whether  they  de- 
ferve  to  be  commended  or  condemn¬ 
ed  ?  I  mud  for  my  own  part  confefs, 
that  it  feems  to  me  they  are  much  bet¬ 
ter  acquainted  with  the  Iruman  mind, 
than  thofe  w!io  have  taken  upon  them 
to  cenfure  them  ;  and  that  it  may  be 
very  judly  affirmed,  that  the  bolded 
poets  have  not  ventured  to  feign  atffions 
more  out  of  the  road  of  reafon,  than 
are  related  as  matters  of  faft  uron  the 
Vou  Vlll.  No.  q3.  3 


fame  topick  by  the  mod  authentick 
hidorians.  Now  if  this  can  be  made 
out,  that  is  to  fay,  if  it  can  be  (howa 
from  the  records  of  hidory,  which  are 
not  other  than  written  experience,  that 
when  men  are  dung  with  jealoufy  they 
really  adl  as  abfutdly  and  inconfident- 
ly  as  the  poets  reprefent  them  aiding  ; 
then  all  ground  and  foundation  of  cri> 
ticifm  in  this  refpedl  will  be  taken  a- 
way,  and  the  poets  mud  be  allowed 
to  be  better  acquainted  with  the  true 
force  of  the  paflions,  than  thofe  who 
have  taken  upon  them  to  find  fault 
with  their  productions,  and  even  to 
chadife  the  publick  for  the  applaufc 
they  have  vouchfafed  to  thole  pro- 
duAions,  as  fuppofing  them  jud  rcpic- 
fentations  of  nature. 

Of  all  the  inimitable  Shakefpeare’s 
performances,  there  is  not  one  more 
highly  or  more  generally  admired  than 
his  Othello,  yet  this  play  has  fallen  un¬ 
der  the  hands  of  a  mercilefs  critic*,  of 
wrangling  memoty,  who  has  perfwaded 
a  multitude  of  people  to  believe,  that 
they  not  only  appl.iud,  but  feel  this 
tragedy  by  infatuation,  catch  acciden¬ 
tally  thofe  imprelfions  of  the  pafiions 
which  tragedy  ought  to  move,  weep 
without  caufe,  and  pay  that  tribute  tc^ 
the  author,  which  only  the  players 
have  deferved.  According  to  him, 
the  whole  of  this  tragedy  is  not  only 
irregular  and  ill  writ,  but  improbable, 
mondrous,  and  abfurd.  A  blacka¬ 
moor,  and  he  too  in  years,  talks  a 
young  lady  of  great  quality  into  love 
with  him,  carries  her  off  in  aljoider- 
ous  manner  from  her  native  country, 
fuders  himfelf  to  fall  into  fufpicion  of 
h¥r,  upon  trivial  as  well  as  groundlefs 
caufes,  hears  her  honour  bafely  at¬ 
tacked  by  one  in  his  fervice,  and  iu- 
dcad  of  chadifing,  takes  him  for  h'S 
befom  counfellor ;  then  fufpcids  him 
too ;  believes  again  ;  liehavcs  like  a 
brute  to  his  wife,  before  company :  is 
convinced  by  the  flight  circumllance 
of  a  handkerchief ;  and  then  deliber¬ 
ately,  and  'iviih  a  ihst/  ^  caution  and 
1  crcuuil]['ec- 
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circumfijedion,  conimits  ’.vith  his  own 
hands  a  ntoli  lliocking  and  detedaSIe 
murder,  and  all  this  in  direv^t  contra- 
difiion  to  the  character  before  given 
of  him  by  his  own  officers,  by  Deiile- 
mon:>,  the  fenators,  and  the  Duke 
of  Venice.  Tliis  I  take  it  is  the 
h:m  of  the  indidlment  brought  againlt 

fjbakefpearc,  as  a  poet. - Now 

to  pnrfue  this  finfile,  I  will  bring 
the  matter  to  an  ilTue,  and  put  it  upon 
iliis  (lion  queftion.  Whether  Shakef- 
pcije  has  followed  natme,  or  not  ? 
And  in  order  to  decide  it,  I  think  the 
faired  way  is  to  have  recourfetoe- 
vidcnce,  which  I  w'ill  next  prodnee. 

Tiie  marquis  Ornano,  or,  as  he  is 
ofien  llilcd,  Siimpietro,  a  native  of  the 
iHand  of  Corfica,  diflingulllied  himfelf 
in  the  c  vll  wars  that  happened  in  his 
count!)’,  by  a  noble  zeal  for  liberty, 
;tnd  by  ail  the  military  virtues  that 
form  a  great  captain,  and  which  after¬ 
wards  mifed  him  i«  France  fa  country 
never  famous  for  overvaluing  the  me¬ 
rit  of  Grangers)  to  the  highcli  ranks 
in  their  fervicc.  This  nob’eman  had 
married  a  your.g  lady  of  great  quality, 
Vaninna  Ornano,  of  whom  he  was  paf- 
bonately  tbnd  ;  a  lady  whofe  cxqullite 
tx:auty  was  the  leali  of  herpeifeftiorsj 
whofe  manners  were  as  amiable  us  her 
j  erfon,  and  whofe  virtues  were  as  con- 
f::icuous  and  as  heroic  as  any  the  an- 
ficot  writers  have  recorded,  or  the  au¬ 
thors  of  modern  rcmar.ccs  have  feiqn- 
cd.  In  ail  the  dangers  and  diftreiies 
««f  her  hufband,  which  were  marry  and 
gre,at,  Ihe  bore  a  part ;  and  wlicn  he 
was  obliged  to  retire  as  an  exile  into 
France,  Ihe  followed  him  thither  with 
licr  infant  fon,  afrerv.’arJs  fo  well 
known  to  the  world  by  the  title  of 
Marthal  Ornano.  Upon  the  death  of 
Herry  H.  her  hufbrnd  defpairing  of 
any  farther  fuccours  from  Fiance,  and 
finding  himfeif  proferibed  and  a  j.rice 
Jet  u')on  his  head  by  the  Genoclc,  de¬ 
termined  to  allv  the  adldance  of  the 
Turk;  and  for  that  purpofe  made  a 
voyage  to  Coallaatiooplc.  lu  uis  ab- 
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fence  the  Genoefe  contrived  to  tamper 
with  his  lady.  She  was  related,  and 
that  very  neatly  too,  unto  fomc  of  the 
bell  families  of  the  Republic  ;  and 
fome  of  thefe  fuggelled  to  her,  that,  in 
cafe  ffie  would  not  return  and  bring 
her  fon  with  her,  Ihe  might  very  pof 
fibly  be  able  to  procure  a  pardon  for 
the  Marquis,  notwithllanding  all  that 
he  had  done,  and  was  dill  doing  ter 
the  prejudice  of  the  State. 

It  is  no  great  wonder  that  the  mar- 
chionefs  Ornano  lidened  to  thefe  pro- 
pofals  ;  but  her  hulbaivd  having  gained 
irttelligencc  of  the  whole  defign,  and 
either  didruding,  as  he  might  well  do, 
the  lincerity  of  the  Genoefe,  or  being 
determined  in  his  averfionto  that  Re¬ 
public,  fo  far  as  to  defpife  a  reconcilia* 
tion,  fent  immediately  into  France  his 
fecrctary  Antonio  St  Florentine,  with 
indintflions  to  perfnade  his  wife  to  lay 
afide  all  thoughts  of  returning  to  Ge¬ 
noa.  The  marchionefs  was  no  fooner 
acquainted  with  her  hulbaod’s  fettled 
relolution,  than  Ihe  Ihewed  her  ac- 
cudomed  obedience,  and,  at  the  re- 
qued  of  Antonio,  removed  from  Mar- 
feillcs  to  Aix  in  Provence.  When 
the  Genoefe  found  that  this  fcheme  of 
theirs  of  getting  the  wife  and  fon  of 
their  cap;tal  enemy  into  their  poflef- 
lion  was  defeated,  they  had  recuurfe 
to  another  proje^l,  and  corrupting  one 
of  the  Marquis’s  domedicks,  engaged 
him  to  throw  out  fuch  hints  as  might 
maks  his  mailer  jealous  of  Antonio  ; 
and  in  ibis  they  were  but  too  fuccefs- 
ful ;  for  he  no  fooner  conceived  a  fuf- 
picionof  his  wife’s  coiiducl,  than  for¬ 
getting  his  concern  for  the  liberty  of 
his  countiy,  the  important  negotiation 
in  which  he  was  engaged,  and  even 
tlie  injuries  he  had  received  from,  and 
the  implacable  hatred  he  bote  the  Ce- 
noefe,  he  fuudenly  returned  to  France. 

llpon  his  arrual  at  Marieilles,  find* 
ing  his  lady  gone  from  thence  with 
Antonio  to  Aix,  he  required  nothing 
farther  to  convince  him  ;  but  immedi¬ 
ately  repairing  Uiither,  brought  back 

his 
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dih  lady  and  her  Ton  to  Marfeiiles, 
ithat  he  might  the  more  cafily  cfcape 
when  he  had  perpetrated  the  barbarous 
•faft  that  he  intended.  VV^hen  he  had 
^er  there,  he  told  her  in  terms  very 
^oarfe,  as  well  as  cold,  that  ilie  had 
offended  him,  and  mud  die :  the  lady 
■fubmiited,  and  only  made  this  requed, 
.that,  as  no  man  had  ever  touched  her 
.but  himfelf,  die  might  die  by  his  hand. 
To  this  he  confented,  and  dropping 
one  knee  upon  the  ground,  called  her 
his  midrefs,  and  (bowing,  in  the  midd 
of  the  mod  favage  cruelty,  a  tendemefs 
of  mind  and  horror  of  the  fad,  aiked 
.her  pardon,  as  executioners  are  wont 
to  do,  and  then  drangled  her  with  her 
handket  chief. 

This  is  a  bare  hidorical  narrative 
of  the  fad,  as  fet  down  by  the  writer 
of  Sampietio’s  iiie,  and  by  many  other 
imj)anial  and  authcntick  hidorians  ; 
4nd,  I  prefume,  whoever  confiders  it 
attentively,  will  fee  that  there  are  as 
many  circumdanccs  of  levity,  didrac- 
tion  of  mind,  and  an  abfutd  mixture 
•of  padionate  love  and  barbarous  relcnt- 
ment,  as  Shakefpeare  has  exptdfed  in 
his  tragedy  of  Othello ;  and  that  the 
Oenoefe  was,  to  all  interns  and  pur* 
poles,  as  great  a  monder  in  nature  as 
the  Moor.  1  conclude  therefore,  that  our 
poet  has  prefeived  his  chnradcr,  has 
painted  the  paffion  of  jealoufy  as  it 
ought  to  be  painted  in  fucli  a  man ; 
has  copied  faithfully,  without  exceed¬ 
ing  or  exaggerating ;  and  has  frighted 
us,  which,  by  the  way,  is  tlie  very  ef- 
fcncc  of  tragedy,  not  with  an  imagin¬ 
ary  feene,  but  with  a  real  fpedacle  of 
a  wife  and  worthy  man  ic^c  mad  by 


jealoufy,  and  become  a  wild,  ungovern* 
able,  brutal,  and  blood-thirdy  monder  * 
and  yet  accompanied  with  orcuai* 
dances  that  deiervedly  excite  coni]  af* 
Cun.  So  that  if  what  the  critics  de~ 
fine  about  tragedy,  that  it  is  the  ait 
indruccing  by  exciting  tenor  and  pity» 
he  has  accomplifaed  it  beyond  any 
writer  in  our  language,  and  may  be 
therefore  judly  ftiled  inimitable. 

I  might  indeed  obferve,  that  the 
dory  upon  which  this  tragedy  is  built, 
was  not  ablolutcly  a  liclion,  or  at  lealf 
•  no  fivSion  of  Shakcfpearc’s ;  for  he  had 
it  very  nearly  as  he  has  rcprefcnied  it 
from  Cynthio’s  novels.  1  might  aliu 
obferve  that,  as  this  very  faff  happened 
before  he  wrote  his  play,  and  as  it 
made  a  very  great  ncil'e  in  the  world, 
it  might  have  leached  his  knowledge  ; 
and  from  ccriairi  circumdances  in  this 
tragedy,  one  might  be  really  tempted 
to  think  he  had  it  in  view.  1  might 
remark  too,  that  the  charge  agaliid 
him  of  neglecting  a  moral  is  very  ill 
founded,  and  ariles  rather  from  thepe- 
tulancy  of  the  critic,  than  Com  any  ob- 
feurity  in  the  performance.  But  I 
wave  all  thcle  confidciations,ar.d  keep 
dole  to  the  point  which  1  laid  dc'.vn, 
that  the  tragic  poets  are  very  unjudly 
charged  with  exaggerating  the  pal- 
fions,  and  making  nrea  appear  cither 
wilder  or  worfe  than  they  are  when 
under  their  in.^ucnce :  And  that  the 
indance  of  Orhcllo  in  fuppert  of  this 
doCliine  is  unjud,  and  the  refieClioiis 
made  upon  the  author  for  drawirg 
him  as  he  has  done,  improper  and  ill 
founded*

inftitution  ? 

13.  Monaflery  in  the  ifle  of  Fyryc, 
called,  vulgaily,  Tcmpicl  Phatriel ;  is 
this  one  and  the  fame  w.th  that  above- 
mentioned  ? 

i^.  Religious  hoiife  at  the  conflu¬ 
ence  of  the  Tweed  and  Teviot,  the  re¬ 
mains  of  which,  and  the  f}>ot,  have  been 
ufiiaily  called  the  Friars  ;  are  there  a- 
tiy  documents  of  this  houfe  remaining? 
'I'his  houfe  is  faid  to  have  been  for  the 


Red  Friars,  and  that  the  Gray  Friars 
houfe  was  fltuated  where  St  James’s 
fair  is  now  held,  near  Roxburgh  caf- 
tie,  and  where  there  have  been  lately 
dilcovered  fcveral  tombs,  feals,  and  o- 
ther  antiquities.  Were  any  of  thefe 
houfes  feminaries  of  learning  ? 

15.  Irwin’s  Nomenclatura  mentions 
Cardrofs,  in  Dumbartonlhire,  fltuated 
in  the  diflridl  of  Lennox,  as  a  mona- 
fiery;  of  what  order  of  monks  was  it, 
or  was  it  one  ^of  the  old  feats  of  the 
Keledeis  ?

N.  li.  There  being  no  engravings 
of  the  Churches  and  Abbeys  in  Scot¬ 
land  of older  date  than  the  end  of  the 
lall  century,  it  is  requelled  that  notices 
may  be  given  of  any  antient  hmnings, 
or  drawings,  that  cxilt  of  relig  ous 
houfes  in  Scotland,  of  more  ancient 
date  than  Cap'ain  Slczer’s  Theatrum 
Scotia.  It  has  been  faid,  that  at 
Douay,  St  Omcr’s,.  or  fome  of  ilie 
Scots  Colleges  abroad,  there  arc  fuch  ; 
and  it  is  highly  probable  that  fume 
.mcient  milfals  may  be  adorned  v/iih 
illuminated  drawings  of  the  Churches 
and  Abbeys  in  Scotland.  Such  com¬ 
munications  would  be  very  inter- 
ciiing,  and  are  particularly  requefled^ 
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OX  the  m-iuptainf  that  ft-parate  Spain 
tiom  France  lived  two  hermits, 
thr  cue  a  Trinchman  the  other  a  Spa- 
rward,  at  a  little  diltance  from  each  o- 
fhtr.  Thiir  age  was  nt-arlv  equal,  and 
liotl-  wfn-  v!  ling:  tlieir  figure  was  nob'c 
wen  under  the  dif^  uife  of  their  coarfe 
ha  it,  and  their  condudl  was  perfeilly 
pppofite  to  that  of  ordinary  liermits. 
"i  hey  neither  begged,  nor  received  gifts 


or  vifits,  they  rould  read,  and  they  had 
books.  At  lirlt  they  were  anxious  to 
fhuii  each  other,  but  Ibinething  congenial 
in  their  minds  and  their  flinations  foon 
drew  them  together;  in  fhort,  they  were 
neighbours  without  being  enemies,  a 
ciicumftance  rather  ftrange  in  rivals  of 
this,  as  well  as  of  every  other  kind. 

The  I'rcnch  Lcrmit  had  a  companion 
wlicfe  care  he  touiJ  uot  fuHicieniiy  ap- 
ph-ud. 
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pUtif*!-  Thi*  difri]»le  was  a  model  of  at- 
lachfocntjol  zeal,  and  of  a^lvity.  Tho* 
hardly  fifteen  years  of  age,  no  hardfhip 
could  difeourage,  no  duty  fatigue  him. 
All  the  graces  of  beauty  .and  youth  were 
difplayed  in  his  countenance,  and  he 
fcemed  the  god  of  love  in  dilguife. 

One  day  when  this  youth  was  abfent, 
Ike  Spaniard  came  to  vifit  his  brother 
hermit.  “  ( he  vile  habit,  feid  he,  that 
eoveis  you,  cannot  conceal  from  me  that 
you  were  not  bom  to  l>e  thtis  clothetl, 
thus  lodged,  thus  fed.  In  a  word,  that 
fome'hiiig  ftnguiar  in  your  hiftory  has 
•bilged  you  to  renounce  the  world,  for 
thtle  inhrfpitable  mountains :  and 
undoubtedly  they  mult  have  been  very 
cruel,  or  vert’  e*traor<,linary  accidents, 
that  could  diive  voti  to  fuch  a  refolution.” 
**  Oh  !  as  for  that,  replied  the  other,  1 
am  more  than  juftitied.  But  what 
ftrange  and  rfifaftrous  adventures  Jiave 
forced  you  to  adopt  a  refolution  fo  fiini- 
lar  to  mine 

“  It  is  true,  faid  the  Spaniard.who  wifh- 
ed  to  be  communicative,  and  who  faw 
no  danger  in  Itcing  fo.  that  I  was  not 
born  to  be  thus  miifiled  in  a  gown,  to 
feed  on  roo's  and  deep  on  the  Itraw.  It 
is  lileewife  true  that  I  mitigate  in  fecret 
this  apparent  aullerity.  But  a  load  of 
dif^race  and  of  faults  have  made  this 
condition  neceflary.”  “  Your  misfor¬ 
tunes,  faid  the  other,  cannot  be  equal  to 
mine.”  “  You  will  judge,  faid  the  Span¬ 
iard.  In  the  firll  place,  I  arn  married.*’ 
“  So  am  I,”  replied  the  French  hennit. 
“  1  love  triy  wife  and  ftic  avoids  me,” 
Caid  the  firft.  ‘‘  1  (hunmine  and  ihc  loves 
me,”  laid  ih«  other.  ‘‘  I  accomplilhed 
tnv  n.arriage  by  a  trick."  ‘‘  A  trick 
was  rn.ade  ffe  of  to  force  rneto  mine.*’ 
“  This,  faid  the  Spar i'li  hermit,  is 
indeed  a  fir.gular  contrail,  bi'.t  Lt 
us  fee  how  far  it  will  go.  I  will  be¬ 
gin,  perfuaded  that  you  will  imitate  my 
iVanknefs  and  fincenty. 

In  me  you  fee  the  Count  d'Olivier. 
My  laniily  is  anrient  and  illullrio  is,  my 
fortune  confider.tble.  1  ler-ed  iny  king 
with  zeal  atid  with  fucoefs  in  the  war  of 
Italy.  1  here  1  formed.an  intimacy  witlithe 
Count  de  Cuences,  a  man  noble  by  birth, 
and  opulent  in  fortune ;  advantages 
which  proniifed  him  another  Hill  more 
worthy  of  envy.  At  his  return  he  was 
♦o  marry  Donna  Leonota,  one  of  the 
finetl  women  in  Si).ain,  hut  .it  the  fame 
lime  one  of  the  proudeft.  1  knew  her 
^nly  by  name,  nor  was  I  better  known 
lier.  An  jiercditr.ry  cmr.ity  fv  jfiltt'J 
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between  our  families  which  had  been  ib- 
furdly  perpetuated  for  generations.  | 
was  tar  from  adopting  this  tinjufiifiable 
hatred.  I  even  expenenced  at  the  fight 
of  a  portrait  of  Leonora  very  different 
lenrim.'iits.  Her  family  had  Tent  it  to 
the  Count  for  his  conrulation  till  he  could 
take  poffeflion  of  the  original.  He 
feemed  however  not  fo  much  ftruck  with 
it  as  I  was.  I'ar  from  being  enchanted 
with  the  happinefs  that  awaited  him,  he 
became  thoughtful  and  melancholy.  He 
replied  with  emHarraflinent  to  the  quef- 
tions  that  were  put  to  him  on  his  future 
marriage,  and  gave  me  room  to  fuppofe 
that  he  confented  to  it  with  reludlance.  a 
circumlUnce  that  filled  me  with  aftonilh- 
ment.

I  even  contide'’ed  my- 
feif  iiititied  to  become  the  heir  of  the 
Count  in  this  refpcdl,  if  he  did  not  recover 
of  his  wounds. 

H'  was  ilill  in  a  dangernns  condi.ion. 
when  afiiJ.len  peacr  leparated  the  arrjii-s 
and  recalleti  me  to  Spun.  1  repaired  tv 
Seville  where  Leosora  lived.  1  fa-vher 
without  letting  myfelf  be  known  or  no¬ 
ticed  by  her.  She  fcctned  to  me  ftill 
more  hcautifnl  than  her  portrait,  and  ( 
liecame  dtfjierately  in  love  with  her:  bttt 
at  the  fame  time,  I  trembled  at  the  cb- 
Itacles  which  the  mutual  antipathy  of  our 
families  would  throwin  thewiv  ofiny  love. 

1  attempted  fome  means  of  reconcilia¬ 
tion,  but  all  were  in  vain.  In  thisintc-- 
val,  the  Count  de  Cuences,  cured  of  his 
wounds,  was  named  Governor  of  Oran, 
a  city  of  .\frica,  for  which  he  fet  ou; 
from  Italy.  The  gevernor  of  this  place 
caiiuot 
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rannot  al-fent  himfelf  on  any  pretext. 
The  poft  is  but  an  honourable  prifon, 
xnd  the  new  governor  con&lercd  that 
Denna  Lcon^ia  would  be  an  excellent 
a4Uidote  aualnil  the  lonelinr(«  of  that 
prifon.  He  judged  well,  but  he  took  his 
meafures  iil.  Not  being  able  to  a<fl  by 
himfelf,  he  choll-  for  his  deputy,  one  of 
Ilia  principle  doineAics,  an  African  by 
birth,  and  one  a  thoufand  times  more  fel- 
fifnthanchat  circumftancefuppofes.  Ihad 
been  ot  fcrvice  to  him  in  Italy,  and  chance 
threw  me  in  his  way  as  he  landedatCadiz. 
He  informed  me  of  the  obJeA  ot  his  mif- 
fion ;  he  came,  he  faid,  in  the  name  of 
his  matter  to  demand  Donna  Leonora  of 
her  parents.  'I'he  news  made  me  turn 
pale,  and  the  African  obferved  it.  He 
put  various  quettions  to  me,  tending  at 
at  once  to  Ihew  his  own  zeal,  and  to  read 
my  heart.

I  offered  him 
riy  preteffion,  anda  reward  proportion¬ 
ed  to  the  greatnefs  cf  his  lervice.  1  did 
not  forcfci  that  he  could  he  of  further  ule 
fo  ire  than  by  oreveiiting  the  intindcj 
marriage  from  luccctoing,  and  even  this 
w.'.s  a  great  de.'!.  Miit  the  African’s 
f:haiiies  were  deeper  laid.  He  propofe d 
(hat  I  A'.ouid  fubllitutc  myiclf  in  the 
room  of  his  mailer,  an  ex|)cdiciit  as  he 
thought  eafy  and  exciif.ible.  It  appear¬ 
ed  to  me  however  very  diflicult  anddifiio- 
nourable,  tho’  thccnlyone  1  could  think 
cf.  What  w  ill  not  impetuous  love  at¬ 
tempt,  when  it  wants  the  ordinary  means 
of  at'aining  its  end,  and  vlien  the  oppo- 
fite  courfe  enfures  it  of  fiicc'-fs  ?  The 
agent  rf  the  Count  was  furniflied  w  ith 
the  clcarcfl,  andinott  authentic  oredenti- 
a'.o,  fa  that  it  was  impottible  to  doubt  the 
truth  of  his  n.-iffion.  'I'his  was  not  all, 
the  Count  had  written  that  he  woulci 
come  and  effedfuatc  in  perfon  what  he 
iblicited  by  his  mefiengtr.  My  rival 
was  abent  fen  yeai  s  older  than  !  was, 
blit  the  difTerence  in  our  ap^iearance  was 
not  very  remarkable.  There  was  befides 
in  oi  riei"  ,  [,  •  .-•Uiis  a  rekmlilancc 
fifed  to  miflead  thofe  not  much  accuf* 
tc  tned  to  fee  cither  of  us,  and  the  Count 
Lavii'g  b.cn  alXcnt  Irotii  Heville  tor 
twenty  v  iis,  was  tofailv  mi’niiown  to 
Doaiia  Leonora  and  hei  friemls.  I  was 


feduced  by  the  concurrence  of  fomany  fa* 
Tourabic  circuiiiilaoces,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Af  rican  Ihould  fonnaily  make 
the  demand  in  the  name  of  the  governor, 
and  fubftitute  my  portrait  for  his  ;  and 
in  order  to  favour  the  illiiiion,  I  gave 
him  that  of  Donna  Leonora,  which  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Count.  What  we.expcc 
ted  came  to  pafs.  t'hc  propofition  of 
the  governor  of  Oran  was  approveii  by 
the  relations  of  the  lady,  and,  what  I  had 
not  dared  to  hope  for,  my  figure  was  not 
difagreeable  to  that  proud  beauty  You 
may  eafily  imagine  that  the  Count’s  a* 
geni  wrote  to  him  in  a  llile  fitted  to 
chain  him  more  clofely  than  ever  to  hit 
rock.  But  while  this  rival,  deceived  by 
the  letter,  confidered  his  application  in 
this  cafe  as  dclpcratc,  I  boldly  reaped 
tlie  fruits  of  it. 

After  a  reafonable  interval  I  prefented 
myfclf  under  the  name  of  the  Count,  ac¬ 
companied  by  I'omc  friends  who  appro¬ 
ved  and  L-conded  my  ftratagera.

An  old 
aunt  of  Donna  Leonora's,  by  whom  Ihe 
had  beeneducateilipropof'-d  to  acioinpa- 
ny  U5 ;  this  I  could  not  oppofe,  thm'gh  I 
conftntcd  to  it  m  kh  regret.  Donna  Ba- 
dilla  was  donbly  to  lie  dreaded,  on  ac- 
couirt  of  the  hereditary  hatred  1  have 
fjjoken  of,  and  becaufe  my  father  had 
refufed  to  terminate  that  hatred  by  cf- 
potificig  her;  a  kind  of  injury  few  wo¬ 
men  can  forgive,  and  which  Dorna  Pa¬ 
dilla  had  in  {lerpetual  rerfiem’orance.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  we  embarked ;  the  pilot  had 
his  cue,  and  the  Straights  of  Gibraltar, 
through  whicli  we  patted,  contributed  to 
inipofe  on  the  old  aunt,  who  piquetl  hcr- 
felf  on  underttanding  the  chart.  My 
young  fpoufc  and  1  were  alone  in  the  ca¬ 
bin,  and  Ihe  neither  perceived  nor  alked 
a  word  about  the  courfe  we  were  ftecr- 
ing.

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There  he  was  informed',  that  a  pre¬ 
tended  governor  of  Oran  had  married, 
and  confequently  carried  off  the  lady  h« 
had  courted.  It  remained  for  him  t» 
difeover  who  this  raviiher  was,  what 
rout  he  had  taken,  and  what  retreat  he 
had  chofen.  Perhaps  he  did  not  hope  tq, 
make  thefe  difeovenes  foon :  but  chanca 
favoured  him  beyond  his  hopes.  A 
fillor  who  had  been  aboard  our  fhip 
happened  to  come  to  Seville,  where, 
hearing  of  the  rape  of  Donna  Leonora, 
he  declared  that  he  had  affifted  in  coo- 
duiffing  her  to  AUcant.  The  Count,  at 
tliis  news,  confulted  nothing  but  his  rages 
he  flew  by  land  to  Alicaiit,  where  the 
Srli  objcA  he  met  was  his  treacheroua 
African.

The  African,  half  dead  with  fear,  namcA 
me  to  his  mafler,  who  was  confouudel

he  became  ffill  the  mors  enraged.  He 
perfifted  in  being  introduced  to  me,  and 
I  acknowledge,  that  my  aftoniihinent  •nd 
confulion  at  hisappea ranee  were  extreme, 
Don  Ferdinand,  faid  he,  you  ice  the  mar\ 
you  have  moll  groLlv  injured.  Per¬ 
haps  I  owe  you  my  life :  Init  yon  have 
robbed  me  of  my  honour,  and  the  re¬ 
turn  is  unequal.  1  have  ventured  U* 
enter  your  houle  without  fecond,  and 
without  ir.i&ruft;  1  might  have  had  re- 
coiirfe  to  the  lltiwer  though  furcr  pn- 
niihinent  of  the  Law;  but  men  like  isn 
ought  to  uo  themfelves  juflice,  and  yaw 
will  chooA  without  delay  the  time  and 
the  jilace. 

You  have  bnt  too  good  a  right,  faid  f, 
to  the  fatisfacliun  you  require  ;  aa.I,  be- 
lldes,  it  is  all  that  is  now  in  my  power, 
or  in  my  inclination  to  perform  ;  for 
furely  you  do  not  hope  that  I  will  cvct 
yield  up  I.a'onora.  1  carried  off  from, 
you  an  object  which  you  loved  but  in  i- 
dra,  I  in  truth  and  In  reality.  I  borrow¬ 
ed  your  name  to  obtain  my  purpofe,  not 
that  I  had  rcafon  to  blulh  for  my  own, 
or  that  it  was  not  equal  to  yours  in  fame; 
but  I  had  to  cope  with  a  hatred  unjull 
and  inveterate.

OP  our  accounts  from  .abroad,  the 
I'u.-n  total  is>  that  the  EmprtTs  hla 
railVd  a  formidable  hoft  of  open  and  fe* 
tret  enemies — the  ficj(e  of  Heljjrade  is 
given  up— ^nd  her  Majeily’s  coronation 
robes  for  the  Tauride  are  not  yet,  we 
believe,  ready  to  be  put  on.  The  Turks 
are  more  firm  and  compared  than  could 
have  well  been  fuppofed ;  by  land,  in  a 
general  engagement,  we  Ihoutd  defpair 
of  them,  but  in  a  defenfive  fyftem,  tneir 
enemies  will  find  it  hard  to  cofie  with 
them— and  by  fea,  they  are  at  leaft  com* 
pletely  manned  and  provided  with  every 
neerflary,  which  cannot  be  faid  of  the 
Ruffian  fleet. 

Henna,  Jiffy  9.  A  courier  from  prince 
Potemkin  has  brought  the  news  of  an 
advantage  gained  by  the  Ruffian  naval 
force,  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Naf* 
faujOTer  the  Turks,  in  the  mouth  of  the 
Dneiper,  on  the  19th  of  June  laft,  «>f 
which  the  following  are  the  particulars :

ed  fo  Rrongly  ^ainft  the  Court  of  Swe¬ 
den,  that  me  lung  could  no  longer  fub- 
mit  to  be  duped  by  their  profeffions. 
The  Sweihih  miniiter  at  Peterfburg  gave 
notice,  that  the  Emprefs  was  arming  on 
the  borders  of  Finland ;  m  cenfequenre 
of  which  the  King  immediately  proceed 
ed  to  arm.  The  Smprefs,  bjr  her  minif- 
ter,  prefented  a  memorial,  m  which  (he 
threatened,  that,  if  the  armaments  were 
not  flopped,  (he  would  fall  upon  Swedifls 
Finland  with  50,000  men.  The  King, 
fo  far  from  flopping,  proceeded  with  in- 
creafed  alacrity,  and  it  has  furprifed  Eu¬ 
rope,  that  the  Court  of  Stockholm  fhould 
fo  fuddenly  be  I'upplied  with  money  tor 
this  extraordinary  emergency. 

In  a  former  paper  it  was  dated,  that 
Sweden  had  t6  fail  of  the  line  in  her 
grand  fleet ;  but  we  are  now  aflured, 
that  (he  has  added  two  more  (hips  of  the 
line  to  it,  and  conlequcmly  tne  fqrcq 
that  it  now  gone  to  Finland  is  18  fail  of 
the  line  and  fix  frigates,  befidek  gal- 
lies.  iifi.

Wliatever  may  hare  been  the  lurji^ifc 
of  the  Einprefs  my  Sovereign,  when  Ihe 
was  informed  of  the  armaments  carrying 
on  in  Sweden,  her  Imperial  Majelly  not 
feeing  any  juft  motives  which  could  oc- 
caiion  them,  refolvcd  to  he  filent  as  long 
as  thofe  motions  (hould  be  confined  to 
the  interior  parts  of  the  kingdom.  But, 
being  apprized  of  the  motives  alledged 
by  the  Senator  Count  d’Oxenftlern  to 
the  Miniftcrof  Denmark,  and  which  he, 
ha  conl'equencc  of  the  intimacy  I'ubftfting 
between  the  two  Courts,  communicated 
to  the  underwritten,  her  Imperial  Majef- 
ty  has  refolved  to  break  filcnce,  and  given 
orders  to  the  underwritten,  to  enter  into 
the  following  explanation  with  his  Swe- 
dilh  Majefty’s  minifters : 

During  26  years  of  her  reign,  the  Em- 
jirefs  has  not  ceafed  to  give  conftant  tef- 
timonies  to  the  King,  and  to  the  whole 
Swedifti  nation,  of  her  wifh  to  cultivate 
the  moft  perfect  harmony  and  good 
neighbourhood,  fuch  as  the  hft  peace  has 
eftabliihed  between  the  two  States :  if, 
therefore,  in  the  midft  of  the  repol’e 
which  her  empire  enjoyeel  front  its  other 
neighoours,  her  Imperial  Majefly  has 
never  conceived  the  lealt  idea  of  difturb- 
ing,  or  altering,  in  any  (hape,  the  order 
of  things.  It  would  be  arguing  againft 
every  degree  of  probability  to  attribute 
it  to  her  now,  when  <he  finds  herfelf  in 
a  war  which  has  been  iinjnftly  Inftigated 
againft  her  by  a  powerful  enemy,  and  to 
which  fhe  cannot  give  too  much  atten¬ 
tion.  Provoked  in  this  manii-r  to  dif- 
play  all  the  means  which  ihc  holds  from 
Providence  to  repel  the  attack  of  her  ene¬ 
my,  (he  has  not  failed  to  make  an  ami¬ 
cable  communication  of  it  to  all  the 
Chriftian  powers  ;  parti<  ularly  Ihe  ob- 
ferved  this  condurft,  when  ihe  rcfolvrd  to 
arm  a  fleet  to  lend  into  the  Archipelago; 
which  intention  the  uiidef  written  did  by 
her  orders  communicate  to  the  Swedilh 
minifters.  All  thefe  difpofitions  and 
preparations  being  therefore  vifibly  and 
lingly  direfted  (o  the  circumfbnces 
which  Kuflia  found  herfelf  in,  were  in 


ftrongl y  allied  to  Vienna,  and  confequent 
ly,  it  may  be  prefunied,  not  bound  to 
conceal  it  from  us,  that  thofe  prepara¬ 
tions  were  direiSlcil  againft  Kuma,  on  a 
fuppofitlon  that  Sweden  was  thicatened 
to  be  attacked  by  her. 

-  In  this  fituaiion  the  Emorefs,  on  her 
fide,  has  as  nvdiiy  ordered  the  uiider- 
w  ritten  to  declare  to  his  Swedifti  Majef- 
ty’s  miniftry,  and  to  all  thofe  who  have 
any  (hare  in  the  adminiftrarioii,  that  Iier 
ImrHrnal  Majeftv  could  not  give  them  t 
more  folid  proof  of  her  pacific  difimfiti  ons 
towards  tljcm,  an<l  of  the  inteieil  ihe 
takes  in  the  prefervatien  of  their  tran¬ 
quillity,  than  by  afturing  them  on  her 
Royal  word,  that  all  the  oppofite  inlrn 
tions  w’hich  fome  might  impute  to  her 
are  void  of  all  foundation  ;  hut  if  after 
an  afturance  fo  fonnal  and  fo  pofitive 
joined  to  arguments  lb  plain  and  eon  vine 
ing,  are  not  fufficient  to  re-eftab!ifh  the 
calm  and  tranquillity ;  her  Lnperlal  Ma- 
jefty  15  refolvcd  to  await  the  event  with 
that  confidence  and  fecurity  which  the 
purity  and  innocency  ol  her  intentions 
mfpires  her  with,  as  well  as  the  ]>nwer« 
ful  means  which  the  Almighty  has  put 
into  her  hands,  and  which  ftie  has  never 
employed  but  for  the  glory  of  her  cm 
pire,  and  the  happinefs  of  ner  fubjedls.

no  lhape  of  a  nature  to  alarm  anv  neigh¬

and  take  advantage  of  them.  Neverthe- 
lefs,  the  armaments  of  Sweden  were  dai- 
ly  advancing  and  increafing,  without  the 
Court  of  Stockholm  thinking  proper  to 
give  any  fonnal  notice  of  it  to  the  Coui/ 
of  Pcterlburg,  and  then  at  lift  they  were 
prepared.  The  Senator  Count  d’Oxen- 
lliern,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  di»l  not 
fail  to  declare  to  the  Minifur  of  a  Court 


While  the  King,  anxious  to  prefi-rve 
a  good  under ftanding  with  all  his  neigh 
hours,  ncglcifted  nothing  in  the  culiiva 
tion  of  the  laiJie  with  the  Court  of  Ruf- 
fia  ;  he  has  b.en  aftonifhed  to  ohlVrve 
the  little  efferft  which  bis  ientlinents  has 
produced  on  the  Miniftcr  of  that  power, 
whofc  language,  for  fome  months  paft 
in  his  publick  cnndurft,  ftill  appears  to 
bear  the  niaiks  of  that  fyllem  of  difirit,- 
tion  w'hich  his  predectlfors  tranfmitted  fO 
him,  and  which  they  have  pcrjrctually 
laboured  to  extent!.  The  King  was  al¬ 
ways  willing  to  deceive  himfelt  on  this 
point,  and  wllhcd  he  could  doubt  the 
exiftence  of  the  clforts  made  by  the  Raf- 
fian  Envoy,  to  induce  the  Swedifti  na¬ 
tion  to  return  to  thofe  c  rors  which  led 
it  aftray  during  the  times  of  anarchy, 
and  to  (lifTcminate  anew,  in  the  heart  of 
the  State,  that  ancient  fpirit  of  difeord, 


which  Heaven  and  his  Majeltv’s  pater¬ 
nal  care  have  happily  exilnguilhcd  ;  till 
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»t  lenpth  Count  Rizoumoffsky,  by  hii 
note  cf  the  i8th  of  June,  has  extinguilh- 
ed  all  thofe  doubts  the  King  was  ftill 
delirous  of  prciVrving  on  this  fi!t)je«5t. 
AiniJft  the  declarations  of  the  Emprefs’s 
friendthip  for  the  King,  with  which  the 
note  is  filled,  this  Miiiiilcr  has  not  hefi- 
tated  to  ajtpeal  to  others  befides  the 
King.  He  addrefled  hiinfelf  to  ail  the 
Members  of  Adminifiratinn,  as  well  as 
to  the  nation  itfelf,  to  afliire  them  of  the 
fcatimeats  of  his  Sovereign,  and  how 
much  (lie  has  their  tranquillity  at  heart. 
This  Sweden,  however,  derives  folely 
from  its  proper  union;  and  the  King 
could  not  nut  fee,  wiiU  the  greateft  fur- 
prize,  a  declaration  exprefled  in  futh 
terms,  difterning  therein  but  too  much 
of  the  policy  and  language  ufed  by  that 
Minifter’s  predecelfors ;  who,  not  con¬ 
tent  with  (owing  divilions  among  his 
Majefty’s  fubjeifts,  wanted  to  fet  up  o- 
thet  authorities  in  oppofition  to  the  teiri- 
limate  power,  and  to  undermine  tne 
fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdom,  by 
calling  in  aid  cf  their  alTertiuns,  witnefles 
which  the  form  of  goVerinneut  cannot 
recognize.  It  was  in  vain  that  his  Ma- 
jefty  fought  to  reconcile  the  alTurancesof 
the  friendlhi|>  of  the  EinpreTs  of  Ruffia 
on  the  one  fide,  with  the  appeal  to  the 
fubjeifls  of  Sweden  on  the  other.  Every 
Minifter  lieing  charged  to  decLarc  the 
fentimrnts  of  his  mafters,  ought  not,  nor 
can  aimounee  tiicni  to  any  other  than  the 
fovereign,  by  whom  his  credentials  have 
been  accepted.  Ail  other  authority  is 
unknown  to  him,  and  every  other  w!t- 
■efs  luperfluous.  Such  is  the  law,  fuch 
Is  the  cunllant  pradliee  in  ail  the  lourts 
of  Europe,  and  this  rule  has  never  ccafcd 
to  be  obftrved,  unlefs  when  by  captious 
Inlinuations,  the  only  aim  has  been,  (as 
heretofore  in  Sweden),  to  embroil  mat¬ 
ters,  to  confound  every  thing,  and  a- 
|iin  to  fet  up  thofe  barriers  w  hich  form 
the  diltlu.(lion  lietwecn  the  nation  and 
their  fovereign.  Thus  hurt  in  a  way 
Ooft  neatly  alTeCling  his  dignity,  and  no 
longer  hearing  from  Count  Ka/oumofuky 
the  language  of  a  ininillcr,  hitherto  char¬ 
ged  to  convey  the  friendly  fentiments  of 
the  Emprefs;  but,  at  the  fame  time, 
unable  to  conceive,  that  expreflions  fo 
contrary  to  the  fundainental  laws  of 
Sweden,  and  which,  by  dividing  the 
K:ng  and  the  State,  would  render  every 
fubicil  culpable,  were  preferibed  to  him, 
the  King  chufes  rather  to  attribute  them 
to  the  private  fentiments  of  the  Kulfian 
Minifter,  of  which  he  has  given  fu.T;- 
cient  iadicaiiua,  lliaa  tu  the  uiUcrs.  c4 


his  Court.  In  the  mean  time,  after 
what  has  pafled,  after  declarations  as 
contrary  to  the  happinels  of  the  kingdom* 
as  tu  the  laws  and  rclpedl  due  to  the 
King,  his  Majefty  can  no  longer  confidcr 
Count  RazoumoiTsky  in  the  quality  of  a 
Miluftcr,  and  finds  himfelf  obliged  to 
require  his  departure  from  Sweden,  con¬ 
fiding  to  his  ambaiTador,  at  the  Court  of 
KuHia,  the  aiifwer  to  the  other  points 
which  have  been  Juft  cominunkatra. 

His  M^cfty  wilhing  that  the  diploma¬ 
tic  body  (hould  be  acqu  iiutcd  with  the 
foregoing  occurrences,  the  Senator  Count 
Oxeiiftierna  has  the  nonour  of  commu¬ 
nicating  the  fame.

FRANCE. 

The  refpite  to  the  general  difordef 
throughout  the  kingdom  has  proved  fal* 
lacious,  and  the  troubles  are  increafing 
with  redoubled  violence.  The  King  is 
become  more  arbitrary  tlian  ever,  and* 
from  the  nicafures  of  hft  week,  we  have 
every  reafon  to  fuppofe  the  rebellion  will 
beco.mc  general. 

The  province  of  Brittany,  with  a  no¬ 
ble  and  independent  ipirit,  refolved  on 
trying  one  more  petition  to  the  throne. 
As  the  Parliament  had  failed  in  their  re  • 
prefentations,  the  Nobles  of  the  province 
determined  to  try  their  fate,  and  accord¬ 
ingly  deputed  twelve  of  their  principal 
notility  to  prefent  their  reni'mftrance. 
On  their  being  announced  to  the  King* 
bit  MajeJlj  immtdiauly  ordered  tfxm  aH 
into  imprifonnuHt  in  the  Bajlile. 

Among  the  noblciucii  are, the  Dukes  dc 
Praflin  and  Rohan,  and  the  Marquis  de  la 
Payette. 

The  reliellion  rages  with  equal  violence 
in  Dauphiny,  .and  incrcafts  throughout 
every  part  of  the  kingdom  in  proportion 
as  the  imprifoiintcuts  are  multiplied. 
T'he  Baftile  is  filled  with  prifoners,  and 
the  fermentation  in  people’s  minds  is  con- 
lidirably’  greater  than  it  has  ever  yet  bsen. 

The  Due  de  Tonnerre,  Governor  of 
Dauphiny,  has  written  to  Court,  that 
befidcs  himfeif  there  is  not  a  man  in 
the  province  in  the  King’s  inteieft,  and 
afitiring  his  Mriefty  of  the  danger  of  his 
owm  perfonal  larety.  The  Marcfchal  de 
VaiiX  is  ordered  to  march  an  additional 
body  of  forces  tii  his  relief,  and  the 
Marcfchal  dc  Stainville  is  I’ciu  with  more 
troops  into  Hrittany

M.  I’Abbe  Vella,  a  very  learned  pro- 
fefTor  of  the  Oriental  laiigiiages  in  Sieilv, 
has  announced  that  he  law  at  Girgeiui  a 
volume  of  cotton  paper,  written  in  the 
"W'eltem  Moorilh  charai5lcr,  that  con¬ 
tains  a  tranllatlon  into  Arabic  of  fcvcii- 
teen  books  of  that  part  of  Livy  s  hiilory 
which  is  wantiiitr.  It  pots  from  the  6cth 
to  the  77th.  This  lafl  is  not  complete; 
and  there  are  fome  chalins  in  the  others, 
occafioned  by  being  ia  fonic  places 
worm-eaten.  The  6ctli  begins  at  the  e- 
poch  when  the  Conl'ul  Aurelius  fubdued 
the  rebels  of  Sardinia,  after  a  very  con- 
fiderahle  flaughter,  and  went  afterwards 
to  Corfica  to  puriift  thofe  who  had  bid¬ 
den  defiance  to  him.  The  6jft  bot'k  o- 
pens  with  the  foundatiou  of  Aix  en  Pro¬ 
vence  by  tht;  Fro-ceftful  L.  JSextiUs,  from 
whom  that  city  took  the  name  of  Aqiise 
SextisB.  The  Abbe  has  already  trar.fia- 
ted  fome  of  this  valuable  ■work,  and  pro- 
taifes  to  prefent  the  Ilepuhlio  of  I.etteis 
with  an  edition  of  it  in  the  Arabian  lan¬ 
guage  on  one  tide,  and  the  Latin  or  Ita¬ 
lian  on  the  other. 

DENMARK.

liranchifement  of  the  Danilh  peafaiitry 
will,  of  courfe  take  place  in  a  fliort  time,

Their  Majefties,  the  King  of  Pniflia 
and  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  dehring 
to  augment  and  coniblidate  the  union 
and  frieiidlhlp  lb  happily  fubfifting  be¬ 
tween  them,  nave  reioived  to  renew  and 
bind  thofe  links  by  a  treaty  of  defenfive 
alliance ;  for  which  purpofe  his  Frufliaa 
Majefty  has  authorifed  Mr  Philip  Charles 
Van  Alvcnflcben,  his  Majelly’s  Envoy 
Extraordinary  at  the  Hague,  and  his  Bri¬ 
tannic  Majefty  has  authorifed  Sir  Janies 
Harris,  his  Majefty’s  AmbafTador  Extra¬ 
ordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  at  the  fame 
place,  who  have  agreed  to  the  following 
articles : 

Article  I.  That  there  fhall  be  a  con- 
flant  and  flneere  friend(hl)>,  a  perfedf  and 
ftridl  harmoily  and  union,  between  the 
faid  Kings,  their  heirs  and  fuccefTors, 
their  kingdoms,  efiates,  and  refpeiSlive 
fubjeifts,  and  that  thev  (ball  eitinloy  the 
greateft  attention,  and  all  the  nieans  in 
their  )iower,  to  fu)>{>ort  this  union  and 
correfpondence  of  true  friendfiiip,  to  ad¬ 
vance  their  rtfpc^live  inteiefts,  anti  n;u- 
tnslly  iicfcnd  each  Other,  ag.'ceable  to 
the  treaty  of  alliance  conclmieil  between 
Pruflia  and  England  at  Weftminfter,  the 
iRth  of  Novemi>er,  1742;  rendering  the 
ftipulations  of  it  agreeable  lb  the  circum- 
ftanccs  of  Europe. 

Art.  II.  The  high  contradlii'g  parties 
particularly  engage  and  promife  to  adl 
alw'ays  together,  and  ■with  mutual  confi¬ 
dence,  in  I'upporting  tlie  fafefr,  indepen¬ 
dence,  and  government  of  the  United 
Provinces,  agreeable  to  the  engagements 
they  have  entered  into  with  the  faid  Rec 
public  ;  that  is,  his  Proftian  Majefty  by 
a  treaty  concluded  at  Berlin  the  i  cthaif 
April  17II8,  and  his  Britannic  Majefty  by 
a  treaty  concluded  at  the  Hague  the  fame 
day,  which  the  high  contriving  parties 
have  communicated  to  each  other. 

Art.  III.  In  cafe  it  at  any  time  hap-' 
pens,  that  by  virtue  of  the  flipulatios* 
of  the  faid  treaties,  the  contrafting  pare 
tics  find  tkemfclves  obliged  to  augment 
the  fuiicoui'S  to  be  givcu  to  the  litaiei 
CcuersI; 
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Centra!,  bevond  the  numbers  I'pecifled 
in  tlie  f<*i«l  treatiis,  or  to  aid  them  with 
all  their  forrw,  the  faid  high  contrac¬ 
ting;  ponies  will  concert  together  what¬ 
ever  may  be  nctelfiry  rel.itive  to  the  em- 
pluym'-nt  of  their  rel'jieAivc  force*,  for 
ttte'latety  and  defence  of  the  faid  Re¬ 
public. 

Art.  IV.  In  cafe  either  of  the  high  con- 
traffing  parties  are  at  anytime  attacked, 
moleltcd,  or  dilturlted,  in  any  eftates, 
rights,  ponefnons,  or  intcrefls,  by  any 
ptner  power,  in  confeqtience  of  any  of 
the  articles  or  flipuUtioiis  contained  in 
the  faid  treaty,  or  of  the  meafures  to  be 
refpecfively  taken  by  the  faid  contraifing 
parties  by  virtue  ot  their  engagements, 
the  other  contrailing  party  engages  to 
faccour  and  alhit  his  ally  againlt  fut  h  at¬ 
tack  ;  and  tlic  faid  coiitra<fiing  parties  in 
^1 1’uch  cafes  promife  to  fupnort  and  pre- 
feree  each  other  in  the  pofTefRon  of  the 
eftates,  cities,  and  places  which  re'.'pec- 
tivcly  belonged  to  them  before  tlie  com¬ 
mencement  of  fuch  hoftilities. 

Art.  V.  The  fuccours  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  article  (hall  confift  of 
16,000  infantry,  and  4000  cavalry,  to  be 
furniftjed  within  two  months  after  the 
application  of  the  party  attacked,  and 
lhall  remain  at  the  difpofal  of  the  faid 
party  during  the  war,  to  he  employed  on 
the  continent  of  Europe  In  whatever 
manner  the  party  applying  fhall  think 
proper.  They  lhall  tikewife  be  paid  and 
ripported  by  the  power  who  fumilhes 
them  ;  but  the  party  applying  lhall  fup- 
ply  the  troops  of  tlie  other  party  with 
the  neceffar)'  com  and  forage  when  upon 
their  territ  try,  upon  the  fame  footing  as 
if  they  were  their  own  troops. 

Art. VI.  In  cafe  the  liipulated  fuccours 
do  not  prove  fufficient  for  the  dcfenc*  of 
the  power  applying,  the  other  power 
ihall  increafe  them  according  to  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  the  cafe,  and  if  the  circumllan- 
ees  require  it,  with  all  his  forces.

f^ut.  His  complaint  for  fovne  time  paft 
u  been  a  flying  gout,  which  his  phy- 
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Ccians  could  teadily  fix  by  the  ufe  of 
proper  regimen  ;  but  his  Majcfty  dreads 
fuih  a  lodgment,  as  it  would  of  courfe 
prevent  him  from  ufing  that  exercife , 
which  has  Iteen  Co  much  his  habit  as  well 
as  inclination.

Before  Admiral  Greig  took  his  de¬ 
parture  from  Crimftadt,  whh  the  Kuflian 
fleet,  he  leceived  from  the  Emperor  of 
Germany  a  prefent  of  ten  thoafand  rou¬ 
bles,  with  an  ellatc  in  Livonia  of  4,; so 
roubles  a-year.  It  is  thought  that  he 
was  prcjcveding  »pon  fome  expedition, 
and  not  mtrely  on  a  cruife,  a*  he  had 
taken  oh  board  (>oco  troops.  Thrfe  nuift 
have  confiderably  iiKreafcd  the  caiuage 
in  the  aeflion  with  the  Swedes.

The  memorials  printing  here  fincethe 
engagement  of  Admiral  Greig *s  fleet 
with  the-  Sweiles,  a>e  eooehed  in  the  moll 
fpirited  trnoi ;  they  fpeak  of  the  infidi- 
oafnefs  of  fe’me  Courts  i:i  abetting  the 
Court  of  Stoi  kliolm  to  com.nence  great 
honilities  without  caofe.  Tlie  Englilh 
are  iu  great  difrepute,  and  they  refufe 
perfons  of  that  nation  from  being  em¬ 
ployed  on  board  the  fleet,  though  other- 
wife  men  whofc  fervices  are  much 
wanted.”

which  has  been  formally  annotfneed  to 
the  Swedilh  minifter  at  Copenhagen,  by

Upon  receiving  this  very  unwelcome 
piece  of  new*,  the  Swedilh  anibaflhdor  at 
the  Court  of  Denmark  difpatchcd  the 
fame  evening  two  cotiriers— one  to  the 
King  his  Rufler,  in  I'inlaiid ;  the  other 
to  Ekrlin.

(ia  and  Sweden,  that  no  oc 

l)ront;ht  into  any  of  the  Norwegian 
ports,  nor  any  hoitilities  committed  up¬ 
on  t!ic  fea-coanc,  or  in  the  roaua  or  har- 
hours  thereof.  Tliat  no  ihip«  of  war  or 
privateers  be  allowed  to  refit,  except 
Inch  nec'clTary  damages  as  they  may  have 
receivrtl  at  lea,  &c.  and  that  notice 
any  Ihips  wLaXtver  infringing  thefe  or¬ 
ders  be  fent  to  Copenhagen  with  as 
much  expedition  as  pofiihle.  In  the 
mean  time,  the  Dan  fii  ports  in  Norway 
arc  to  be,  as  heretofore,  open  for  cotu- 
jnerce  of  every  kind. 

Letters  from  France  confirm  the  intel¬

On  be¬ 
ing  Ihown  the  letters,  fcroll,  kc  depones, 
;hey  are  the  fairw,  ai  befidca  affixing  his 
figtiature,  he  had  looked  into  them,  on 
account  of  the  fingulirlty  of  their  ron- 
tents.  That  the  watch  and  feal  produ¬ 
ced  is  alfo  the  fame.  Being  interrogat¬ 
ed  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty,  acknowled¬ 
ges,  that  a  great  part  of  what  he  has  de¬ 
poned  is  necelEirily  from  hcarfay. 

'J'ihn  CeJilts,  tobacconift  in  Mid  Cal- 
der  fays,  that  he  was  in  London  in 
March  laft :  that  he  and  his  wife  went 
(on  a  Sunday )  on  bo.ird  the  Endeavour 
of  Catron,  jobn  Dent  maftcr,  ly'mg  at 
Clafgow  wharf,  bound  for  Leith  ;  that 
they  proceeded  down  the  river,  and  be¬ 
tween  ten  and  twelve  o’clock  at  night, 
two  owners  of  the  vcflcl,  MefT.  Hamil¬ 
ton  and  Pinkerton,  came  on  board  with 
a  gentlemen  paffimger,  drefled  in  a  large 
blue  coat  with  a  red  collar,  and  a  round 
wig,  who  was  apparently  Tick  ;  and  that

ftead  of  the  perfons  to  whom  they  svers 
direfied.  Eleing  interrogate,  oepoue** 
that  the  wind  was  fairer  for  the  reflel  tw, 
go  to  Leith  than  Fluihing ;  that  he  made  ‘ 
no  purchafes  at  the  latter  place,  buC 
fome  pieces  of  nankeen,  a  few  handker-  ' 
chiefs,  and  fnme  f^iirits  for  lea-flore. 
Being  further  qsteftiuned,  acknowledge** 
alfo  to  have  bought  fume  lace.  Depone*, 
on  being  crofs-examined,  that  he  kept 
the  letters  three  weeks  befoie  he  gave 
them  up  to  the  Slieriff— that  h«  had  not 
an  opportunity  to  deliver  them— forgot 
he  had  them— and  was  afraid  to  mvc 
them  up  without  advice.  That  he  had  '

Brodie,  and  wotild  give  him  no  inllruc- 
tions.

faw  two  men  in  Mackifh  cloaths  Banding 
at  the  plough,  and  a  black  dog  with  them. 

Graham  Campbfll  faid,  that  flie  knew 
both  pannels,  and  was  fervant  to  the 

Eril'oner  Smith  lall  winter ;  that  ftie  never 
card  of  the  Excife  Office  being  broke 
till  after  (he  was  committed  to  prifon  in 
(tiring  lafl:  that  ihe  has  feen  theprifoner 
Bro'lie  often  in  her  mafler’s  houfe,  being 
veri’  intimate  with  him  ;  has  alfo  fetn 
Ainflie  and  Brown  with  them ;  that  (he 
remembers,  particularly.  Brown,  Ainflie, 
Brodie,  and  Smith,  lielng  one  night  in 
her  mafler’s  houfe  fonic  (hort  time  before 
(he  was  put  in  prifon,  and  that  they 
were  in  the  room  above  flairs  ;  that 
Brodie  was  dreffed  in  an  old-fafliioncd 
black  coat ;  and  that,  to  the  bell  of  her 
knowledge,  (he  never  faw  him  in  that 
drefs  before,  though  (he  has  feen  him  in 
black,  but  the  coat  was  different;  that, 
before  they  went  out,  they  had  fome- 
thlng  to  eat,  a  cold  fowd  nr  herrings ; 
that  they  all  w'cnt  out  about  the  du(k  of 
the  evening,  and  her  mafler  returned  in 
about  an  hour  ;  that  Ainflie  came  in  be¬ 
fore  her  mafler,  and  Brown  came  feeking 
him ;  that  Brodie  and  the  other  two 
came  back  about  ten  o’cU>,  k,  and  that 
he  was  then  dreffed  in  a  w’hitKh  coat ; 
that  they  flipped  'n  the  kitchen,  and 
went  away  in  abou .  two  hours  to  M’Lean’s, 
to  play  at  cards. —  The  witnefs,  who  had 
been  itnprifoncd  fince  the  fpring,  was  in¬ 
formed,  on  her  going  out  of  the  Court, 
that  (he  was  now  at  liberty. 

Mvi  Hubbart,  wife  of  the  pannel 
George  Smith,  was  then  called.  The 
introduftion  of  this  witnefs  into  Court 
was  very’  affe(5ling.  The  tirfl  ohjedl  that 
prefented  itfelf  to  her  was  her  unfortu- 
Bate  hulband  at  the  bar,  whom  (he  pro¬ 
bably  had  not  feen  for  fome  time.  She 
looked  at  him  once  or  twice— but  it  was 
too  much  to  bear  ;  and  fhe  was  obliged, 
during  her  flay,  to  keep  her  eyes  from 
him. 

Mr  John  Clerk,  as  counfel  Smith, 
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objedled  to  her  evidence,  on  account  of 
the  relation  in  which  (he  flood  to  hia 
client.  Both  the  pannels  wtie  included  in 
one  indiiflment,  and  it  was  impoffible  to 
criminate  the  one  without  the  other. 

The  Lord  Adi'ocate  read  the  queflion 
he  meant  toa(k,  in  which,  he  faid,  there 
was  nothing  that  could  poffibly  affeA  her 
hulb.*.nd  ;  but  thei  e  certainly  could  be  no 
objetflioii  to  examine  her  with  regard  to 
the  other  prifoner,  Brodie. 

Their  Lordfliips  gave  their  opinion 
on  this  objedlion.  It  was  a  fixed  point 
in  law,  that  a  wife  cah  neither  be  a  wit¬ 
nefs  for  nor  again(t  her  hu(band,  and 
they  would  not  allow  the  prefent  wit¬ 
nefs  to  even  hint  at  any  thing  that  might 
glance  at  him  ;  but  there  was  no  good 
reafon  why  (he  (hould  not  be  examined 
as  to  Brodie. 

The  Dean  of  Faculty  then  obferved, 
that  there  was  no  fuch  name  in  the  lid  of 
witneffes ;  for  (he  ipellcd  her  name  Hib- 
but,  of  which  an  extradl  was  produced 
fl'om  the  jjari(h  regifter  where  (he  wa» 
born  ;  and  (helikewife  wrote  it  in  Court* 
and  the  name  In  the  lift  was  HubbarU 
She  was  therefore  not  admitted. 

Daniel  M’ Lean,  waiter  to  Mr  Dryfdale, 
remembered  the  having  received  a  five 
pound  note  from  Smith  on  the  Friday 
after  the  robbery,  for  a  ticket  in  the  mail 
coach  for  Smith’s  wife  to  Ne\»Miftlet 
that  he  was  in  company  with  .Bmwia 
and  Andie  the  night  the  Excife  Office 
was  broke  into ;  that  there  were  fome 
others  in  company,  in  a  Mr  Frafer’s  ia 
the  New  Town,  where  they  llaid  till 
after  eleven  o’clock. 

John  Clerk,  book-keeper  to  Mr  Dryf- 
dalc,  faid  he  received  a  five  pound  note 
from  the  preceding  w'tnefs  for  a  ticket  in 
the  mail  coach  ;  but  net  having  chan^* 
font  him  to  Mr  Dryfdale,  who  carried 
it  afterwards  to  the  council  Chamber. 

David  Robert/on,  merchant  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  faid,  Mr  Brodie  bought  a  fpring 
faw  from  him  about  eight  or  nine  months 
ago;  and  being  (hown  two  Paws,  faid  they 
were  fach  faws  as  Mr  Brodie  bought 
from  him,  and  they  had  his  fltop-mark  s 
Mr  Brodie  told  him  he  u(ed  them  for 
cutting  cocks  heels. 

H'illiam  Middleton,  Iheriff’s  officer, 
faid,  he  was  acquainted  with  John 
Brown  ;  that  he  had  a  converfation  with 
him  in  the  month  of  March  lafl ;  Broijrn 
faid  he  wi(hed  to  make  a  difeovery  con¬ 
cerning  the  late  robberies  ;  that  the  wit¬ 
nefs  brought  him  to  the  procurator-fifcal  $ 
that  Brown  was  afterwards  carried,  at 
his  owa  defirc.  tu  Saliibury  Craigs, 
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where  he  Ihowed  a  number  of  keji  con¬ 
cealed  under  a  jarge  Itone ;  but  did  not 
at  that  time  mention  Brodle ;  that 
Georee  Smith,  on  Sunday  the  ifith  of 
Marcn,  went  with  the  witnefs  to  the 
foot  of  Warrifton’s  Clofe,  w’here  he 
fhowed  him  an  iron  crow  and  a  pair  of 
curling  irons,  which  Smith  faid  they 
tiled  in  breaking  iiUo  the  Excife  C'Sce, 
which  the  witnefs  knew,  on  being  (hown 
to  him  in  Court;  that,  on  the  t7th,  on 
fearching  Mr  Brodie’s  houle,  he  found  a 
part  of  a  dark  lanthorn,  concealed  in  a 
nccelTary,  and  another  part  of  a  dark 
lanthorn,  concealedin  a  prefs  where  game 
cocks  ufed  to  be  kept.  Upon  being 
fhown  two  dilTcrent  parts  of  lanthorns, 
faid  thefe  were  the  parts  he  found. 

Alexander  IVilHam/on,  another  IherUn s 
officer,  faid,  that,  (.n  the  loth  of  March, 
in  fearching  Brodie’s  houfe,  he  found  a 
pair  of  piilols,  wrapped  in  a  piece  of 
pjreen  cloth,  concealed  under  a  hearth, 
covered  with  earth.  Being  Ihown  a  pair 
of  piilols,  fays  thefe  were  the  piBols 
found. 

James  Murrt^,  (her  i  IT’s  officer,  con¬ 
curred  with  the  preceding  witnefs,  with 
regard  to  the  piilcls,  and  the  place  where 
they  were  found.  He  was  likewifeprefent 
at  findingthe  iron  crow, &c.  but  faid  they 
were  hid  in  Allan’s,  and  not  VV'arriftou’s 
clofe. 

Gear  re  Williamfon,  melTencer,  faid  he 
found  Icveral  keys,  in  fearching  Brodic's 
boufe,  on  the  loth  of  March ;  that  the 
piilols  were  found  buried  in  the  earth, 
near  a  heai'th  ;  that  fome  picklocks  were 
found  in  a  cheft  ;  one  of  which  being 
ihown  him,  faid  it  was  one  of  thefe  found 
in  Brodic’s  houfe :  That  he  was  employ¬ 
ed  to  go  after  Brodie,  and  fet  out  on  the 
X  ith  of  March  ;  that  the  firll  intelligence 
he  got  of  him  was  at  Dunbar,  where  he 
traced  him  to  Newcallle,  from  whence  he 
went  to  London ;  that,  on  the  witnefs’s 
arrival  in  London,  he  waited  on  Sir 
Bampfon  Wright,  who  advifed  him  to 
V'ait  upon  a  Mr  Walker  in  the  Adelphi, 
and  pretend  that  he  had  a  letter  lor  Bro» 
die  ;  that  he  accordingly  did  fo,  but  was 
told  be  was  not  well;  perhaps  it  was  not 
proper  he  (hould  be  feen  by  the  witnefs; 
that  Mr  Walker  declined  telling  him 
where  he  was,  and  that  he  did  not  find 
him ;  that  he  was  afterwards  employed 
to  bring  Brodie  from  London,  on  his  be- 
i'i’g  apprehended,  and  accordingly  con- 
dudled  him  to  Edinburgh. 

xlndrew  Ainjlie  ss-as  then  called. 

To  this  witnefs  it  was  ohjeifled,  by  the 
tiean  ^  t'acuUj,  that  he  was  once  accu- 


fed  of  the  crime  he  v'as  now  to  fatten  oa 
another ;  and  he  was  to  be  faved  by 
fubflituting  Brodie  in  his  place. 

The  Lord  Advocate  replied;  and  their 
Lordfhip-,  after  gi^  ing their  opinions, re¬ 
pelled  tne  objc(flion. 

This  witnefs  deponed,  that  he  was  well 
acquainted  wi'h  the  prifoners ;  that,  in 
March  laft.  Smith,  Brodie,  Brown,  an4 
himfclf,  laid  a  plan  to  rob  the  Ext  ife ; 
that,  on  the  5th  of  March,  they  met  at 
Smith’s  houfe  for  that  purpofe.  The 
plan  was,  that  Brown  and  Smith  Ihould 
go  into  the  houfe;  that  the  witnefs,  wu 
to  wait  in  the  court  yard  to  give  the  a- 
larm  in  cafe  of  danger,  and  Brodie  to  re¬ 
main  infide  the  door  to  communicate  the 
alarm  to  thofe  in  the  office  ;  that  he  and 
Brown  watched  the  doors  of  the  Excife 
for  fome  nights  previous  to  the  robbery, 
and  difeovered,  that,  between  the  hours 
of  eight  and  ten  at  nigiit,  there  was  no 
perfonin  the  office,— the  officers  going  a- 
way  at  eight,  and  the  watchmen  coininj 
on  at  ten;  that,  on  the  above  mentioned 
night,  about  fix  o’clock,  be  and  Brown 
went  to  fetch  a  plough-coulter,  which 
they  had  previoutly  Iloh  n,  for  forcing 
the  do<»rs,  from  the  neighbourhood  of 
Duddingft'm.and  hid  in  Sal  lbury  Craigs; 
that  they  met  at  Smith's  houfe— Brodie 
was  drelTed  in  black,  and  had  a  pKloI; 
and  was  finging  a  flatti  or  a  highway¬ 
man’s  fong ;  that,  after  dogging  the  por¬ 
ter  home,  they  proceeded  to  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  their  plan,  each  to  his  llation,  at 
formerly  dated  ;  the  witnefs,  who  Hood 
in  the  court-yard,  was  to  give,  one  whif- 
tie,  if  only  one  man  appeared,  that  they 
might  fecure  him  ;  and  if  a  fignal  for  re¬ 
treat,  three  whittles ;  that  Smith  and 
Brown  went  into  the  calhier's  room,  and 
Bro<rie  flood  infide  the  outer  door;  that, 
while  he  watched,  he  faw  a  man  run 
hallily  into  the  office,  which  alarmed 
him  much,  and  prcfently  he  faw  another 
man  come  running  out,  which  he  thought 
was  to  call  allittance ;  he  then  gave  the 
fignal  for  retreat,  and  run  offi.  lie  went 
diredlly  to  Smith’s  houfe,  but  none  of 
them  were  arrived ;  went  back  to  the 
Excife,  found  all  quiet ;  and  again  went 
to  Smith’s,  where  he  found  Brown  and 
Smith,  who  accufed  him  and  Brodie  of 
deferting  their  poils-^id  not  fee  Brodie 
that  night  again,  but  fupped  with  Brown, 
at  Fral'er’s,  in  the  New-Town ;  law 
Brodie  next  morning,  and  mentioned  his 
leaving  his  pod,  which  he  denied;  that 
in  the  afternoon,  when  he  received  a, 

Cipe  to  make  the  fi^nals  from  Brodie, 
c  was  drclTcd  in  whitilh  cluaths,  which 

he 
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he  aftewards  chinjred  to  b!ack  ones ;  that 
he  received  his  Ihire  of  the  booty  (one 
fourth)  from  Brodie,  together  with  feme 
money  he  owed  him  ;  that  there  was  a 
Glifgow  five  pound  note  in  the  payment. 

On  the  note  libelled  on  being  about  to 
be  prtfented  to  the  witnefs,  the  Dean  of 
Faculty  objedlcd,  that  it  was  the  note  uf 
a  private  company,  and  not  a  bank  note, 
as  deferihed  in  the  indi(5lment.  The 
Court  fultained  the  objei'fion — nothing 
being  deemed  a  bank  note  but  one  ifliied 
from  a  bank  eftahlifiicd  by  royal  charter. 

Ainflie,  in  fweaiing  to  the  different  in* 
Animents,  faid,  tliey  called  the  coulter 
the  Grrat  Samuel,  and  the  crow  the  Lit¬ 
tle  Samuel. 

The  witnefs  deponed,  that  Smith, 
Brown,  and  he,  had  trajaes  for  their  faces, 
and  loaded  piltols.  Docs  not  recollcA 
who  planned  the  robbery  of  the  Excife. 

Humphry  Moore,  alias  John  Bro-zi'n, 
vas  next  called,  and  objedfed  to  on  the 
(ame  principle  as  Ainflie,  with  the  addi* 
tional  cirrumftance  of  his  being  an  infa¬ 
mous  perfon,  convi/fled  of  felony,  and 
under  fentcnce  of  tranfjaortation.  It  was 
anfwcred,  that  he  had  received  his  Ma* 
jefty’s  pardon,  which  rendered  him  ad- 
miflible,  though  his  credibility  might  be 
affr/fled. 

Their  Lordfhips^  after  long  reafoning, 
repelled  the  objedfion. 

The  witnefs  then  proceeded  to  ^ive  a 
detail  pretty  fiinilar  to  that  of  Ainflie, 
with  this  addition,  that  the  plan  for  rob¬ 
bing  the  Excife  was  laid  fo  far  back  as 
November  30,  17R7,  when  they  opened 
the  outer  door  by  a  falfe  kry,  but  could 
not  lock  it  again — Swore  to  the  identity 
of  the  coulter,  crow,  piflols,  &c. 

He  deponed  as  to  Brodie’s  finging  a 
Jlalh  fong,  which  he  faid  was  from  Mac- 
heath,  and  was,  as  the  witnefs  expn  fled 
it,  “  about  turning  all  our  lead  to  gold.” 

This  witnefs  gave  his  evidence  in  an 
accurate  but  determined  manner,  (hewed 
rather  an  unbecoming  impatience  at  be¬ 
ing  crofs  examined,  and  altog-ther  ex¬ 
hibited  a  degree  of  boldnefs  which  would 
have  been  better  attached  to  a  lefs  ex- 
leptionable  chara/fter. 

At  going  out  of  the  Court,  the  Lord 
Juftice  Clerk  addreffed  him,  “  Brown, 
you  are  a  clever  fellow,  and  I  hope  you 
srill  now  abandon  yourdifllpated  courfes, 
UkI  follow  fome  honed  employment.” 

Brown,  “  My  Lord,  be  allured  my 
future  life,  fliall  make  amends  for  my 
paft  condu^.'* 

Smith's  ilificrent  declarations  were  then 
which  corroborated  the  evidence  of 


Brown  and  Ainflie,  with  feveral  addition^ 
al  circumflances,  all  tending  to  elucidate 
th^riiicipal  fails. 

The  letters  written  by  Brodie  from 
Flufhing,  to  diflerent  perfons  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  and  tranfmitted  by  Oeddes,  and 
which  were  the  means  of  his  being  tra¬ 
ced  and  apprehended,  were  then  read, 
and  dated  m  fubdance  his  regret  for  his 
ad  condu/d,  and  for  the  difgrace  he  had 
rought  upon  his  relations,  but  denied 
any  aireit  accelfion  to  the  depredations 
committed  by  Brown,  Ainflie,  and  Smith, 
excepting  the  laft  fatal  one.  In  the  let¬ 
ter  addrciTed  to  Michael  Henderfon,  a- 
mong  other  circumflances,  he  exprefleJ 
an  anxiety  to  know  the  ilTue  of  the  lad 
main,  and  particularly  how  his  black 
cock  behaved.  Some  of  thefe  letters  were 
figned  John  Dixon ;  others  of  them  fign- 
eu  W.  B. :  and  two  fcrolls  had  no  lub- 
feription  wliatever ;  but  all  of  them  were 
proved  tc  be  of  Mr  Brodie’s  hand-writ¬ 
ing. 

In  Brodic’s  declaration  before  the  .She- 
rifT,  which  was  hire  read,  he  neither  ad¬ 
mitted  nor  denied  the  faid  letters ;  and 
gave  as  the  reafoii  of  hit  abfeonding,  that, 
as  he  was  known  to  be  intimate  with  the 
perfon.s  accufed  of  robbing  the  Excife, 
tie  did  net  know  how  far  their  machina¬ 
tions  might  entangle  him. 

Exculpatory  Proof. 

Mr  Sheriff,  brother-in-law  to  Hirodie, 
faid,  that  he  dined  with  the  prifonci  on 
the  day  the  Excife  was  broke  (the  5th  of 
March)  and  likewife  drank  tea  in  his 
hoiife  ;  that  there  were  prefent  the  pri- 
foner's  Oder,  his  aunt,  and  a  gentleman, 
whofe  name  he  did  not  know  ;  that  he 
continued  with  him  till  within  a  few  mi¬ 
nutes  of  eight  o’clock  at  night,  and  was 
pofitive  as  to  the  day. 

Jean  H'att  faid,  Brodie  came  to  her 
houfe  in  Libberton’s  Wynd,  on  the  even¬ 
ing  of  Wtdnefday  the  5th  of  March,  jud 
as  eight  o’clock  at  night  had  rung ;  that 
he  flaid  there  all  night,  and  did  not 
leave  the  houfe  till  about  nine  o’clock 
next  morning  ;  was  likewife  pofitive  as 
to  the  day  and  hour,  and  gave,  as  a  rea- 
fon,  that  he  never  after  flept  in  the 
houfe,  that  he  was  not  in  her  houfe  011 
the  day  following,  but  that  he  was  there 
on  the  Friday. 

Peggy  GiUs,  fervant  to  the  preceding 
witnris,  faid,  Mr  Brodie  came  to  the 
houfe  of  her  midrefs  f  n  the  above  even¬ 
ing,  jud  as  eight  o’clock  was  ringing. 
Being  alkrd,  Whether  it  was  the  Mag¬ 
dalen  Chapel  or  the  town  bell  Ihc  heard. 
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£ii<l,  it  W3S  the  Tron  Ch'jrch  and  being 
aflced  where  the  Tron  Church  was  fitu- 
ated,  (he  faid,  in  the  Parliament  Clofe. 
She  agreed  with  her  niiftrcfs  that  the 
nrifoncr  never  agaht  flcpt  in  the  houfe; 
nut  that  he  was  twice  there  on  the  Tliurf- 
day,  once  in  the  forenoon,  and  once  in 
the  afternoon. 

Hilm  Allifon  faw  Brodie  come  down 
Jean  Watt’s  flair  a  little  before  nine  o’¬ 
clock,  when  (he  was  ftanding  in  her 
door  looking  for  her  hufband ;  that  fhe 
had  her  hand  on  Brodic’s  foil’s  head,  a 
boy  of  about  fix  years  of  age,  and  that 
he,  in  the  pafling,  gave  him  a  halfpenny; 
that  flic  remembers  the  day  perfectly 
well,  and  is  fure  it  w'as  a  Wednefday,  as 
fhe  bought  three  pair  of  fhoes  that  day 
in  the  market,  a  pair  to  each  of  her  Tons, 
and  a  pair  tt>  her  hufband,  which  Ihe 
loft  in  the  bringing  home. 

"James  Murray  corroborated  the  above 
witnefs’s  depnfitiun. 

James  Laing  deponed,  that  a  procefs 
was  depending  againft  Mr  Brodie  before 
the  Magiftrates  tor  ufing  loaded  dice. 

Robert  Smith  depioncd,  that  fpring 
faws  and  picklocks  were  ufed  by  Mr 
Brodie  in  the  courfe  of  his  bullnefs. 

Here  (a  few  minutes  after  one  in  the 
morning)  the  evidence  finally  clofed ;  the 
m.tnagcmcnt  of  which,  on  the  part  of 
the  Crown,  was  conducted  with  much 
ability,  candour,  and  indulgence— on 
the  part  of  the  prifoners  with  infinite  a- 
bility,  ingenuity,  and  fairnefs. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  we  can¬ 
not  enter  into  the  various  fumming  up 
of  the  evidence,  which. 

On  the  part  of  the  Crown,  was  done 
by  the  Lord  Advocate, 

On  the  part  of  Smith,  by  Mr  John 
Clerk  ;  and, 

On  the  part  of  Brodie,  by  the  Dean 
of  Taculty. 

We  can  only  fay,  that  each  gentleman, 
though  exhauited  by  fo  long  a  trial,  ex¬ 
erted  himfclf  in  a  manner  that  rcHedled 
credit  on  their  attention  and  ability. 

The  Lord  Juftice  Clerk  made  an  ex- 
oellent  charge  to  the  jury,  and  a  little 
before  Six  o'clock  this  morning,  the  jury 
inclofcd,  and  having  chofen  Mr  John 
Hutton  Chancellor,  and  Mr  John  Hay 
•  clerk,  at  one  o’clock  returned  a  vcrdiifl, 
all  in  one  voice  finding  the  pannels 
OtMLTY  of  the  crime  libelled. 

When  the  verdidf  was  read,  Mr  Alex. 
•■Wight  movi-d  an  arreft  of  judgment,  be- 
caufe  the  libel  was  erroneous,  in  men¬ 
tioning  in  general  terms  the  houfe  in 
which  the  General  Office  of  F.xcife  was 
ttMn  kept ;  whereas,  he  alledged,  it 


came  out  in  proof,  that  the  office  con» 
fifled  of  more  tenements  than  one,  dif- 
tinifl  and  uiiconne<f\ed. 

The  Lord  Advocate  faid,  the  objec* 
tion  was  ilbtimcd  and  frivolous. 

Their  I.<*rd(hips  deliveretl  their  opi¬ 
nions  feparately,  and  unanimoufly  re* 
pelted  the  plea  of  arreft  of  judgment. 

The  Lord  Juftice  Clerk  then  addret 
fed  the  pannels.  He  faid  they  had  had 
a  fair  trial,  and  able  couufel,  who  hdd 
exerted  all  that  genius  and  ingenuity 
could  do  in  their  bthalf,  of  which  they 
themfelvcs  mult  be  fenfible — He  lament¬ 
ed  the  ncceffity  he  was  under  of  pro* 
nouncing  the  fentence  of  the  law.  Ho 
recommended  to  them  to  employ  thr^ 
fhort  time  they  had  to  live  in  begging 
mercy  of  heaven— their  crimes  had  beck 
great,  but  the  mercies  of  God  were  like- 
wife  great ;  and  then  ordained  them  t* 
be  executed  at  the  common  place  of  ex¬ 
ecution  on  Wedneftlay  the  firft  of  Odlo- 
ber  next. 

Mr  Brodie’s  behaviour  durlne  th^' 
whole  trial  was  perfeiflly  colle^ed.  He 
was  refpcAful  to  the  Court,  and,  when 
any  thing  ludicrous  occurred  in  the  evi¬ 
dence,  finiled  as  if  he  had  been  an  hi- 
difierent  fpediator.  His  demeanour,  on 
receiving  the  dreadful  fentence,  was  c* 
qually  cool  and  determined He  was 
carried  back  to  prifnn  in  a  chair.  He  was 
drelTcd  in  a  blue  coat,  fancy  veil,  fattin 
breeches,  and  white  filk  ftockiugs;  a 
cock’d  hat,  his  hair  fully  drefled  and 
powdered.

Bun  fliot,  one  of  their  veffels  itruck  on  a 
rock  under  water,  with  fuch  force  at  to 
break  then  main-iuafl,  and  carry  it  over- 
hoard.  The  vcflci  flruck  on  the  ruck, 
and  afterwards  exchanging  a  few  (hot 
with  our  Admiral  Rollainow,  flruck  her 
colours.

of  the  Cailfcione,  of  whicb  they  lud 
great  need,  and  to  prevent  as  much  ast

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guns  and  other  warlike  flores,  of  which 
they  were  in  cxpeiflation. 

“  While  our  fleet  remained  before 
Sweabourg,  wc  took  aSwedifh  vcffcl  load* 
ed  with  cables,  fails,  medicines,  and  o« 
ther  ncreffary  articles  for  the  fleet.”

This  hand  bill  concludes  with  an  invita¬ 
tion  to  all  true  Ruffians  to  (land  forward 
to  chaflife  the  fame  nation  over  which 
the  Czar  had  fo  glorioufly  triumphed, 
and  which,  without  any  provocation  had 
commenced  hoflilities  againfl  the  £m- 
prefs,  whilfl  (he  was  engaged  in  a  war 
with  the  enemies  of  the  Chriitian  name.

“  We  fincerely  wiftf  you,  and  alT  with 
you,  health,  and  the  moft  fignal  affift- 
tnce  of  the  Almightv  f»od,  whrfe  aid 
we  have  invoked  a»l  (f  whufe  aflidance 
we  cannot  d-mbt  in  a  caufe  fo  juft.

FORFIGN  IXTRl.  I.  WENCE. 

HE  virtorif?  !i>  iriHch  hoaited  of  at 
Pettrftiirph  ind  Vifnrs,  turn  out  to 
br  hut  of  littlr  acrount  tothofe  that  jjain- 
ed  them,  fince  the  vanqiiifh.ed  remam  in 
a  itate  to  ■oppoft;  tlie  defign*  of  their  ene- 
xnies,  and  keep  a  port  of  their  force  in- 
aflive. 

The  captain  Pacha,  fo  far  front  heitg 
rcnderedincapahle  of  adling  o<fc«firelyfor 
the  rema'nder  of  the  campaign,  has  had 
ftvcra!  fkirmllhes  with  a  fmall  fquadron 
of  RutTian  (hips,  which  he  has  not  only 
ciifabled,  but  compelled  to  retire  intotlie 
harbour  of  Sebafiapool,  where  he  keeps 
them  blocked  up. 

Some  months  ago,  fo  fanguine  were 
the  Vienna  politicians  of  fucctfs  atjaiiift 
the  Turks,  that  they  had  evea  fettled 
how’  Conftantinople  was  to  be  ivntched 
and  I'ghtfd,  which  they  agreed  (honld 
be  in  the  mannnr  of  London  and  Pari-^ — 
and  thefc  reveries  were  even  publilheilin 
fome  of  the  German  Gazettes.  Rut 
Cor.ftantiaople  is  ftiH  iikely  to  remain  in 
the  dark. 

It  appears  bv  the  laft  letters  finom 
Sweden,  that  the  King’s  hafly  return  to 
his  capital,  arofe  from  information  that 
a  dangerous  plot  wns  carring  on  to  de- 
pofrhim  from  the  three*,  and  theoften- 
fiWe  reaAm  mtis,  that  he  had  broken  bis 
coronation  oath.  It  is  certain  that  many 
of  the  old  nobility  were  leagsifd  in  a  ca¬ 
bal  to  raife  diftnrbarees  in  *he  kitigdom, 
whirh  nothing  but  his  prcfencc  could  o- 
Tcr-awe. 

The  King  of  Sweden  has  publi/hed  a 
manifeflo  dated  Sq't.  ii,  addrtlTed  to 
the  king  of  Denmark  (his  brother  in¬ 
law)  in  which  he  afts  if  the  troops  and 
(hips  he  means  to  fumift  to  Ruilia  are 
auxllitrf  (hips  and  troops  ?  In  that  eafe, 
by  the  cuflotn  of  all  countries,  they  ran 
Onlv  aifl  againfl  Sweden  in  the  feas  and 
provinces  belonging  to  KufTia,  and  in 
ihofe  places  only  which  are  the  theatre 
of  war.  In  this  cafe,  the  King  of  Sweden, 
far  from  looking  upon  this  ftep  as  hof- 
tilc  to  him,  will  viesv  it  only  w'ith  regret, 
that  his  brother-in-law  (hmdd  aflift  the 
enemy  of  Sweden.  But-tf  the  iorccs  of 
Ap.Vol.V1II.No  46. 
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the  King  of  Denmark,  (hall  enter  the  ter¬ 
ritories  of  Swcd'jn,  and  attack  his  Ma» 
jefty’s  fnlijefli  and  fortrclTes,  he  will  eon- 
frier  the  peace  at  an  end,  and  his  Dan- 
i(h  M’jefty  as  the  aggreflbr. 

The  King  of  Denmark  has  fentan  an- 
fwer,  dated  the  i  tth  of  SeptcjJibtr,  ftat- 
iflir,  thaf“  the  auxi'isrv  fuccoiijs  are  al¬ 
ready  at  the  free  difpofal  of  KuiBa,  and 
as  the  theatre  of  war  is  not  confined  to 
Finland,  his  Majefty  is  not  at  libeny  to 
adopt  a  new  explainti.m,  entirely  oppr- 
(ite  to  the  (enfc  and  w’ords  of  his  avowed 
engagements.  As  long  as  the  anxlli<try 
troops  and  (hips  that  are  to  ac'I  againfl 
Sweden  (hall  not  exceed  the  flipulate.i 
nuiiibefi  and  the  reft  of  the  Dar.ilh  for¬ 
ces  fh.tll  commit  noaifl  of  ho.Mility  ag.iinft 
Sweden,  his  Swedifh  M  ijrlly  has  no 
ground  for  e.omplalnt;  that  it  will  be 
owing  to  hlmfrlf  if  he  clusuges  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  prefent  fituation,  by  treating 
as  enemies  the  forces  u-iiioh  do  not  a« 
againfl  Sweden ;  and  the  moment  the 
King  of  Sweden  .-.id  the  Enipreft  of  Ruf- 
fia  (hall  have  agree*!  upon  the  rondhiona 
of  peace,  t^'ere  will  he  an  end  of  the  Kin  j 
of  Denmark’s  interference  in  the  war,  as 
he  is  hnuntl  to  adopt  all  the  incafures  of 
Ruflia,  either  for  terminating  (w  fufjtcnd- 
iug  lioflilitie*. 

SrofkMm,  Srfif.  ifi.  celTaticn  of  hof- 
tilitics  havHjg  heen  atrreed  upon  between 
the  Emprelii  of  Ruflia  and  the  SwcJilli 
troops  in  Finland,  the  latter,  in  compii- 
anre  with  the  flipulations .  retired  within 
their  own  frontiees,  ex'  cpt  a  haitalieii 
of  the  Queen  Dowager’s  regiment,  and 
another  of  the  regiment  of  f  Wlrogothia, 
who,  not  hatrinir  acceded  to  the  conven¬ 
tion,  kept  polTeflion  of  their  polls.  Be¬ 
tween  tnele  and  a  corps  of  Rnflijns  i 
fkirmifh  happened  on  the  lil  infl.  in 
ss-hfeh  aliotjt  four-.ecn  of  tlir  enemy  were 
killed,  and  only  two  Swedes  wounded. 
It  n  hitherto  uncertain  whether  or  not 
this  affair  will  lead  to  a  renewal  of  hofli- 
lities  between  the  two  armies- 

Kis  Swedifh  Majefly  fet  out  on  the 
nth  infl.  for  the  province  of  Dalecarlia. 

By  private  difpatches  from  Holland 
wc  have  the  following  mteiiigence :  - 
R  AShirt 
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AfTiirs  in  the  nnrth  are  taking  a  n<*w 
turn,  and  the  confiequrnres  may  be  la¬ 
mentably  ferious  to  all  Europe.  What 
Holland  was  laft  year,  Sweden  is  at  pre- 
fent— a  ftatc  of  confufion  and  rel)cllion, 
engendered  and  I'uppurted  by  the  in¬ 
trigues  of  the  French  Court,  and  the 
prevalence  of  RulCan  politics.  The 
Burghers  at  Stockholm  arc  arming  them- 
lidves,  umier  the  pretence  of  internal 
fafety  in  the  ahlence  of  the  troops,  but 
more  certainly  for  the  purpofc  of  attemp¬ 
ting  a  revolution.  The  officers  of  the 
army  in  Finland,  indepindent  of  their 
Sovereign,  fent  a  deputation  to  the  Em- 
prefs  of  Ruflia,  making  propofals  frr  a 
truce  in  that  quaiter,  until  they  (hall 
have  concerted  raeafures  for  fubjugating 
their  King,  or  for  reducing  him  to  the 
Jitceflity  of  abandoning  the  war,  which 
they  alledge  was  raihly  and  unjuftly  com¬ 
menced  on  his  part.  They  declare,  that 
the  King,  by  his  late  meafures,  has  broken 
the  compaA  between  Sovereign  and  fub- 
jedf,  and  therefore  they  hold  it  tlieir  duty 
to  concert  meafures  for  the  fafety  of  the 
State.  When  the  King  of  Sweden  heard 
of  the  difaffeiflion  of  his  troops  in  Fin¬ 
land,  and  the  propolitions  of  uis  officers 
to  the  Emprefs  for  a  celTation  of  hoftilt- 
ties,  hit  Majclly  fainted  away,  and  was 
v'lth  difficulty  aroufed  to  a  fenfe  of  his 
alarming  (ituation.  Thus  circumfianced, 
there  is  no  doubt  of  the  Emprefs*  acqui- 
efcence,  nor  of  her  endeavours  to  fan  th; 
flame  of  difeord.  She  has  already  com¬ 
municated  her  terms  of  iiacification  with 
Sweden,  the  tenor  of  which  is,  to  grant 
a  general  amnelly  fur  what  is  call ;  only 
on  condition,  liowevcr,  that  the  Swedifh 
government  fliall  accede  to  the  general 
confederacy  which  has  fo  long  been  furnu 
ing  between  Frame,  Spain,  Germany, 
Kuffia,  and  Denmark. 

The  K'lTg  of  Sweden  has  requefted  the 
mediation  of  our  Court*,  in  conjuiidlion 
V  ith  Frulua,  and  the  States  General,  to 
make  peace  for  him  with  Rtiflia:  previ¬ 
ous  to  which,  it  feems,  Mr  Pitt  inbils 
upon  fettling  fome  preiiminaties  at  Stock¬ 
holm,  refpedling  the  influence  which 
France  is  hereafter  to  pofTefs  in  theSwed- 
iffi  Councils ;  and  to  this  our  mintllry 
are  fuppofed  to  be  now  attending.  The 
King  of  PruiTia,  by  his  mlniffer  at  Co¬ 
penhagen,  has  made  llrong  remonilran- 
ces,  that  Denmark  Jhall  not  go  into  fur¬ 
ther  co-operations  vjitb  Risffa,  than  are 
Jhpulated  by  tloe  treaty  .•—but  in  fpite  of 
this  intimation,  Denmark  is  making fuch 
preparations  as  indicate  a  defire  of  going 
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farther,  fo  that  no  leading  opinion  ran 
yet  be  formed,  upon  what  toundation 
(lands  the  prohahilily  of  pcare. 

A  Very  (Iriking  initance  of  contempt 
of  danger  occuired  in  the  aelion  between 
the  Punce  of  Nalfau  .and  the  Ottoman 
High  .\dmiral  near  the  fort  of  Kinburn. 
Vt’hilfl  the  Captain  Richa’s  (hip  was  in 
flames,  abandoned  by  the  iTcw,  and  the 
two  fleets  ex,>efttd  every  inftant  to  fee 
her  blow  up,  a  RufTtin  failor  perceiving 
the  t'lirkdh  flag  (till  flying  on  board  (the 
in  the  precipitation  with  which 
they  had  quitted  their  (hip,  having  for¬ 
got  to  Arike  it)  gtn  into  a  l>oat,  and  liav- 
mg  rowed  alongfide  t  f  the  Turkifh  Ad¬ 
miral,  bearded  her :  He  then  mounted 
aloft,  and  cut  away  the  flag:  all  hit 
countrymen  trembled  for  his  fafety,  at 
the  flames  raged  with  p«cat  violence, 
from  the  quaitcr-deck  ;  however,  he  g'^ 
back  into  the  boat,  and  regained  his  own 
(hip  with  I'af.-ty.  He  was  not,  however, 
ten  minutes  on  board,  when  the  I'urkilli 
velTel  blew  up.  The  Prince  of  Niffan, 
to  reward  bis  noble  daring,  onlered  that 
he  (hould  have  the  honour  of  carrying  the 
Ortomau  flasr  to  Peterfljurgh,  and  of  lay¬ 
ing  it  himl'clf  at  the  feet  of  the  Empreis. 

Another  initanc:  of  deaerate  rcfolutloa 
was  given  by  a  perforr  of  higher  rank  in 
the  fame  fleet.  Before  the  above  engage¬ 
ment  took  place  between  the  Turks  and 
Ruffians,  Captain  Von  der  Oflon  Sackrn, 
a  gentleman  of  a  noble  and  diflingiiilhed 
family  in  Livonia,  was  fent  by  tf,c  Prince 
of  NafTau  in  a  fmall  quick-failing  vcliel> 
to  reconnoitre  the  Ottoman  fleet.  Two 
Tnrkifh  frigates  gave  chace  to  him  and 
ained  faff  upon  Jrim.  When  he  found 
e  could  net  efcape,  he  made  his  crew, 
which  was  not  numerous,  get  into  his 
long-boat,  and  told  them  to  alTiire  the 
Prince  in  his  name,  that  his  velTel  Ihould 
not  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and 
that  he  was  refolved  to  fell  his  life  dear¬ 
ly.  He  was  foon  after  overtaken  by  one 
of  the  frigates,  and  boarded;  No  one  I"  •• 
lag  feen  upon  deck,  the  Turks  were 
much  furpriled,  and  went  in  great  num¬ 
bers  on  board  the  prize,  which  was  lying 
aU>ng-ridc  of  the  frigate.  Captain  Von 
der  Oilen  Sacken  at  that  inftant  fet  fire 
to  Ills  magazine,  and  blew  up  hiinfclf 
and  all  the  Turks  into  the  air :  The  fri, 
gate  was  greatly  (hattered  by  the  explo- 
fion,  and  took  fire,  fo  that  in  a  (h'Ut 
time  it  (hared  the  fame  fate  of  the  prize. 
Some  few  of  the  hands,  who  were  not 
deAroyed  by  the  blowing  up  of  the  prize, 
jumped  overboard  when  ‘Jrry  found  their 
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own  f!up  iniin  mow  up :  tht-fe  lieini; 
puke<i  up  liv  a  RutTian  verT:),  toUl  all 
they  knew  of  this  tlreadiul  alTair. 

I'he  hmpreJs  having  been  informed  of 
this  .iiflion.  in  which  the  Captain  had  de- 
voteil  himfelf,  made  a  grant  to  his  fa¬ 
ther  of  an  cltate  of  3000  roublei  a-year  : 
The  father  having  died  very  foon  after, 
her  Majefty  granted  the  inheritance  of 
the  eftate  to  the  family ;  ftie  alfo  pre- 
fented  the  brother  of  the  gallant  Captain 
with  a  Cornetcy  iu  -icr  own  regiiiicnt  uf 
horfe  guardf.

Their  Majcfiies  the  Ivlngof  PrulTia  and 
the  King  ui  Great  Britain,  being  anliiia- 
ted  with  an  eq'aai  and  fincere  detire  to  aug¬ 
ment  and  conioiioate  the  Ithdl  union  and 
friendlhip,  which,  having  been  tranfmii- 
ted  to  them  by  their  aneellors,  fo  hap¬ 
pily  fubfiiU  )>etweeii  them,  and  to  con¬ 
cert  on  the  inoA  proper  meafures  to  en- 
fure  their  mutual  intcreif  s,  and  the  general 
tranquillity  of  Europe,  they  have  refolv- 
Ctl  to  renew  and  ftrengthen  thofe  ties  by 
a  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance,  and  have 
authorifed  for  that  purpofe,  to  wit,  the 
King  of  PrufTia,  the  Sieur  Ewald  Fred¬ 
erick  count  de  Hertiberg,  his  Minifter 
•f  State,  and  of  the  Cabinet,  and  Knight 
of  the  Black  Eagle :  and  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Sieur  Jofeph  Ewart, 
his  bnvoy  Extraordinary  at  the  Court  of 
Berlin,  who,  after  having  reciprocally 
communicated  their  full  powers,  have  a- 
greed  on  the  following  articles : 

Article  I.  There  ftiall  he  for  ever  a 
firm  and  unalterable  friendlhip,  a  ilcfen- 
iive  alliance,  and  a  clofe  and  inviolable 
union,  with  an  intimate  and  perfeift  bar* 
mony  and  correrpondence  between  the

ftaiuly  employ,  as  well  their  great  atten¬ 
tion,  as  every  means  which  Providence  has 
cntnilted  them  with,  to  prtftrve  both  the 
p  ibruTafetyandtranquillityforthefupport 
of  their  common  interelfs,  and  to  defend 
and  mutual ly  guarantee  them againft  every 
hoftilc  attack  ;  the  whole  in  conformity 
withtreaties which  already  fubfift between 
the  high  contradlin^  parties,  the  which 
are  (till  to  remain  in  all  their  force  and 
vigour,  and  are  to  be  coniidcred  u  renew¬ 


ed  by  f  e  prefent  treaty,  except  fuch  as 
may  be  derogated  from,  oy  poff.rior  trea¬ 
ties,  or  by  the  pi  efent  treaty. 

Art.  11.  In  conlequciice  of  the  engage¬ 
ment  contracted  by  the  preceding  article, 
the  two  high  contraeding  parties  will  al¬ 
ways  adf  in  concert  to  maintain  peace 
and  tranquUIity,  and  in  the  cafe  where 
one  of  them  fnail  be  menaced  with  any 
hoAile  attack  whatever,  the  other  fhall, 
without  delay,  employ  its  good  otSces 
and  the  nioA  efhcacious  nie.iiis  to  pre¬ 
vent  hoAilitics,  to  procure  facisfaif:on  to 
the  party  threatened,  and  to  fettle  thinge 
in  a  conciliatory  manner. 

Art.  111.  But  ifthefegoodoflBces  have 
not  the  defired  effedf  in  the  fpace  of  two 
months,  and  that  one  of  Uie  two  iiigli 
contraAing  parties  is  hoAilely  attack^, 
inoleActl,  or  dilhirbed  in  any  one  of  its 
States,  rights,  pitTcfTions,  or  iatereAi,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatever,  by  fea  or 
land,  by  any  European  power,  the  other 
contraiAlng  pjrty  engages  to  fuccour  his 
ally  w'ichout  delay,  ^or  mutually  main¬ 
taining  him  ill  pofl'elTton  of  all  the  State-, 
territories,  towns,  and  places  which  be¬ 
longed  to  him  before  the  coinincncement 
of  hoAibcies ;  to  elTedf  which,  if  his  Bri¬ 
tannic  MajcAv  Ihiuld  be  attacked,  his 
MajeAy  tile  King  of  Pruflia  will  furniih 
to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  a  fuccour  of 
fixteen  thoufaud  infantry  and  four  thou- 
fand  cavalry  ;  and  if  his  Pruflian  Ma¬ 
jefty  is  attacked,  the  Kin^  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  will  equally  furnifti  him  with  fixteea 
thoofaiid  infantry  and  four  thoufaud  ca¬ 
valry  ;  which  fuccours  refpeffively  (hall 
be  fiirniflicd  in  the  fpace  of  two  months 
after  the  requilit-on  is  madefy  the  party 
attacked,  and  ihill  remain  at  liis  dirpoli- 
tion  during  the  whole  war  in  which  he  is 
engagtil.  Fhefe  laccours  fliall  lie  paid 
and  maintain  >1  by  tiie  power  requiring, 
wherever  his  ally  n;ay  want  them  to  aeft, 
but  the  party  requiring  .ftiaii  furniih  tiiern 
in  its  States  with  bread  and  nccciTaiy 
forage  on  the  fame  looting  of  its  own 
troop'u 

It  is  however  agreed  hetween  the  h'gh 
contra(ftiiigiurties,that  in  the  cafe  where 
his  Britannic  Majefty  lhall  receive  fuc¬ 
cours  «sf  troops  from  the  King  of  Pruflia, 
his  Britannic  Majefty  fliall  not  employ 
them  out  of  Europe,  not  even  in  the  ga- 
rifon  of  Gibraltar. 

If  the  party  threatened  and  requiring, 
prefers  fuccours  in  money  to  troops,  they 
lhall  have  the  choice ;  and  in  the  cafe 
where  the  two  high  contradling  parties 
lhali  furniih  the  fuccours  in  money,  thefe 
fuuourt  Hull  be  rated  at  one  hundred 
thoufajid 
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thosfand  fiorins  current  money  ■*  Hol- 
Uiul  per  annum,  for  one  tlmufand  infan¬ 
try,  and  twenty  thonfanil  florins  of  tlic 
fame  value  for  one  thoufand  cavalry  per 
annum,  or  in  the  fame  pre^ortion  by  the 
niontti. 

Art.  IV.  In  the  cafe  where  the  ftipu- 
lated  fuccoims  Ihall  not  he  fullicietit  for 
the  defence  of  the  power  rtquirinjr,  the 
other  fliall  grant  an  aiigmentatioii  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  n"Cc(Ety  of  the  cafe,  and 
the  aid  of  all  us  forces,  if  circuinftanccs 
require  them. . 

Art.V.  I’he  high  contra  fILng  parties 
renew,  in  the  moR  (▼pvcITi-e  manncT, 
the  Provifiocal  Treaty  of  defennve  alli¬ 
ance  which  they  concluded  at  Leo  the 
Ijth  of  June  in  the  prefent  year,  a:,d 
they  pmiiife  to  e5ga-'e  anew  to  a<ft  at 
times  in  cojiccJt,  and  with  mutual  confi¬ 
dence,  to  maintain  the  fafciy,  itnlep-n- 
(tehce,  and  gc-crriTrent  of  the  repuMic 
of  the  united  Provinces,  ccnf.wmable  to 
their  engagements  with  th.-t  Reouhlic  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  his  PrnfSan  Mijeflv,  hy  a 
treaty  concluded  at  IWlin  the  f«ih  of 
April  1/28,  and  his  Britannic  Majcfly, 
l>y  a  treaty  figtvd  the  fame  day  at  the 
Hague,  and  which  the  faid  high  contr.ic- 
ting  parties  communicitrd  toeacli  other. 

And  if  it  happens  t1  at,  i.n  virtue  ot  'he 
lli-.iu.ations  in  the  faid  treaties.  tl>e  high 
coiitraffing  parties  fee  theiiilelves  o})lige<l 
to  augment  the  fnccoiii’s  to  be  given  to 
the  States  General,  beyond  the  numhers 
fperified  in  the  faid  tresties,  or  to  alfift 
them  with  ail  their  forces,  thc.faid  high 
contrafbing  patties  will  a.?l  togetltcr  in 
ail  that  may  be  necefi'iry  relative  to  luch 
augmentation  of  fnccours,  which  they 
ihall  provide,  and  relative  to  the  employ 
of  their  rcfp(£live  forte. s,  for  the  fafety 
and  defence  of  the  faid  Republic. 

In  cafe  th.st  one  or  oti'..r  of  the  faid 
high  contradling  parrits  flionld  at  any 
future  period  be  attacked ,  moiefled.or  ciii- 
turhed  in  any  of  its  States,  rights,  pof- 
ftflion?,orintercfts,  in  any  manner  what¬ 
ever,  by  fea  or  land.hy  any  other  i*ower, 
in  confeuuence,  and  in  fpite  of  the  arti¬ 
cles  of  tne  ftipulations  contained  in  the 
faid  treaties,  or  of  nieafures  to  be  taken 
b)  the  faidcnn'r.tdting  parties  refpedlive- 
ly,  in  virtue  of  thefe  treaties,  the  other 
cr.ntrafling  par»y  engages  to  fuccour  and 
aiTill  them  againlt  fuch  attack,  in  the 
fame  manm  r  and  with  the  fame  fiiccours 
as  are  ftipu'.atcd  in  the  third  and  fourth 
artiiies  of  the  prefect  treaty;  and  the 
faid  contradiinc  parties,  iii  all  fuch  cafes, 
promife  to  maintain  and  guarantee  each 
vtatr  ill  the  poiTciilou  of  all  the  ilatcsj 


towns,  and  places  which  belonged  to 
them  refpedlivclv  before  the  commences 
inent  of  Inch  hoftiliiics.

The  defenfive  treaty  which  at  prefent 
fnhniU  between  the  Courts  ofU'-rlin  and 
Stockholm,  will  now  oblige  the  King  of 
Pruflia  to  come  firward  with  his  (llpu- 
latfd  fuccours,  which  he  has  hitherto 
withheld,  on  the  pret,  at  of  the  war,  in  its 
commencement  with  Riiffia,  Iwin^  oflen- 
five  on  the  part  of  Sweden,  hut  which 
ohjetflion  is  now  completely  done  awav, 
by  the  recent  atixek  from  the  Danifh 
forces 

Flfireur,  Ofl.  4.  Admiral  Van  Def- 
fen’s  fonadron,  together  with  three  ftiips 
of  the  line,  and  a  frigate  of  the  Danifh 
au.viliary,  failed  from  the  flrounrU,  where 
they  u  ere  foine  days  detained  by  cons 
trary  winds,  to  join  the  main  fleet  under 
Aslmiral  Gre'g.

ferenoenthis  Prullian  Majefty.  Every  ex- 
pre  fs  from  the  Emperor  contains  orders 
to  expedite  the  march  of  wh.itever  troops 
can  be  colletffed,  as  his  lolTes  keep  pace 
with  the  avpmeiitatiun  of  the  annv.

That  the  pradlice  of  ifiiiing  letter-,  de 
cachet  fiioukl  be  declared  to  be  illegal,  and 
be  for  ever  abolilhed.— And,  4.  'Fkat 
he  fiiouid  uaufad  all  thebufuitfs  ofhia 
ciepar  uncut 
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fiepartmfnt  with  hi*  Majefty  only,  and 
not  with  any  of  his  miniftf-r*. 

To  the  fccond  and  frurth  the  Kint;  ae. 
ceded  without  the  lead  h  -fitation  :  with 
rcl'pedt  to  the  firft,  he  faid  he  was  cer- 
tain'w  determined  to  allemhle  the  States 
Ocneral,  but  would  leave  their  time  of 
meeting  to  be  determined  by  his  Coun¬ 
cil,  in  which  Mr  Nctkar  would  have  an 
opportunity  of  ur'^ing  his  reafons  for  cal- 
Jing  them  together  fo  early  as  Novem- 
Ur. 

A*  to  the  third,  his  Majefty  faid,  he 
wifhed  not  to  retain  the  nower  of  ifliiing 
letties  de  cachet  for  aibitrary  or  opprrl- 
Cve  pi!*]iore* ;  but  he  wms  convinced 
that  it  might  l*e  rerained  and  exerrifed 
fo  as  to  be  a  benefit  to  families,  without 
endangering  their  liberty.

At  the  bft  affizcs  at  Winchelter,  where 
Judee  Eyre  fit  at  the  Crown  Court,  hi* 
I.oidihip  palfed fentence  on  a  fellow  who 
appeand  to  belong  to  a  notorious  gang. 
—His  lyordfliip  fentenced  him  to  tranf- 
portat'.on,  hut  in  the  mean  time  ordered 
him  to  lie  kept  in  a  cell,  where  he  was  not 
to  he  allowed  to  fee  or  fpeak  to  any  one.

The  following  method  it  recommended 
by  the  Humane  Society  to  be  ufed  for  the 
recovery  of  perfons  drowned,  or  other- 
wife  fuffi>eated; 

I.  As  foon  as  the  objedl  is  got  out  of 
the  water,  a  great  coat  or  two  of  the  by- 
llanders  (bould  l>e  wrapped  round  the 
body,  which  is  to  be  carefully  conveyed 
to  the  near-ft  receiving  honfe. 

a.  In  cold  or  mc'-Jl  ^zveather  the  body 
is  to  be  laid  on  a  matrafs  or  bed.  near  the 
fire;  but  in  fummer  on  a  bed  oiiiv  ;  it 
Is  then  to  be  throughly  dried  svith  warm 
flannels ;  and.  as  pure  air  is  eftential  to 
the  return  of  life,  not  more  than  fix  per- 
tms  are  to  be  prefent 

t.  Apply  the  pine  of  a  common  (izrd 
hrilows  up  the  mdlril,  and  b'ow  with 
fiiine  force,  clofing  the  other  noflril  and 
mouth,  while  a  third  perlbn  gently  pref- 
fes  the  cheft  with  his  hands  as  foon  as 
the  lungs  are  inflated.  Otherafliftants  are 
to  rub  the  hotly  gently  with  fait,  fl.anneU 
fprinkled  with  rum  or  genera,  and  fo¬ 
ment  the  bread.  Ac  with  hot  brandy; 
a  heated  warming-pan  (the  body  being 
tiirrounded  with  a  blanket)  may  Ik-  light¬ 
ly  moved  up  and  do'vn  tiiehack:  bottlesof 
Lot  water,  heated  tiles  or  bricks  covered 
with  flannel,  arc  to  be  applied  to  tbe  folts 
of  the  feet,  palms  of  the  hands,  &c. 
The  temples  may  be  rublted  with  hartf- 
horn,  the  noftrils  tickled  with  a  feather ; 
and  fniifT,  or  eau  de  luce,  often  applied. 

4.  y\\e  fumes  of  tobacco  (hould  be  of¬ 
ten  thrown  up,  as  its  good  eflV^s  have 
been  frequently  experienced ;  if  a  fumi- 
gator  be  not  at  hand,  the  common  pipe 
may  be  employed  ;  but  if  it  Ihould  be  in¬ 
convenient  tn  employ  tbe  rnbacco.  thea 
clyfters  of  this  herb,  or  other  acrid  infu- 
fions  with  fait,  &c<  may  be  thrown  up 
advantageoufly. 

5.  Agitation  is  to  be  employed,  ss  it  has 
proved  a  powerful  auxiliary  to  the  other 
means  ot  recovery;  therefore  the  af- 


ftflants  are  to  take  hold  of  the  legs  and 
arms,  particularly  of  boys,  and  well  (hake 
their  Votlies  for  a  eonfiderablc  time ; 
and  if  a  child  has  been  drowned  it  (hould 
be  wiped  dry,  and  placed  in  bed  betweea 
two  healthy  perfons. 

6.  'A'  hen  tne  varioiu  means  have  bcea 
employed  for  a  contidcrah'e  time  with¬ 
out  fuccefi,  the  warm  bath  fhnuld  be  em¬ 
ployed,  or  the  IkmIv  furrounded  with 
warm  afhes  or  grains  for  for  4  hours. 
If  there  be  ctmvulfions,  fighing,  gafping. 
Of  other  firns  of  returning  life,  a  fmall 
quantity  of  warn)  biandyor  wine  may  be 
given,  and  frequently  repeated. 

7.  £lc^lricity  may  be  early  employedi 
as  it  will  not  prevent  or  obltruA  the  va¬ 
rious  m  ans  of  refufeiation ;  but  on  the 
other  hand  will  remler  the  plan  of  reco¬ 
very  more  expeditioufly  and  certainly  ef¬ 
ficacious. 

Bleeding  is  never  to  be  employed  in 
fticb  c.ifes,  unlefs  by  the  diretftion  of  one 
of  the  medical  afliftanfs,  or  fome  other 
refpfiftahle  gentlemtm  of  the  faculty,  who 
has  naid  attention  to  the  fuhjedt  of  fuf- 
penuid  animation. 

The  above  methods  are  to  be  employ¬ 
ed  with  vigour  for  three  hours  ;  for  it  it 
a  vulgar  and  dangerous  opinion,  to  flip- 
pofe  that  perfons  are  irrecoverable,  lie* 
caufc  life  does  not  foon  make  its  appeary 
ance  ;  an  opinion  that  has  configned  to 
the  grave  an  immenfc  number  of  the 
fcem'inply  dead,  who  might  hxve  been 
rejiored  to  life  by  rcfblution  and  pcrftve* 
ranee. 

Anrcdote^\  certain  Colonel,  remark¬ 
able  for  his  oddities,  having  drunk  too 
freelv,  ordered  his  fervant,  who  was  an 
Irifhman,  newly  hired,  to  bring  his  pif- 
tob.

Sii!ith,  wha  during  this  time  had  been 
in  tervent  dtvotion,  and  in  his  prayers 
f.wfrlTcd  his  being  guihr  and  the  juftice 
of  Ills  fcntence,  tiien  let  fall  a  handker* 
chief  as  a  taiul  ;  and  a  few  minutes  bc- 
l;ve  tl;r.;e  the  table  dropt  froin  under 
tlitm,  and  they  were  launched  into  eter¬ 
nity. 

Mr  Rrolic,  when  he  came  on  the  fcaf- 
foM.  bowed  politely  to  the  Mayidrates 
and  the  people.  He  pointed  to  Smith  to 
aleend  the  Heps  that  led  to  the  drop, 
c'apping  him  on  the  (boulder,  aiwl  fay¬ 
ing,  “  Giorge  Smith,  you  are  I -it  m 
band,”  ami  immcciiatelv  followed;  after 
which,  he  took  leave  of  his  friends,  and 
of  Smith.  Smith’s  liehaviour  for  fcverttl 
month'  paft  was  rematkablv  devout  and 
pt  nitent.  1  !e  met  his  fate  with  caln,  fuh- 
iniiTiun.  Rroilie,  during  the  time  he  was 
on  the  ftafTold,  neither  confefltd  nor  de- 
nic-d  hi'  being  guilty  of  the  crime  for 
which  he  fufTrred. 

The  h^jgiitrates  having  the  day  before 
given  an  order,  that  no  perfoa  Ihould  be 
admitted  to  the  prifoiicrs  excepting 
clergymen,  Mr  Brodie,  a  few  hours  be¬ 
fore  his  death,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Lord 
Provoft,  requefting,  at  a  laif  favour,  that 
certain  perions  whom  he  named  might 
be  admitted  to  the  fcaGbId  to  take  charge 
cf  his  body,  and  do  the  lad  otnees  to  it 
with  decency.— He  requefted,  in  particu¬ 
lar,  that  his  body  might  not  be  allowed 
to  remain  in  prifon  till  his  iiitermriit,  hut 
delivered  up  to  his  friends;  all  which  re« 
queft'  the  Magtftrates  indulged  him  with. 

This  execution  was  rondudlcd  with 
more  than  ufual  folemnity— i  he  Magi- 
flrates  and  minifters  were  drefled  in  their 
robe-;  and  the  great  bell  tolled  during 
the  ceremony,  which  had  an  awful  and 
fclemn  efTcs^.  The  crowd  of  I'pciflators 
wasimmenfe;  and,  it  is  believed,  much 
greater  than  ever  alTembled  on  a  Quiilar 
occalion— great  numbers  having  come 
from  ail  parts  of  the  country. 

Thus  ended  the  life  of  William  Brodie, 
whofe  rondudf,  if  we  confider  his  fitua- 
tion  in  life,  is  equally  fingular  and  coii- 
tradi^lorc'.  By  the  low  and  vicious  con- 
fte^fions  iie  formed,  he  had  every  thing 
to  lofe— he  could  gain  little,  even  if  fuc- 
tefsfiil ;  for,  from  the  moment  he  em¬ 
barked  in  the  enterprizes  of  his  defperate 
aiTociates,  his  property,  his  life,  was  at 
their  mercy.  Placed  ina  lucrative  and  ref- 
peiHful  iineofbufinets,he  might  have  been 
anoinamem  to  his  profefTton,  and  an  hon- 
ts  bis  fautily  and  conoe^nt ! 


For  the  month  preceding  his  execu¬ 
tion,  Hrodie  appeared  to  poUefs  an  Qu- 
daur.tcil  refolulion,  and  at  times  even  x 
daring  bolilnefs,  O'equcutly  turning  to  ri- 
dicui.-  his  lituation,  and  the  manner  of 
his  exit,  by  calling  it  a  leap  in  tbe  dark^ 
anti  that  even  within  a  few  davs  of  his 
fuffering.  He  declared.tlistnotwithftand* 
ing  the  ceafurss  and  opinions  of  ihq 
worlil.  he  was  inaocer.t  of  every  crime 
except  iug  that  for  whiili  he  was  con¬ 
demned  :  and  endeavoured  to  extenuate 
his  guilt,  bv  faying,  that  the  criitie  for 
which  he  fulTcrcd  was  not  a  difpredation 
committed  on  .an  individual,  but  6n  the 
public,  who  could  not  be  injured  by  the 
(mail  triie  the  Excife  was  robbed  of. 

He  appeared  to  have  no  hopes  of  a  pa  *- 
don,  and  expreffed  himfelf  fatisRrd  at 
the  exertions  his  friends  had  maile  in  hit 
behalf.  On  the  Friday  before  his  execu¬ 
tion  he  was  viGted  by  his  dauebter,  a 
fine  girl  of  about  ten  years  of  age’;  and 
here  nature  and  the  feelings  of  a  father 
were  t'uperior  to  every  other  conlidcra- 
tior. ;  a.c.d  the  falling  tear  which  he  e rt- 
deavoured  tofuppreis  gave  ftrong  proofs 
of  his  fenfibility-jie  embraced  her  wiih 
emotion,  and  blelTedher  with  the  warm^ 
eil  affidlion. 

On  the  Sunday  preceding  his  exeeti- 
tion,  he  appeared  to  pofTcfs  the  fame 
courage,  the  lame  undaunted  refolutioiit 
which  had  attended  him  through  the 
whole  of  his  imprifoiiment  ;  and  on  the 
other  prifoners.  Falconer  and  Bruce,  he- 
in-i  informed  of  a  rtfoite  being  granted 
them  for  fix  weeks,  Mr  Brodie  appeared 
avell  fatisAed,  and  declared  that  it  ga'/i 
him  as  much  plcafure  as  if  mercy  had 
been  extended  to  hiTnl'clf ;  and,  on  its 
being  obfenred  by  the  other  crimin.sl; 
George  Smith,  that  fix  weeks  w'us  but 
a  (hort  period,  Mr  Broilie  cried  out, 
“  Gfor^ft  IV/.’ot  would  you  and  fnr 

Jix  wjfeks  longer  ?—Six  v/eeks  would  te 
an  to  us  !" 

On  being  vifitedby  a  friend  on  Sunday 
evening,  he,  with  great  calmnefs  and 
compofure,  gave  the  needful  dirc^lions 
refpwing  his  funeral,  and  .acknowledg¬ 
ed  with  gratitude  the  attention  that  had 
betn  paid  him  during  his  confinement. 

He  was  frequently  denied  lieing  allow¬ 
ed  to  receive  the  arifits  of  his  friends,  by 
an  onlcr  from  the  magiftrates,  a  report 
having  been  propagated  of  his  meditat¬ 
ing  his  own  deftrudlion  ;  But  he  appear¬ 
ed  to  have  full  convicfion  of  the  dread¬ 
ful  ronfeqiiences  attending  the  crime  of 
fuicide ;  declaring,  that,  if  poilbn  was 
placed  oa  the  one  band,  and  a  d.nggef'

on  the  other,  he  wou’d  refufe  them  both, 
and  not  launch  into  eternity  with  the 
horrid  crime  of  felf-murder  to  account 
for;  that  he  fubmitted  to  the  fentence  of 
the  lau-t  of  hl$  country,  and  would  wait 
his  fate  with  caimnefs  and  compofure.

His  Majefty  'is  hlmfelf  Hill  at 
I.ugofch,  within  two  leagues  of  Teme- 
fwar. 

1 3.  \Ve  are  now  dally  expe«5ling  the 
Sovereign’s  arrival,  as  the  campaign  is 
nearly  at  an  end,  and  the  troops  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  laH  accounts  are  with  one  voice 
tailing  out  for  winter  cuarters.  The 
Turks  have  fixed  themfclves  in  thcBan- 
nat,  where  they  will  winter — maugre 
eveiy  effort  to  prevent  them.  This  will 
alter  the  difpnfition  of  our  troops,  who 
mu.'f  cover  the  frontiers  effe^lnally,  as 
the  Turks  are  ufed  to  ravage  in  the  win¬ 
ter  feafon. 

K.Tinburgk,  on.  t4.  We  learn  this 
day  t'.?at  the  king  of  Sw’eden  arrived  at 
Gottenburgh  in  the  night  of  the  .td  in- 
fiant,  to  the  great  joy ‘of  its  inhabitants  ; 
but  that  Prince  Charles  of  Hrffe,  with  the 
Danilh  forces,  was  not  far  off,  which  cau- 
fed  great  alai  m  atthat  place,  where,  how¬ 
ever,  Swedifh  troops  were  daily  arriving. 

Mr  Elliot  the  Britifh  Envoy,  has  join¬ 
ed  the  King  of  Sweden,  and  it  now  with 
him. 

On  the  ajd  of  September,  the  Court 
of  Denmark  puhlifhcd  a  declaration.  Ha¬ 
ting,  “  that  the  king  conlidercd  himfelf 
at  perfedb  amity  with  Sweden,  which 
friendfhip  will  not  be  interrupte  1,  altho’ 
the  Swedifh  troops  fhall  prove  vidloricus 
over  the  Danifh  troops  now  acting  in  the 
Swedifh  territories,  as  auxiliaries  to  Ruf- 
fia,  and  he  hoped  the  ftrictcH  friendfh-p 
would  continue  between  the  tw’o  Courts, 
as  long  as  the  auxiliaries  did  not  exceed 
the  numlier  Hipulated  by  treaty.’’ 

The  King  of  S  weden  publifhed  a  coun¬ 
ter  declaration  on  the  6th  of  Odlober, 
Hating,  “that  he  could  not  reconcile  the 
do6lrine  of  the  King  of  Denmark’s  de¬ 
claration  with  the  laws  of  nations,  or  the 
rightsof  Sovereigns,  and  protefted  againll 
it.  Ncverthrlef',  his  Swedish  MijeHv, 
Ar.  VoL.VllI.  No.  4  7- 
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but  of  a  love  to  peace,  particularly  at  tho 
moment  when  a  negociation  has  been  be¬ 
gun  to  reflore  perfedl  peace  in  the  north 
of  Europe,  waves  entering  into  a  fpeeii- 
lativc  difcuffion  of  the  fuhjeifl  at  prefenr. 
His  Swedifh  MajeHv  pfits  the  Hrongeft 
faith  iii  what  Mr  Elliot,  Envoy  Extra¬ 
ordinary  and  MiniHi-r  Plenipotrniiary 
from  the  Coiwr  of  Great  Britain,  has  re- 
prrfentcd  to  him  on  this  occafion.  His 
MajcHy.  tl'.crtfcre,  anxious  to  prevent 
the  iiiiix-nding  horrors  of  war,  einhraces 
his  Danifh  MajeHy’s  declaration,  parti¬ 
cularly  as  it  will  facilitate  the  ncgociatioa 
for  a  general  peace,  which  is  happily  be¬ 
gun  through  the  medium  of  Gn-at  Bri¬ 
tain,  France,  Holland,  .and  Pntfiia,  the 
good  fucetfs  of  which,  his  MaieHy  has 
declared  to  Mr  Elliot,  is  his  higheft'  am¬ 
bition,  provided  the  defeating  the  Ruf- 
Han  auxiliaries  is  not  confidcred  as  hoHi- 
lilies  againH  his  Danifh  MajeHv,  apreca- 
ble  to  the  declaration  of  his  fald  Majefv 
ty.” 

The  polite  and  elegant  war  now  car- 
lU'ing  on  between  Sweden  and  Denmark 
is  a  non-defeript.  We  have  heard  of  of- 
fenftve  war-^-of  defenfivc  war-^— of  a  ci¬ 
vil  war,  which  this,  with  all  its  cividty, 
does  not  refemble — of  a  war  of  polls— « 
but  of  a  war  like  the  prefent,  in  which 
one  army  pull  off  their  hats  to  the  other, 
and  declare  upon  their  honour  th.at  they 
are  friends,  earnefily  intreating  them  at 
the  fame  time  to  decamp,  we  never  heard 
nor  read.  Is  it  to  be  called  a  war  of  love 
and  friendfhip — a  w'ar  of  ceremony— or 
a  war  of  alli.tnce  ? 

Gottenburgh,  Oth  T4.  On  the  6ih  inft, 
the  King  affembled  the  Burgeffrs  in  the 
town-heufe,  where  he  made  an  elegant, 
concife,  and  moving  fpecch  paid  the 
inhabitants  very  great  compliments,  and 
recommended  the  defence  of  the  city ; 
which  they  echoed  they  would  do  to  the 
laif  man  and,  after  making  an  energe¬ 
tic  v>roIuJe,  he  concluded  his  fneech  with 
thefr  words:  “  Friends  an»\  fubjedii, 
“  Your  own  freedom  and  liberty  are  it 
“  Hake— my  crown,  and  even  iny  fon’* 
“  fucceffion  to  the  Swedifh  throne !  Got- 
“  tenhurgh  is  the  key  to  our  kingdom  ; 
“  and  wc  muft  defend  it  to  the laH  man!’’

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— To  wliitli  they  exclhimed,  in  an  ec- 
ftacv  of  loyalty,  “  Yes  !  ^  es !  Long  live 
tJuftaviis  !  vVe  will  defend  him  fo  long 
as  we  have  powder  and  ball!”— at  the 
fame  time  flitdillng  tears  tor  joy.— T  he 
fame  day,  in  the  forenoim,  the  l\ince  of 
HefTe,  who  was  at  no  Icfs  dill.mce  than 
live  SweJilh  miles  with  his  army,  had 
the  ftupid  effrontery  and  impudence  to 
fend  in  his  adjulant-genf  ral,  with  two 
trumpeters  to  demand  poffcfiion  of  the 
town.  We  had  then  picquets  out  as  far 
as  Myabro,  about  two  miles  from  henre ; 
at  which  place,  when  thev  arrived,  they 
were  hnnrcdiately  VditMlfolded  by  our 
dragoo’.’.s,  and  in  this  manner  carTied  be¬ 
fore  ihi  lling,  who  told  the  .Vdjutar.t, 
that,  in  place  of  fiicii  a  rmfllnger,  he 
ctight  to  i)e  received  as  a  fpy  However, 
after  cr.c  or  two  minutrs  deteniion,  the 
King  riifcharged him  with  every  mark  of 
jndiyni  V  ;  and  deGred  him  to  tell  the 
)’rir:rc  of  HefTe,  *‘  Gotteiiburgh  was  rea- 
•*  dy  to  receive  him  !”  l'po:i  this  he 
vas  reiiirr.cd  again  as  he  came,  blindfol¬ 
ded.,  aiiiid.lt  the  tlalh  and  clang  of  mili¬ 
tary  arrangements;  for  juft  then,  the  r.- 
larrn  had  licat  for  all  the  troi'ps,  horfr 
and  fo;»t,  to  come  out  and  be  reviewed. 

Lkpt<7Ls.',fn<)ff.  i8.  Hy  letters  receiv¬ 
ed  this  d.a\  from  Gottenbyrgh,  dated  the 
1 6th  irHant,  it  appears  that  a  further 
armiftice  for  four  weeks  had  l)rc;>  th.tt 
ilay  agreed  upon  between  the  King  of 
Sweden  and  tne  Prince  of  lleffc. 

Elfir.eur,  03.  21.  We  hear  froin  Got- 
tenburgh,  that  the  ccllation  of  arms  is  a- 
gain  renewed  betwixt  the  Norwegian  or 
Ruffian  auxiliary  treKipsand  the  Swedes, 
from  the  i6ih  Getober  until  the  i6th 
November.  This  new-  ceffation  of  hc- 
iiditics  fur  a  month,  is  orxaltoned  hy  the 
snediation  and  threats  of  Pri.ula  and 
Great  Dritain.  The  triple  alliance  be¬ 
twixt  Britain,  Prufita,  and  Hohan.l,  has 
rendered  them  t*’e  arbiters  of  F.'iropr. 

Intelligence  cf  the  moft  unequivncil 
kind  is  received,  that  the-  Lfanifh  troops 
Itavc complctclv  evacuated  Sweden:  and 
that  the  combined  fqua  lroii  of  RulFia 
and  Denni.irk,  under  cnmniind  of  the 
Ruffian  Vice-. Admiral  I>Jien,  has  alfo 
left  its  iiatioH  before  Gottniburidi 
(  which  port  is  now  ag.iin  open},  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Cojicnhagen  Road-..  All  this 
has  been  eflt^fed  by  the  medd''li'in  of 
Great  Britain,  Pruffia,  and  Holland, 
under  whole  aufpices  atrea’y  of  lina!  ac- 
commoilation  is  now  negociailug,  which 
will  probably  end  in  bringing  .about  a 
complete  treaty  of  peace  among  the  bel¬ 
ligerent  powers  on  the  CouiL''.cnt. 


While  the  King  of  Sweden  was  In 
D.ilecarlia,  he  went  with  his  fuite  to  Fah- 
b.m,  to  fee  the  copper  mines  there.  His 
Majefly  went  dow  n  into  the  grand  fub- 
lerranean,  called  the  Council  Parlour,  cut 
out  of  a  rock  118  fathom  deep  ;  where, 
after  having  attentively  examined  this 
rich  mine,  his  Majefty  opened  the  mi¬ 
ners  day-book,  and  wrote  w’tih  his  own 
hand  as  follows ;  “  At  the  age  of  nine 
years,  f.e.  in  1755,  1  defeended  for  the 
firft  time  into  this  fubtciranean ;  at  twen¬ 
ty  years  of  age,  Sept.  20,  1768,  I  went 
a  fecend  time  as  Prince  Royal  of  Swed¬ 
en  ;  and  this  day  1  have  vifiud  for  the 
third  time  this  valuable  treafure  of  my 
kingdom,  and  have  defeendrd  to  the 
depth  of  near  118  fathoms,  as  King  of 
Sweden.  Written  in  the  Council  Parlour 
of  the  great  mine,  .Sept.  20.  17S8.” 

V  The  king  of  Pruffu  ordered  his  mini- 
fler,  the  Coun  de  Khode,  to  read  to  the 
Count  de  Kcrnltorff  a  declaration,  Bating, 
that  he  bad  liclieved  that  the  Danes,  in 
the  fucc'-ur  they  had  yielded  to  Ruffia, 
had  conEned  themfelves  to  a  Ample  de- 
monflration  of  friendCtip,  and  that  their 
troops  would  not  have  a£led  offenflvely 
againft  the  Swedes;  but  finding  it  other- 
wife,  and  that  the  Dantih  troops  had 
taken  poffcffion  of  feveral  Swedifh  pofi!', 
he  found  it  the  interell  of  his  kingdom 
to  oppofe  their  progrefs  ;  and  he  conlc- 
qtu’ii'lv  declared  to  his  Danifh  Majefty, 
tiiat  if  he  did  not  order  his  troops  to  re¬ 
tire  without  delay,  he  would  march  in¬ 
to  liolftein,  and  take  poffcffion  of  that 
Duchy:  that  the  uiklcrfignctl  demanded 
an  iininei'.iate  aiifwer  ;  that  hr  was  pre¬ 
vented  from  giving  a  copy  tS  this  decla¬ 
ration,  but  was  ordered  limply  to  read  it 
to  the  minifler  of  Dcnma.'k,  and  to  re¬ 
quite  an  anfwer. 

The  Count  dc  Rernftorffanfwered  pre¬ 
liminarily,  that  his  Danifh  Majefty  dif- 
avowet!  ail  intention  of  aifting  lioifiieiy 
rgaiiifl  .S-a-eden — that  he  had  confined 
I'.iiufelf  to  a  faithful  difeharge  of  his  trea¬ 
ty  with  his  ally,  and  that  ail  his  efforts 
had  tended  to  the  reftoration  of  peace— 
t*- at  he  was  aftonifi-.cd  to  hear  his  Pruf- 
li.in  .Majefty  talk  of  a  war  between  Den¬ 
mark  and  Sweden,  when  the  King  of 
Sweden  bad  acknowledged  that  no  fuch 
war  exifled. 

L;  ttiTs,  of  the  f.rft  authority,  from  the 
Northern  ports,  were,  yefterday,  receiv¬ 
ed  hy  the  merchams,  an.l  they  uiiiforin- 
ly  concur  in  ftating— That  the  King  of 
Prnffa  has  notified  to  the  Prince  of 
Hcffi— That,  iinlefs  he  breaks  up  hi* 
camp,  and  ;uardiC3  out  of  Sweden,  by 
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the  i6th  of  this  month,  at  U’hich  tim: 
the  armiftice  will  end,  he  will  certainly 
march  a  IxmIv  of  troops  into  his  territo¬ 
ries,  feizc  upon  Holftcin,  and,  with  ano¬ 
ther  force,  give  battle  to  the  troops  in 
Skveden. 

The  king  of  PntiTia,  in  the  manlreno, 
dated  the  nth  of  Otfloher,  whkh  his 
ambafTadorhas  jult  delivered  to  the  Court 
of  Poland,  “  foleninly  protefts  agahift 
the  treaty  of  alliance  betwixt  Kiiflla  and 
Poland.  His  PrulTian  Majrfty  vonfiders 
this  a'liance  as  an  inlidlous  defign  to  en¬ 
gage  Poland  in  a  war  with  their  heft 
and  mnft  powerful  neighbours,  the  T urki, 
which  mull  be  very  deflrutflive  to  Po¬ 
land,  attended  with  dan  er  to  his  own 
Dates,  and  which  will  infallibly  extend 
the  flames  of  war.  For  thefe  reafons  his 
Prnllian  Majcfty  hopes  Poland  and  Ruf- 
fia  will  r,ive  up  this  intended  alliance- 
hut  if  they  do  not,  the  King  ofTers  to 
Poland  his  alliance,  and  1  renewal  of  the 
treaties  which  fubfill  between  Prullla  and 
Poland  His  Majefty  alfo  engages  to 
guarantee  the  P<ili(h  nation  from  all  fo¬ 
reign  opprelTion,  and  from  any  hoDlIe 
attack  of  the  Ottoman  Porte,  if  they 
will  follow  his  count’d  ;  but  if  they  con¬ 
clude  the  allianc?  with  P.uflla.  which  his 
PrulTian  Majefly  confj.'ers  as  a  projeft 
formed  agaiufl  him,  and  a  di  fign  t<>  en¬ 
gage  the  Repuol'c  ill  an  open  war  with 
the  Turks,  he  will  be  imtler  the  neref- 
fity  of  immediately  taking  fuch  Heps  as 
are  proper  for  his  own  prefi  rvation,  and 
to  prevent  the  de&gns  equally  danger¬ 
ous  to  l»oth  Sra'es.  But  he  hopes  the 
true  patiiots  and  citizens  of  Poland  will 
unite  with  him  to  prevent  the  danger 
with  wliirh  their  country  is  menaced; 
and  his  Mall  fly  will  grant  them  the  moft 
powerful  uiccours  to  maintain  the  inde¬ 
pendence,  lilicrty,  and  fecurity  of  Po¬ 
land.

Thofe  who  are  in  the  interelt 
of  the  two  Imperial  Courts,  pretend  thar 
they  will  not  delay  making  a  counter¬ 
declaration — The  Court  of  Berlin,  how¬ 
ever,  does  not  want  its  pirtifans  who  are 
higlily  pleal'cd  at  the  eppofition  Ra.Ta 
meets  with.  Many  of  the  Nobles  have 
been  to  return  the  Pniflian  rninii'ter 
thanks ;  and  they  talk  of  fending  a  de- 
ptitatio'i  to  Beilin,  in  order  to  do  the 
fame  in  a  folrian  manner. 

L-ydcii.  0.7. 1 1  .\  placart  has  been  ilTi'erl 
by  the  States  of  Hoilandand  Weft  Frife- 
land,  dated  the  .teth  ult.  by  which  their 
H.  MiphtineflVs  have  opened  a  loan  from 
the  inhabiuiitb  of  the  province,  fuited  to 
their  feveral  ranks,  llatums,  and  poff  f- 
fions,  for  which  rhe}*  are  to  receive  in- 
terclt  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half  per 
cent,  payable  by  ir.ftalments  during  the 
fpace  of  one  year,  coniiiiencing  with  the 
month  of  January  1 789.  All  perfona, 
however,  whofe  property  does  not  a- 
mount  Lona fide  to  more  than  irco  flo¬ 
rins,  are  exempted  from  this  contribu¬ 
tion.

The  account  is  literally 
a*  follows :  a  large  bay  has  been  lately 
difeovrred  on  the  fouthern  peninfuia  of 
Africa,  within  40  Icaaucs  or  thereaboutj 
of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  where 
whales  are  m  fuch  ahoiulance,  that  there 
is  always  a  cett.ainty  of  many  more  (hips 
than  we  at  present  en  ploy  annu.illy  in  the 
Greenland  whale  fidiery,  getting  a  com- 
pK'te  lading  in  a  very  Hiort  time,  and  it 
IS  the  more  likely  to  be  very  valuable,  as 
m.sny  of  them  arc  of  the  ('|v-rinatttl 
kind.  The  length  of  the  voyage  is  the 
principal,  and  probably  almoll  the  only  ob* 
jrdlioa  that  can  be  made,  being  five 
limes  as  long  as  a  vovage  to  Greenland ; 
but  this  is  overiialanced  by  the  certainty 
cf  a  cargo,  and  that  of  the  bed  anil  moll 
valuable  hind.  In  the  Greenland  fifhery 
fbe  unceitainly  is  very  great;  many  of 
the  (liip*  come  home  clean.  Come  loft  in 
the  ice,  tew  catch  more  than  a  fourth  part 
of  what  they  could  contain,  or  to  m.ike 
good  tlie  exptnets,  were  it  not  for  the 
iiarinna!  hiiunty.

Dr  Heberden  was  feiit  for  expref*,  t* 
attend  a  confulration  wiih  Sir  George 
Baker,  and  notice  was  fern  laA  night  to 
tow’n,  of  the  dtawlng-room  being  poft- 
poned. 

The  Roman  Catholicks,  ever  fbrarard 
to  Ihew  their  loyalty  and  regard  to  their 
prefent  Sovereign,  have  offered  up  public 
prayers  in  their  chapels  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  his  life,  and  the  tpeedy  return  of 
his  health,  fo  ardently  wifned  by  all  ranks 
of  people.

On  Thutfday  morning  early,  his  Mi-

Majefiy ;  but  before  the  arrival  oi  Dr 
'Warren,  his  Majeily  was  let  bloeej  by 
the  advice  of  Sir  George  Baker.  Dr 
Warren  arrived  at  the  Queen’s  Lcxlgc  a- 
bout  eleven  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and 
immediately  applied  a  bliiler  to  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  head.  Dr  Ileberden,  who  lives  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Windfor,  alfo  at¬ 
tended  the  confultaticn  as  a  fiicnd'y 
pliyfician. 

if  an  extreme  dejedlicn  on  the  toun- 
teiianccs  of  nine  tenths  of  the  inhabitants 
ef  the  n:etiopolis,on  account  of  his  Ma- 
jef.y’s  dangerous  illcefs,  be  a  fymjMoui 
of  love  and  reverence  ot  the  people  tor 
h's  auguft  ptrfoii,  it  was  mar.ilclliy 
Ihcwn  ytften;ay,  and  more  parlieiilatly 
fo  when  an  alarm  was  fpread  that  ihc 
King  was  no  mere.

■was  vif.ttd  by  thcgreatell  calar.-iity  thrt 
it  could  pclfi'Mly  experience.  Unrt  igr.i.d 
thanks  are,  however,  due  to  the  gi<  at 
Difpofer  of  evmts,  that  he  has  not  yet 
fullered  that  aRliilion  to  come  upon  rs  ; 
and,  if  the  uniied  prayers  of  a  kingdem 
can  prevail,  we  might  flatter  ouilclses 
■with  hopes  that  this  nxlanclioly  occur- 
itnce  is  yet  at  feme  diltanre. 

14.  From  uine  o’clock  on  Tuefday 
evening  until  lafl  night,  hisMajeliy  flept 
only  two  hours.

The 
diferder  under  whic'n  his  Majeny  labour- 
td,  had  picver.te  !  i.ini  from  nieeting  his 
Parliameiit  agrtrili’.e  tothe  lawand  con- 
flittuion.  in  fut  ii  a  fauation  it  was  l.ig 
Lr.rdfhip’s  peruii.T  piovii  tc  to  base 
waited  up-'U  the  King,  anti  ti>  have  re¬ 
ceived  his  cotnitiands;  but  [unhappily 
tlx  iiialady  was  of  futb  a  nature,  as  to 
prevent  his  having  aertfs  to  tiie 
perl'oii.  It  was  therefore  iiiipofTibir  that 
he  ccultf  convey  the  King’s  wdl  and 
pleafure  to  the  lloufe.  Their  Lnrdfhipj 
would,  no  doubt,  take  futh  'ail’e  and 
prudent  Heps  as  the  prefent  cxigtacy  of 
affairs  required. 

His  Lordlhip  having  delivered  thefe 
few  lentences,  fat  down,  and  the  Houle 
remained  in  a  deep  Clence  for  a  fkort 
I'pate— w  hen 

Earl  Cavrdfn  rofe,  and,  in  a  low  tone 
cf  voice,  obftrved,  that  the  prefent  un¬ 
happy  derangement  of  his  Majefty’s 
heaUh,  and  the  fituation  into  which  the 
public  affairs  were  thrown,  was  a  new  e- 
vent  in  the  hiftory  of  this  country.  The 
mcafures  neceffary  to  be  adopted  upon 
fuch  an  important  occafioii,  ffiould  he 
weighed  with  the  utmoft  deliberation, 
and  entered  into  with  the  extreme  cf 
caution.  It  had  been  the  conflant  ufage 
and  praiflice,  and  in  the  ordinary  courfc 
of  Parliamentary  proceedings,  to  give 
40  days  notice  of  meeting.  His  Lordfh'p 
did  not  know  there  was  any  expiefs  law 
which  marked  out  thepiccii'e  peiiodof  40 
days :  unlefs,  indeed,  theulage  had  made 
it  a  law.  However,  there  was  a  pofitive 
afl  of  Parliament,  which  eicclared  that, 
in  cafe  of  an  invarion,  or  any  other 
great  national  uifaflcr,  Parliament  fhould 
be  affembleri  within  fourteen  clays.  If 
the  King  did  not  recover  in  that  time, 
the  buiiuefs  to  be  laid  before  the  Houle 
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vas  of  fuch  magnituJf,  that  rot  only  a 
general  fummons  ought  to  be  ifl'jed,  but 
every  Peer  of  Parliament  ought,  if  pofli- 
ble,  to  be  perfonaliy  fummoneil,  or,  if 
that  was  not  pradicable,  to  be  written  to 
by  the  l.ord  Clam  illor,  and  informing 
him  of  the  weighty  conerns  Mhich  were 
about  to  be  agitatfi.  If  the  noble 
Lords  were  impreiled  with  the  f-me  i- 
dea  that  his  Lordihip  was,  it  would  be 
necdlcU  to  enter  any  farther  into  the 
fubjetfl.  He  therelore,  in  the  firft  in- 
Iknce,  moved  the  queflion  of  adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Lard  Sydney  feconded  the  motion. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  put  the  queltion, 

“  That  this  Home  do,  upon  its  rifing, 
adjourn  to  this  day  fortnight.”— Order¬ 
ed. 

Earl  Cdmden  then  made  his  other  mo¬ 
tions,  “  That  the  H<iufe  be  fummoned 
for  that  day.” — Ordered. — “  That  the 
Lord  Chancellor  be  dt  fired  to  write  let¬ 
ters  to  all  the  Peers  requefting  their  at¬ 
tendance."— —OrdtreJ.  And  the  lloufe 
immciliately  broke  up. 

H.  of  C.  Ntn'.  10.  I  he  Speaker  having 
come  dowTi  about  three  o’clock,  waited 
feme  time  for  Mr  Pitt;  the  liaufe  by 
this  time  was  nnarkably  full;  in  the 
courfe  of  a  few  minutes. 

The  Speaker  addrrjfed  the  Members 
in  ihefe  >»  ords : 

‘‘  Gentlemen, 

“  As  there  has  been  no  coinmiflion  for 
the  further  prorogation  of  Parliament,  is 
it  your  plcafure  that  1  now  take  the 
chair  r”  (This  being  afiented  to  una 
voce,  he  took  it  immediately.)  He  then 
informed  the  Huufc  of  the  number  of 
writs  which  he  had  ilfued  in  the  recefs, 
and  IcTcral  Members  returned  upon  new 
writs,  took  the  ufual  oaths,  and  their 
feats. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Excheqver  rofe, 
and  having  in  a  few  words  lamcntedthe 
fituation  of  his  Majtfty,  recurred  to  the 
ufual  and  efiablifiitd  mode  of  opening 
Parliament,  by  a  proclamation  from 
the  Crown  ;  as  this  mode  could  not  l)e 
followed  at  prefent,  in  confequence  of 
the  continuance  of  his  Majelty’s  ilincfi, 
he  trufted  that  Gentlemen  would,  with¬ 
out  any  debate,  feel  the  propriety  of  ac¬ 
ceding  to  an  adjournment  for  fome 
time.  Few  inAances  cf  fo  Angular  a 
nature  have  occurred  ;  and  as  bis  Majcf- 
ty’s  MiniAers  during  liis  prefent  alarm¬ 
ing  illnefs  could  not  1  ive  accefs  to  him, 
and  as  he  was  Aill  unable  to  give  any  in- 
AriuAion  to  proceed  on  the  difeufion  of 
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any  point,  he  truAcd  that  the  lloufe 
would  be  unanimous.  The  motion  he 
intended  to  fubmit  to  the  Houfe,  was, 
•*  That  this  houfe  on  its  riling  do  ad¬ 
journ  to  this  day  fortnight and  if^ 
contrary  to  the  prayers  and  wifhes  of 
the  nation,  the  King’s  illnefs  Ihould  be 
protrailcd  beyond  that  period,  the  Houfe 
in  its  wifdom,  no  doubt,  would  make  no 
delay  in  deliberating  and  putting  into  e.x- 
ccution  the  moA  conAitutional  means  of 
t  xercifing  their  funrflion  in  the  difpatch 
of  public  bufinefs,  and  at  the  Cime  time, 
in  adopting  fuch  a  form  preparative 
thereto,  as  might  give  that  weight  and 
Iblemnity  to  the  mode  of  entering  there¬ 
on,  as  the  ufual  form  in  fuch  cafes  was 
known  to  imprefs ;  and  in  cafe  this  mo¬ 
tion  ihould  be  agreed  to,  it  was  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  propefe  a  fecond,  which  he  truA- 
ed  would  meet,  the  approbation  of  Gen¬ 
tlemen— which  was,  “  That  the  lloufe 
Aiould  be  called  over  on  this  day  fort¬ 
night,  as  the  likelieA  means  of  infuring 
the  fulleA  attendance,  fuch  as  he  law  at 
prefent.  The  Speaker  having  put  tlicfc 
two  motions,  they  were  carried  unaiii- 
moufly— After  which  hepropofeda  third, 
viz.  “  That  Mr  Speaker,  in  the  interim, 
be  diredled  to  write  circular  letters  to  t!ie 
SheriAs  and  Stewards  of  the  levv-ral 
counties,  in  order  to  inform  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  necelfity  of  their  attendance 
on  that  day.” — Unanimoufly  agreed  to. 
-Adjourned.

The  AmbafTador  Extraordinary  of 
her  Mijrfty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the 
llufTpa  has  hitherto  oblerved  the  moil 
profound  filence,  and  hM  not  made  the 
leafl  reprefehtation  againil  any  of  the  re- 
foluiions  of  the  illuftrloui  States  Iflerob* 
led,  although  they  have  already  infrin¬ 
ged  the  conllitution  agreed  on  between 
The  three  courts,  in  1776,  without,  how¬ 
ever,  offering  any  direft  attack  on  the  aft 
of  guarantee  of  1775.  orders  of 

the  Emprefs  having  always  contained  e- 
vident  proofs  of  her  amicable  intentions 
towards  the  Poliih  nation, the  underfigned 
W'fhed  never  to  fee  himfclf  reduced  to  the 
difagreeable  neceffityof  proteftiiig  againil 
any  attempt  to  the  form  of  government 
folemnly  confirmed  by  the  tre-ty  of  the 
aft  of  guarautce  in  1775.  Yet,  never- 
thclcfs,  an  attempt  of  this  nature  being 
contained  in  many  of  the  prqjcftf,  whkii 
have  a  defign  to  ellablilh  a  permanent 
Diet,  and  tufubvert  alfo  all  the  farm  of

The  Diet  of  Poland  has  given  an  an- 
fwer  to  the  Emprefs  of  Ruifia’s  memori¬ 
al  ;  it  contains  three  points,  the  chief  of 
which  goes  to  aifert  the  full  independence 
of  the  Republic  upon  any  foreign  power; 
confcqueutly,  it  mainiaiiis  that  the  Po- 
lilh  nation  in  Diet  alTembled,  has  a  right 
to  make  and  repeal  lavrs,  without  the 
intermeddlir.g  of  any  Prince  whatever. 

The  Diet  moreover  di-Cres  afrcih  the 
Empiefs  to  order  her  troops  to  evacuate 
the  territories  of  the  Republic,  although 
they  were  under  the  ftrifteft  difcipliiie, 
yet  they  muil  prove  burdenfome  to  its 
fubjefts.

Ixird  Siormont  fpo’ice  in  the  courfe  of 
their  e.iaminatron,  and  a  minute  was  ta'- 
kea  of  the  fcveral  queRions  that  were 

}iut  to  them,  and  the  an'wers  they  de« 
ivered. 

After  rhe  phyficians  had  retired,  the 
Council  came  to  the  following  refolu- 
tion  : — “  That  the  lefult  of  their  pro- 
ceedCngs  fhould  he  laid  before  Parlia¬ 
ment,  and  that  a  comm.ittec  of  both 
Houfes  be  appointed'  to  ftarch  for  prece¬ 
dents,  and  report  theirprngrefs  on  Mon¬ 
day  next,  to  whitli  time  P'arliarr.ent 
fhould  be  adjourned ;  then  to  receive  the 
report  of  the  committee,  and  adopt  the 
nec  fiary  meafures  in  confequcnce.’’ 

At  four  o’clock  the  Couticil  Lrslte  up. 

ff.  of  i,.  Dte.  s[.  Tl.'f  Lord  Coancellor 
rofe  and  informed  the  Houfe,  that,  in  o- 
becricncc  to  their  commands,  he  had  fent 
letters  ronnd  to  every  Peer,  earr.cRly  re- 
CiUefUng  their  attendance  that  day,  and 
tnat  he  had  received  letters  in  anfwtr 
from  fuch  Lords  as  were  then  abfent 
(naming  them,)  Rating  that  their  abfence 
was  caufed  by  illnefs,  and  that  they  ho¬ 
pe.!  for  their  Lr.rdfhips  indulgence  oft 
not  feeing  them  that  day  In  their  places. 

7he  Lord  Prefdent  of  the  Council  (Lord 
Camden)  next  refe,  and  lamented  that 
thtir  I.ordfhips  had  again  been  obliged 
to  aiTemble,  wiihout  hearing  a  fpeech 
from  the  throne,  a  circtimllance  occafion- 
ed  by  the  continued  infirmity  of  his  Mi- 
jefty,  which  Rill  rendered  him  incapable 
of  meeting  his  P.irliamcr.t,  or  attending 
to  any  public  bulinefs  whatever  ;  by  the 
abfence  and  incapacity  of  the  King,  the 
Earl  cbfci'vcd  that  the  Icgiflaturc  was  de- 
fc 


feftive  and  Incomplete,  whence  all  the 
fundtions  of  the  executive  government 
of  the  country  M'ere  adlualty  fufpended  ; 
that  it  was  impolfiblc  for  the  country  to 
remain  in  that  conditicn,  ar.d  that  in  the 
maimed  and  difmembered  llate  of  toe 
legiflature,  it  devolved  on  the  two  Houfes 
of  Parliament  to  make  fome  proviCon  to 
fupply  the  deficiency,  and  fuch  a  provi* 
fion  as  {hould  be  coinpeteiK  to  the  necef- 
fity  of  the  cafe  ;  but  before  the  two 
b.  anches  of  the  legifiature  took  any  Hep 
on  a  fubjedl  of  fo  truly  delicate  and  im> 
ponaiit  a  nature,  the  neceflity  of  the  cafe 
muft  be  proved.  Wkh  that  view,  there¬ 
fore,  and  with  that  view  only,  the  Lords 
of  the  Council  had  called  the  five  phtfi- 
cians  who  attended  his  Majeily  during 
his  ilinefs  (>ef"rc  die  Board,  and  had  fe- 
verally  examined  them  on  oath  as  to  the 
Aate  of  his  Maiefty’s  health,  and  their 
opinion  of  the  dmatir  n  of  his  malady, 
and  the  prnbabiliiy  of  his  recovery.  Tins 
(although  the  Lords  of  th<  Council  had, 
Bs  It  were,  loft  the  fpring  and  motion  of 
moft  of  their  confultations  andfanctiens) 
he  conceived  the  Board  might  legally  do, 
as  the  precedents  of  their  proceedings 
under  former  fimilar  fituations  of  the 
oountry  fufBcientLy  evincxd.  It  had  not, 
be  faid,  licen  deemed  wife  or  nroper,  that 
every  quefiion  that  of  a  fudden  might 
(tart  into  the  head  of  any  individual  Lird 
«.f  the  Council  Ihould  be  put  to  the  phy- 
ficiaiis,  and  therefore  it  had  be  en  fettled 
what  qurftions  ftn»Hhl  be  put  to  tiiem, 
and  by  ’  'hom,  previous  to  their  having 
been  called  into  the  Hoard  Room,  and  a 
minute  of  the  whole  examinations  had 
been  taken  dow  n  in  w  ritiiig  at  the  time. 
V'ith  the  leave  of  their  Lordfiiips,  he 
would  p-efent  a  copy  of  the  minute  of 
the  queftions  that  had  been  put  to  the 
phyficiaits.  and  their  anfweis  ;  from 
which  their  Lordlhip*  would  know  au¬ 
thentically  what  was  the  ftateof  hia  Ma- 
Jelty’s  health,  and  the  opinion  of  hit 
phyficians  as  to  the  probability  of  his  re¬ 
covery. 

The  queftion  having  been  put  that  the 
minute  be  prefented.  Ordered. 

The  clerk  then  read  the  minute,  which 
contained  the  exminaiions  of  Dr  War¬ 
ren,  Sir  George  Baker,  Sir  Lucas  Pepys, 
Pr  Reynolds,  and  Dr  Addingron.  Tlie 
ftrft  queftion  put  to  each  of  the  pbyfi- 
cians  was,  in  fubftance,  “  whether  they 
thought  his  Majefty’s  prefent  indifpofi- 
tion  rendered  him  incapable  of  meeting 
Ills  Parliament,  or  attending  to  any  fort 
«r  publk  buHncfs;*’  lo  which  they  all  in 


difTerent  words  declared,  that  “  he  cer¬ 
tainly  was  incapable.”  The  other  qiief- 
tions  went  to  their  opinion  of  the  proba¬ 
bility  of  his  recovery,  and  the  duration 
of  Ins  ilinefs,  and  to  the  grounds  on  which 
they  founded  their  fevera!  anfwers,  whe¬ 
ther  from  any  particular  fyinptfun  in  hf» 
Majefty’s  difoider,  from  experience,  or 
from  l)oth  ?  They  all  afligned  reafons 
for  thinking  that  his  Majelty  was  likely 
to  recover,  but  could  give  no  fatisfatftiop 
as  to  the  time  of  the  duration  of  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  ilinef,,  and  declared  their  opinion* 
were  not  founded  on  any  particular  fvnio- 
tom  in  his  Majefty’s  cafe,  but  from  thw 
own  experience,  and  the  experience  of 
thole  phyCcians  who  had  lietn  accufto- 
mtd  more  efprcially  to  attend  patient* 
labouring  under  the  fame  infirmity  with 
which  his  majefty  was  afflidhed-  and  who 
had  made  that  branch  of  medicine  the 
peculiar  objedh  of  their  pradlice. 

As  foon  as  ail  the  examinations  had 
Item  read,  the  Lord  P-eJident  moved. 
“  That  the  minute  do  lie  on  the  tabV,” 
which,  oa  the  queftion  put,  w’as  agttei 
to. 

The  Lord  PrefiJcnt  next  moved, 
“  That  the  faid  minute  be  taken  into  con- 
fideration  on  Monday  next,  and  that  the 
I.ords'be  fummoned.”  lkrdrre<l,  tirruiiie 
contradicente.  Adjourned  to  M(  nday. 

There  were  ptefent  147  Peers. 

H.  of  C.  Dre.  4.  As  foon  as  the  Sneak¬ 
er  had  taken  the  chair.  The Chavctilor  cf 
the  Exchequer  rofe,  and  after  prefacing 
his  prefenting  acopy  of  the  minute  of  tiie 
exairdnations  of  Dr  Warrt-n,  Sir  George 
Baker,  Sir  Lucas  Pepys,  Dr  R-ynoldsJ 
and  Dr  Addington,  on  oath  before  the 
Board  of  Privy  Council,  relative  to  the 
ftate  of  the  King’s  health,  the  probabili¬ 
ty  of  his  recovery,  and  the  duration  of 
his  iiidirpofiiion,  with  a  fpccch  fimiler 
in  lublUnce  to  that  of  the  Lord  Frrfi- 
dent  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  moved  for 
leave  to  lay  the  minute  an  the  table. 
Ordered. 

The  fame  was  read  by  Mr  Hatfell. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  then 
moved,  “  That  the  faid  minute  be  taken 
into  confideration  on  Monday  next.’’ 

Mr  Vyner  felt  unwilling  to  fay  a  wor»l 
on  the  fubjeift,  but  declared,  he  could 
not  help  confeffing  that  he  entertained 
feme  doubt,  whether  a  minute  of  e.ta- 
minatinn  before  the  Board  of  Privy  Coun¬ 
cil,  though  taken  on  oath,  was  a  fufncU 
ent  ground  for  a  parliamentary  proceed- 
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The  Chanallar  of  the  Exchequer  faid, 
^hai  It  would  be  time  enough  to  difeufs 
any  I’uch  doubt  on  Monday, 

‘  Mr  Fox  agreed  with  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  but  acknowledged  that 
be  was  glad  the  Hon.  Member  had  men* 
tioned  Ills  doubt,  a«  a  fimilar  doubt  had 
occurred  to  him ;  in  faift,  before  he  came 
down  to  the  Houfe,  he  had  not  made  up 
bi*  mind  upon  the'  fubjedf,  although  he 
was  free  to  confefs,  that  the  minute  that 
bad  been  read,  appeared  to  him  to  be 
jTufliciently  fatisfaAory.  ' 

*'  The  queftion  being  put,  it  was  agreed 
to  nemine  contradicente. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  next 
moved,  that  the  call  of  the  Houfe,  which 
ftood  as  the  order  of  the  day,  be  adjour¬ 
ned  to  that  day  fe’ennight  (next  Thiirf- 
day. )  Agreed  to. 

The  Houfe  then  adjourned  to  Monday 
next.

Of  the  Peers  there  were  more  than 
•ne  thfrd  abfeiit  by  excufe.  In  the  Houfe 
•f  Commons  there  were  only  little  more 
than  a  fixth  part  abfent. 

H.  of  L.  Dec.  8.  The  Marquis  of  Staf¬ 
ford  rofr,  and  lamented  in  verv  feeling 
terms,  the  abfence  of  his  nobie  friend 
(Lord  Camden),  ortafioned  by  illnefs. 
Kis  noble  friend  on  their  laft  meeting 
bail  propofed,  ihould  the  neceflity  con¬ 
tinue,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  fearch 
for  p  recerlents  ;  but  previous  to  fuch  a 
nteaTore  being  adopted,  be  eoplidcrcd 


it  as  a  duty  meumbept  on  hull  to  inform 
thcir'Lordlhips,  that  a  new  circumftancc 
had  arifen,  which  was  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  phyficians.  The  depo- 
fitions  of  the  other  medical  gentlemen, 
taken  before  the  privy  council,  had  beem 
fubmitted  to  their  Lordihips,  and  if  thofe 
depofuions  were  conceived  as  fufficient- 
ly  fatisfadfory  to  the  Houfe,  as  he  ac¬ 
knowledged  th{y  were  to  him,  and  it 
was  thought  abfoluttly  necefTary  to  prq- 
ceed  to  take  fome  mcafures,  he  would 
move  by  way  of  obtaining  the  informa¬ 
tion  in  form,  and  preferving  a  delicacy 
to  the  Royal  family.  That  a  comnittee 
of  Lords  be  appointed,  for  the  purpofe 
6f  examining  the  phyficians  on  the  for¬ 
mer  and  preft-m  hate  of  hi»  Majefly’s 
diforder,  and  that  report  he  made  of  the 
fame.— T  hat  the  committee  confift  of 
twenty-one  Peers.— That  every  Petr  de¬ 
liver  into  the  Clerk  of  the  Houfe,  on  the 
tnorning  before  their  next  fitting,  a  lift 
of  twenty-one  Peers  to  conipofe  the  fai^ 
committee  —That  the  committee  be  al- 
fo  required  to  fearch  for  precedeuts,  and 
repo,  t  the  fame.  * 

The  whole  of  thefe  refolutions  pafied 
without  a  difienting  voice,  andthe  Houfe 
adjourned  till  to-morrow  at  eleven  o’¬ 
clock. 

H,  of  C  Dec.  3.  Mr  Pitt  appeared  a 
little  after /bKro’cUick,  and  exprefli-dhil 
wifhes  of  flibmittlng' to  the  conlidcra- 
tionofthr  Houle,  fome  obfertations  wiib 
regaril  to  the  mode  of  proceediii";  on  the 
bufinefs  now  in  agitation.  His  f  •  utments 
he  would  deliver  previous  to  the  refiKiip- 
tlon  of  the  order  of  the  dav  ;  ai  d  there¬ 
fore  begged  leave  to  ftate,  that,  on  Thurf- 
day  lift,  when  the  motion  had  been 
made,  “  that  the  minute  of  the  exi'ni- 
nation  of  the  phyficians  who  had  aticrd- 
ed  his  Majcfiy  during  his  illutfs,  (as 
delivered  upon  oaA  before  the  Lords  of. 
the  Coum  il)  be  that  day  taken  into  con- 
fi'leration,”  it  had  been  intimated  that 
fome  Gentlemen  entertained  doubts, 
whether  that  would  be  the  proper  way 
to  found  a  Parliamentary  proceetling  I 
and  he  had  at  the  time  hinted  an  id'-a, 
that  the  examlnaticn  having  been  taken 
on  oath  would  be  fufficient,  but  os  he 
had  fpoken  on  the  impiilfe  of  the  mo¬ 
ment,  and  was  exceedingly  defirous  that 
the  mode  of  proceeding  fhould  be  per- 
fedlly  fatisfaAory  to  the  Houfe  in  gene¬ 
ral,  he  wifhed  to  know  If  it  was  the  fenfe 
of  any  nurttber  of  Gentlemen,  that  a  par¬ 
ticular  inquiry,  before  a  rominittee  of 
their  own  Houfe,  would  be  a  more  re¬ 
gular  way  of  proceeding,  and  whether 
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the  comniuntc*tion  alrexly  made  from 
I  the  Privy  Council  of  their  minutes,  was 
*1  not  deemed  fully  fufficient  ?  He  had  far¬ 
ther  to  mention,  that,  Cnee  their  laft 
mci  tin>t,  two  more  phyrieiani  l»ad  been 
.  called  in  to  attend  his  Majefty,  one  of 
I  whom  pofTeired  verj’  peculiar  knowledge 

I  of  the  nature  of  that  malady  under  which 
I  his  Majeftv  unfortunately  laboured. 

Thefe  additional  pliyiicians  had  alfo  been 
examined  before  the  Privy  Council,  but 
poflibly  their  having  been  called  in  might, 
by  ihme  Gentlemen,  be  confulcred  as 
another,  and  a  cogent  reafon  for  apjioint 
ing  a  committee  of  the  Houfc  to  exa¬ 
mine  the  phyfrians  :  he  had  therefore 
thought  it  his  duty  to  throw  out  thefe 
fugveflions,  that  the  Iloufe  might  Cgni- 
fy  its  fenfe  concerning  the  modi  of  ttro- 
ceeding.  ff,  however,  any  individual, 
or  anv  number  of  Gentlemen,  were  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  more  fatisfac- 
t«ry  to  appoint  a  committee,  perhaps, 
by  an  inftnnflion  to  the  faid  committee, 
they  might  not  be  empowered  to  fearch 
for  precedents,  as  well  as  to  examine  the 
pli)licians.  It  mull  Ire  ob/lous  to  every 
one,  that  it  is  abfolutely  neceflary 
to  proiqcd  with  the  ulmoft  difpatch; 
but  it  would  alfq  be  readily  admitted, 
that  their  deliberations  ought  to  he  mark¬ 
ed  by  that  ferious,  folrmn,  and  delicate 
difeufn  tn,  which  the  fubjrdf  demanded. 
Hence,  al'hough  he  would  always  at¬ 
tend  to  the  opinions  of  the  1  louie,  he 
woiil'l  rather  prefer  the  appointment  of 
a  Cl-df  committee,  than  a  public  exa- 
iT!i'iati.in  at  the  bar.  Mr  Pitt  then  mo¬ 
ved,  “  That  the  order  of  the  day  be 
read,  for  taking  into  conCderation  the  re- 
]>ort  of  the  examination  of  the  King’s 
phyficians  by  the  Privy  Council,”  which 
was  done. 

Mr  Por.Ljs  confcfr<d  that  he  did  not 
life  to  make  any  objcdlions  to  the  ap. 
]>ointment  of  the  commitice  now  pro* 
pofed  by  tne  Right  Hon.  gentleman.  It 
j  vas  a  mealure  that  had  his  entire  ap- 
;  probation.  But  he  would  merely  fug- 
gefl  an  idea,  that  might  be  unproved  by 
the  Right  I  Ion.  gentleman,  and  give 
greater  efiecl  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee.  On  former  occiGoiis  in  any 
degree  analacous  to  the  prefent,  it  was 
cuOoniary  for  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
to  fend  fomc  of  its  members  to  meet  fome 
others  deputed  fur  that  puriiofe  by  the 
Houfe  of  Lords,  and  fo  to  form  a  joint 
committee  of  both  Houfes.  Such  a  mea- 
furc,  he  thought,  would  be  very  advife- 
able  in  the  prefent  cafe  :  for  as  the  go- 
.  Vtrnir.cut  mufl  be  fettled  by  the  jcist 
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rcfolutions  of  both  Lords  and  Commons, 
Inch  a  ftep  as  he  recommended,  would 
pave  the  way  to  that  harmony  fo  vciy 
necefiary’  on  all  occafions,  but  pecullarlr 
fo  at  this  critical  moment,  between  butn 
Houfes  of  Parliament.  One  advantage 
that  would  refult  from  a  joint  committee, 
tnufl  (Irike  every  one  ;  all  perfons  who 
gave  evidence  before  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
or  any  of  its  committees,  are  previoufly 
fworn ;  fo  that  though  the  Commons 
could  not  adminifter  an  oath,  the  phy- 
ficians  who  (hnuld  be  examined  by  the 
joint  committee  would  give  their  tefiw 
niuny  upon  oath. 

Mr  Pitt  remarked,  that  he  believed 
the  mode  fuggefted  by  the  Hon.  gentle* 
man  had  been  ailopted,  but  that  it  had 
been  for  a  long  time  abandoned,  and  he 
doubted  whether  it  would  not  be  advife* 
able  in  the  prefent  inifance,  to  avoid  re* 
curring  to  it,  as  it  might,  from  the  for* 
malitics  obfrrveable  on  theoccaGon,por* 
libly  caufe  cither  much  difficulty  or  de¬ 
lay,  each  of  which  he  conceived  every 
gentleman  mull  wi(h  Ihould  not  be  in¬ 
curred.  He  would  proceed  to  ftatc  why 
he  was  of  opinion,  that  the  mode  of 
proceeding  fuggefled  by  the  Hon.  gen- 
tieman,  might  lead  to  difficulty  or  delay. 
He  knew  the  inllancc  the  llonourabk 
gentleman  referred  to,  but  he  did  not 
believe  tliere  were  four  inilances  on  the 
Journals,  and  the  mo'lc  of  confiituting 
a  joint  committee,  as  thofe  inllances  pro* 
ved,  had  been  to  appoint  double  the 
number  of  members  of  that  Houfe,  ia 
proportion  to  the  number  of  Peers  ap^ 
pointed  members  of  the  committee  by 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  he  much  doubted 
whether  the  Houfe  of  Lords  would  con* 
fent  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
fo  conflituteJ  ;  and  therefore  as  it  mufk 
be  extremely  defir.ible  that  no  difierrnce 
ihould  arife  between  the  two  Houfes,  he 
thought  it  more  prudent  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  their  own,  and  adl  upon 
their  report. 

Mr  Pitt  then  moved  the  queftion,  that 
a  committee  be  appointed,  and  that  the 
committe  confift  or  trxenty-onc  merrdters. 

1  his  being  agreed  to,  he  next  proceed¬ 
ed  to  name  the  committee.

•fo  know  the  feiifc  of  Gentlemen  refpec- 
fing  the  committee  of  which  he  had  fpo- 
len,  for  fearching  for  precedents — -lehe- 
thrr  it  ought  to  be  a  feparate  committee. 
Of  whether  that  which  had  been  juft  ap¬ 
pointed  fhould  be  authorifeti  to  fearch 
for  precedents.  If  a  f  parate  committee 
fcould  be  the  wilh  of  Gentlemen,  he  was 
tcaoV  then  to  me  ve  for  it. 

Jt/lr  Frederick  Montague  was  of  opi¬

Thr  Cf'anteUor  of  ilje  Excherwr  ob- 
fcrvcd,  that  in  whatever  fenfe  he  had  un- 
d.rfto^  the  Right  Hon.  gentleman  on  a 
former  day.  he  conceived  it  to  be  his  dn- 
tv  to  unutrftand  him  now  according  to 
ti'.e  exp'anation  he  had  juft  delivered. 
But  flill  thyc  was  a  queftion  of  funda¬ 
mental  moment  to  the  principles  of  the 
conftitution,  that  mull  now  lie  afeertain- 
cd,  for  the  benefit  not  only  of  the  prefent 
but  of  future  times.  The  Right  Hon. 
gentleman  had  remaiked,  that,  though 
the  Prince  of  Wales  had  an  indifputable 
claim  to  the  regency,  it  was  the  biifintfs 
nf  Parliament  to  adjudicate  that  claim; 
and  thasit  was  not  a  matter  of  diferetion 
in  the  two  Houfes,  but  that  they  were 
inertly  to  recognize  arj  adjudge  bij  Royal 
Highneft’i  right.  This  was  a  doiSl.-ine 
that  tended  to  unfettle  the  cflablifiied 
maxims  of  ronflitutional  precedent,  to 
contradiift  and  counteradl  the  wil'dom  of 
.our  fore-fathers,  and  to  diminifh  the  dif- 
rretion.iry  and  deliberative  pow'ers  of  the 
two  Mouies.  He  would,  therefore,  per¬ 
emptorily  deny,  that  fuch  a  dodliine  was, 
as  the  propounder  of  it  fuppofed,  agree¬ 
able  to  the  conftitution. —  This  queftion 
being  now  introduced,  it  would  be  pro¬ 
per  to  difeufs  it  as  an  abftraift  queftion, 
before  any  meafures  fhould  be  taken  to 
appoint  a  regent. 

Whether  the  Prince  was  or  was  not  the 
xnoft  (it  perlbn  to  be  intrufted  with  the 
Regency,  was  a  point  that  w'ould  be  ex¬ 
amined  when  the  ftate  of  the  motion  was 
inquired  into.  But  the  queftion  of  dif 
eretion  involved  the  deareft  principles  of 
the  conftitution,  the  moft  valuable  in- 
terefts  and  liberties  of  the  country.  That 
however  decided  he  might  be  in  his  opi¬ 
nion  againft  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
regal  power  being  invefted  in  the  Prince 
of  Wedety  as  a  matter  of  right  (in  any 


way  in  which  that  right  had  been  ex¬ 
plained,)  he  was  eoually  ready  to  lay,  that 
as  a  matter  of  aifireiion,  and  on  the 
ground  oi expediency,  it  was,  in  his  opi¬ 
nion,  highly  dcfirap!e,that  whatever  part 
of  the  regal  power  it  was  nccefiirj'  fhould 
be  excrcifed  at  all,  during  this  unhappy 
interval,  (hnukl  be  vefted  in  one  perlbn, 
and  that  perfon  the  Prince  of  H'alcj. 
That  he  alio  thought  it  moft  confillent 
with  true  conftitutional  principles,  and 
moll  for  the  public  convenience,  that  his 
Royal  nighnefs  ftioiild  extreife  that  por¬ 
tion  of  authority  (whatever  it  might  be) 
unfettered,  free,  and  uncoKtrouIed  ny  any 
permanent  Council,  and  with  the  free 
Choice  of  his  Political  I  rienbs  as  hi* 
Ministers.  Wth  regard  to  the  Por¬ 
tion  of  Royal  Authority  which  ouglit  to 
be  given,  or  that  which  ought  to  be 
•withheld,  it  would  be  premature  in  thi« 
llage  to  enter  into  the  particular  difcuf- 
fion  of  it ;  but  he  had  no  ohjeAicn,  even 
now,  to  declare  in  general,  that  vjhat^ 
ver  Authority  was  necejfary  for  carrying 
on  the  public  bulinefs  with  vigour  ana 
difpatch,  and  for  providing,  during  this 
interval,  for  the  lafcty  and  intereffs  of 
oeranvey ,  ought  to  be  given  i  but,  oa 
the  other  hand,  any  Authority  net  necejfury 
for  thefe  purpofies,  and  capable  of  being 
by  pofTibility  employed  in  any  way 
which  might  tend  to  emharrafs  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  King's  lan^al  Authority,  when 
he  fhould  be  enabled  to  relume  it  into 
his  own  hands,  ought  to-be  withheld— 
becaufe,  from  its  being  given,  more  in¬ 
convenience  might  arife  to  the  future  In- 
Urejls,  both  of  the  People  and  of  tho 
Crown,  than  any  which  could  arifc  ia 
the  mean  time  from  its  temporary  fuf- 
pciifion. 

Air  Fox  rofe  again,  and  made  fome 
funher  obfervations,  one  of  which  was, 
that  if  the  tw’o  Houfes  fhould  withhold 
any  part  of  the  Ibvereignty  from  the 
Piince,  they  would  legillate,  which  they 
had  no  right  to  do,  without  the  concur¬ 
rence  andfuniftionof  the  third  branch  of 
the  legiQature. 

Afr  Sheridan  deprecated  the  idea  of 
making  the  Prince’s  right  a  queftion  ia 
the  committee ;  fuch  a  proceeding  might 
reduce  bad  confcquences,  but  could  not 
e  produdlive  of  a  Angle  good  one.  The 
Houfe  fhould  take  care  how  it  pronmhd 
a  claim  that  bad  not  yet  been  made,  f  T  hi* 
latt  expreflion  produced  a  itrong  erv  of 
difapprobation  from  the  miniftcr’s  ft  le 
of  the  Houfe.]

Earl  Camden  immediately  rofe,  and 
after  a  fuitahle  introduiftion,  obfen’ed, 
that  it  appeared  to  him  to  be  a  fubjedf 
of  fuch  a  delicate  nature,  that  he  felt  it 
his  duty  to  be  more  than  ufually  cau¬ 
tious  as  In  any  thing  which  he  (hould 
2;Urer.

right. —  this  was  a  doiftrine  which  he 
confidered  to  be  direff  !y  repugnant  to  the 
conftitution,  and  derogatory  to  the  right! 
of  the  people.  If  this  doftrine  was  ur¬ 
ged  and  not  repelled,  it  would  ennfe- 
quently  become  a  precedent  for  poftcri- 
ty  ;  and  in  the  view  of  that  his  Lord- 
mip  faw  no  poffihility  of  averting  the 
queftion,  in  order  to  fettle  where  the 
right  and  conftitution  exiftrd.  The  com¬ 
mittee  had  fat  t  wo  days,  the  report  w at 
not  yet  ready;  when  it  was,  a  day  would 
be.ippointed  to  t.ikeit  into  confideration  ;

A  no- 
bl:  Vilcount  had  faid,  that  he,  in  a  man* 
Ber  equally  extraordinary',  dil'orderly,and 
likiparlianientary,  had  introduced  the  to¬ 
pic  on  wliich  tney  had  difcourfeil  laft 
Vhurfday.  He  was  ready  to  contefs 
that  he  did  take  notice  of  what  had  paf- 
fed  in  another  plate,  in  the  courfe  ot  his 
opening  fpeccn;  but  he  denied  that, 
from  the  general  words  he  had  ufed, 
anv  noble  Lord  was  warranted  to  fix  on 
him  a  cliarge  of  having  fpoken  in  a  dif- 
ordeiiy,  or  an  unparliamentary  manner. 
Jiot  that  he  meant  to  deny,  that  by  the 
wther  place,  he  did  mean  the  Hoiife  of 
Commons.  He  certainly  did,  and  if  the 
queflion  was  put  to  him,  whether  any 
aliufion  in  that  Houle  to  what  had  paf- 
fcd  in  the  other,  was  diforderly  and  ir¬ 
regular,  he  fiiould  admit  that  it  was. 
But  fuch  ailulions  they  all  knew,  though 
in  Ilrirfliielii  irregular,  were  made  every 
day,  and  overlooked,  or  if  noticed;  done 
fo  by  Hating  that  they  m  ere  diforderly, 
in  fo  good-humoured  a  tone  that  no  par- 
,ry  felt  iineafy.  The  nolle  Vifcount  had 
ttit  day  ufed  the  word  unpur iiamrni ary 
with  fo  angry  and  vehenxnt  atone,  that 
it  feemed  as,if  they  determined  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  a  degree  of  lulTion  and  ani- 
snufity  that  were  exceedingly  to  be  ia- 
irtntcd.  He  mull,  however,  in  juftice 
to  himfelf,  deny  that  he  was  that  wick¬ 
ed  and  bad  n-.an  who  had  broached  the 
dodlrine  of  the  rights  of  the  Prince,  in 
criDtradilUnflioii  to  the  l  ights  oflbe  two 
llonfes  of  Parliament.  He  did  not  fird 
btcach  the  dodlrine,  and  therefore  he  did 
not  hold  himfelf  anfwerable  for  the  ton- 
fequence;.  Having  been  broached,  it 
mull  l>e  noticed,  bccaiife  they  were  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  prnccedliig  (hat  would  iiiate- 
riaily  affect  the  liberties  of  polleiity, 
and  therefore  nothing  dark  or  doubtful 
ought  to  be  fuffered  to  remain  untouch¬ 
ed  and  undecided  in  the  adjullmeut  of  fo 
monieutuus  a  concern. 

J.ord  Stormont  proceeded  to  refume 
the  thread  of  his  difcoui  fe,  and  to  ftate 
why  he  thought  the  two  opinions  that 
had  been  propounded  in  the  laft  debate 
might  be  reconciled.  As  it  was  then 
publicly  known,  what  was  the  intention 
*f  government  in  regard  to  the  regency, 
vriiich  he  reminded  their  Lordllips  was 
a  cirrumfianee  not  known  to  the  Houfe 
when  they  had  Pll  difeuffed  the  fubjedl, 
his  fTjiinion  was,  that  they  Ihouid  proceed 
f.>rthwiih  to  declare  the  Prince  of  Wales 
foie  regent.  At  prefeat  with  a  I’ifmem- 
bereei  legillature,  the  country  Hood  in  a 
fituaiion  iu  which  it  ought  to  be  luifcred 


to  remain  as  (hort  at  poUHde.  As  it  was 
needfary,  according  to  all  their  opinions, 
to  proceed  to  pradfical  racafures,  it  ill 
became  them  to  avalle  the  time  in  agita¬ 
ting  theoretical  fpeculations.  Of  that 
nature  was  tlie  quelliun  of  right,  which, 
in  his  mind,  it  was  qualiy  idle  and  fruit- 
lefs  to  difeufs. 

Earl  Stanhope,  with  great  fclemnity, 
exprefied  his  anxious  wilh,  that  what  the 
Houfe  had  that  day  heard  from  a  noble 
Duke  (the  Duke  of  York)  could  have 
been  given  in  any  way  in  writing,  fo 
as  to  have  been  made,  in  Ibme  way  or 
other,  matter  of  record.  It  was  too  im¬ 
portant  a  communication  to  be  fufiered 
to  remain  inflecting  w’ords,  which  could 
not  be  handed  down  to  pollcrity  for 
them  to  grafp,  and  quote  as  a  proof  of 
the  exiflence  of  an  euential  part  of  the 
conilitution. 

his  ROr^L  HIGHNESS  the  DUKE 
of  GLOUCESTER  next  rofe,  and,  after 
Hating  the  peculiar  unpleafantnefs  of  hit 
own  fituation,  and  declaring  that  it  was 
only  four  hours  fince  he  had  heard  that 
any  thing  was  to  be  agitated  upon  the 
fubj(  (H  that  day,  deprecated  with  great 
energy  and  feeling,  the  difculEon  of  x 
ueltion,  wliirh  could  only  tend  to  pro- 
ucethemoit  milchicvous  confcquenccs. 
He  declared  himfelf  a  mecr  intlividual, 
not  influenced  by  party,  but  actuated  by 
a  fincere  love  ot  his  country-,  and  a 
flrong  fenfe  of  what  he  knew  would  be 
his  MajeHv’s  feelings,  w^re  he  happily 
to  recover  from  liis  prefent  lamented  in- 
difpofition.  Kis  Royal  Highnefs  irufied, 
that  the  good  fenfe  and  loyalty  of  a  ma¬ 
jority  in  each  Houfe,  would  yet  prevent 
the  threatned  decifion  on  this  point. 
Pcrfcverance  in  it  was  mifehievous  to 
the  lafl  degree,  and  could  not  l>e  meant 
for  the  public  go«id.  For  Iiis  part,  his 
Royal  Highnefs  added,  he  felt  fo  ftrong- 
)y  on  the  fuhjeifl,  that  if  the  attempt  was 
perfiHcd  in,  and  the  queflion  brought  be¬ 
fore  that  Houfe,  he  could  only  fay,  that 
hebelieved  helhouldnot  dare  totruH  him¬ 
felf  to  come  forward  and  fpcak  his  fenti- 
ments  on  the  extraordinary  condudl  of 
thofe,  who  were  unneceffarily  inclined  to 
compel  a  decifion  on  fo  delicate  a  quef- 
tion. 

Lord  Cathcart  moved  to  adjourn. 

Tlse  Lord  Chancellor  then  put  the 
queflion,  and  the  Houfe  adjourned  till 
tnis  day  ( i6th)  eleven  o’clock. 

H.  of  Lords. — 16.  The  Earl  of  Abing^ 
don  role,  and  addrefled  the  Houfe  in  ihq 
following  manner ; 

My 
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A  no'ulc  Lordt  (Lord  Rawdnn)  in  the 
•onvrrl'ation  of  yeftcrday  having  faid, 
that  if  the  queftion  of  right,  refpefting 
the  Regency  of  the  Prince  of  WaJes  waa 
brought  forward  in  this  Houie,hc  would 
divide  the  lioufc  agakid  it,  if  he  was  the 
Cnylr  I>ord  to  do  fo,  in  older  that  his 
condudl  might  remain  upon  record;  1 
rife  to  give  notice  to  your  Lordlhips, 
that  it  is  my  intention  to  bring  forward 
the  queflion  on  any  day  in  the  next  week 
that  your  Lordihips  Stall  think  fit  to 
name,  and  to  divide  the  Houfc  upon  it ; 
if  1  am  the  fingle  Lord  to  do  fo,  and  for 
the  very  fame  reafon  that  the  noble  Lord 
gives,  that  my  conduA  may  appear  upon 
record  for  having  fo  done. — My  I^Kirds, 
it  is  a  qutftion  that  the  two  Houfes  of 
Parliament  demand  the  decifion  of.  It 
is  a  queflion  that  the  King  calls  for.  It 
is  a  qneflitm  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  of 
England,  as  the  keeper  of  the  King's  con- 
fcicnce,  is  bound  in  duty  to  have  brought 
forward.  It  is  a  queltion  that  the  nation 
demands.  It  is  a  queflion  due  to  pofle- 
rity.  It  is  a  queflion  f  lament  to  find 
that  any  part  of  the  Houfc  of  Brnnfwick 
fhould  fhrink  from. 

H.  of  Commons— 16.  Mr  Pitt  moved 
the  order  of  the  day  for  going  into  a 
•ommittee  on  the  flatc  of  the  nation ; 
which  betng  read,  he  moved  that  the 
Speaker  leave  the  chair,  which  bring  alfo 
agreed  to,  the  Houfe  refolved  itfelf  into 
a  committee.  Brook  ffut/on,  Efq;  in  the 
•hair. 

Mr  Pitt  rofe,  and  faid,  the  Hr  «fe  were 
then  in  a  committee  to  coitftdcr  of  the 
flate  of  the  nation,  under  circumftances 
the  moft  calamitous  and  important  that 
had  ever  cxifled  in  the  annals  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  undercircumflances  that,  (ince  the  Re¬ 
volution,  no  queflion  of  any  kind  of  equal 
importance  had  es-er  hem  agitated.  But, 
Botwithflanding  the  greatneft  of  the  quef- 
tion  of  providing  for  the  deficient  branch 
«f  the  legiflature,  there  was  a  queflion  of 
a  greater,  of  a  flill  more  important  nature, 
which,  in  his  opinion,  was  a  neceflary 
preliminary  to  any  flcp  that  could  be 
taken  to  provide  for  the  prefrnt  unfor¬ 
tunate  exigency.  The  queflion  he  meant, 
was.  Whether  any  perfon  whatever 
had  a  right  to  the  exercife  of  the  Royal 
autliority,  during  the  fufpenfion  of  fuch 
autiiorky  by  the  indifpofitinn  of  the  So¬ 
vereign;  or  whether  it  remained  with  the 
Lords,  and  with  the  people  in  Parliament 
afTembled,  to  provide  for,  and  fupply 
filch  deficiency  ?  He  had  given  notice, 
he  faid,  on  a  former  day,  that  from  the 
4uc(il  a.aaacr  of  the  afiertioa  having 


been  made  of  the  right  attaching  to  hia 
Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Walest 
that  it  appeared  to  him  abfoliitely  and 
indHpenfibly  neceflary  that  the  queflioii 
of  right  ought  firft  to  be  afeertained  by 
the  committee,  before  they  proceeded  ta 
take  a  finale  flep  to  provide  for  the  de¬ 
ficiency  ot  the  Thiid  Eflate  of  the  realm. 
*— The  Right  Hon.  gentleman  (Mr  Fox) 
had  declared  his  opmion  to  be,  that  the 
Prince  had  as  perfe«fl,  as  clear  a  right  to 
exercife  the  Royal  authority  in  the  iianie 
of,  and  for  the  King,  during  hit  indif- 
ofition,  at  he  would  have  to  fucceed 
im  on  a  natural  demife.  He  wifhed  ta 
alk  that  Right  Hon.  gentleman  if  he 
could  point  out  a  liiiglc  cafe,  analogous 
of  fach  incapacity,  of  infancy,  of  infir¬ 
mity,  or  of  illnefs,  where  the  perfonal 
exercife  of  fovereignty  was  interruptcif* 
that  the  full  powers  were  exercifed  by 
one  perfon  whatever  ?  If  the  right  at¬ 
tached  to  his  Royal  Highnefs  in  the  fame 
manner  as  on  the  death  of  his  father,  as 
heir  prcfuir.ptivc  would  fucceed  at  per- 
fedlly  as  an  heir  apparent,  and,  accord¬ 
ing  to  that  doiflrine,  the  fame  precedents 
that  would  attach  in  the  one  cafe,  would 
alfo  attach  in  the  other ;  and  for  prece¬ 
dents  lb  analogous,  he  would  refer  the 
enminittce  to  the  report  on  the  table, 
which,  thmigh  they  might  not  throw  all 
the  light  that  could  be  wifhed  for  on  the 
fubjeft,  they  would  throw'  much  fight 
on  the  queltion.  The  refult  of  thofc 
precedents  wtiuld  lie  found  to  prove 
that  no  right  exifled.  In  the  reign  of 
Edward  the  Third,  no  heir  aoparent 
claimed  the  exercife  of  fovereignty-— the 
Parliament  of  tiiofc  davs,  whether  thcT 
did  wifely  or  not,  (which  was  no  quei- 
tion  before  the  committee)  provided  a 
Council  about  the  King's  perfon  to  atll 
for  him,  which  fhewed  that  they  con¬ 
ceived  the  power  exifled  with  them  t« 
provide  for  the  exercife  of  the  fovercign 
funcflions.  The  next  precedent  was  in 
the  rei^n  of  Richard  If  .when  councillors 
were  alfo  appointed  to  adminilter  the  fr- 
vereign  authority.  The  next  precedent 
was  in  the  infancy  of  Henry  VI.  whin 
the  Parliament  was  called  together  by 
the  young  King’s  fecond  uncle,  the  fu  ll 
being  flill  living,  and  that  atfl  was  r.ati- 
fied  by  Parliament,  not  confiderir.g  it  fuf- 
llclent  by  the  authority  of  the  Duke — It 
was  a  power  delegated  by  Parliament, 
and  not  carried  on  as  a  matter  of  right. 

The  three  inflances  he  had  quoted 
were,  he  faid,  the  principal  ones  on  the 
table  ;  the  fubfequent  ones  would  prove 
that  no  one  inflance  could  be  found  of 
any  perfon  or  perfooi  cxeruling  the  Roy¬ 
al 
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al  prerogativM  during  the  infancy  of  a 
King,  but  by  the  grant  of  the  two  Houfei 
of  Parliament,  excepting  thofe  inftaucei 
yhere  a  previous  provifion  had  been 
made.  Having  fo  far  (lated  the  pi>wer 
pf  Parliament  during  the  infancy  of  a 
King,  he  would  next  allude  to  their 
power  in  th^  abfence  of  a  King  ;  and  if 
in  that  cafe  it  Ihould  be  aflerted  that  the 
Heir  Apparent  had  a  right  to  exercife 
the  fundions  of  Royalty,  he  would  beg 
the  CoHimittee  to  confidcr  how  that  af- 
fertion  would  ftand.  It  was  faid,  tiiat 
in  the  nujority  of  fuch  cafes  the  power 
had  been  given  to  the  Prince  of  Wales : 
if  fuch  cafes  could  be  adduced,  they 
would,  he  acknowledged,  be  cafes  in 
point,  but  to  prove  what?— to  prove 
that  fuch  Heirs  Apparent  pofiVCTed  no 
inherent  right ; — if  a  right  exifted  to 
reprefent  the  King,  it  mull  be  a  perfedl 
and  an  entire  right,  a  right  admitting  of 
i»o  modification  whatever for  if  any 
thing  Ihort  of  the  whole  powers  were 
given,, it  would  be  Icfs  than  by  right 
could  be  claimed,  and  an  acknowledge* 
ment,  if  any  fuch  cafes  could  be  prefent- 
ed  to  the  Committee,  that  no  right  exifl- 
ed.  He  would  undertake  to  prove  from 
inconteflible  records  that  the  Cuftos  Reg- 
»i,  or  Lieutenant  for  the  King,  had  ne¬ 
ver  pr'flefTed  the  whole  rights  of  a  King, 
lleretlie  Right  Hon.  gentleman  mention¬ 
ed  fevcril  cafes  where  the  powers  differ¬ 
ed  between  a  Cuftos  Regni,  and  a  King, 
from  which  he  faid  it  was  plain  that  no 
right  cxifted  but  by  the  appointment  of 
Farliaincnt,  and  that  all  powers  given 
had  invariably  been  with  limitations, 
which  was  ablblutcly  inconfificnt  with  a 
right. 

In  modem  times,  he  faid  the  Lord  Juf- 
lices  had  been  appointed  to  the  exercife 
of  Sovereign  authority,  during  the  refi- 
dence  of  a  Prince  of  age  in  the  country. 
^The  dtcifion  of  both  Iloufes  could  be 
attended  with  no  dillenfion,  but  If  the 
right  of  Parliament  was  not  counrmed, 
the  meafures  of  both  Houfes  would  be 
imputed  he  feared  rather  to  motives  of 
pcrfonal  attachment  than  the  intereft  of 
the  country.  The  meafares  he  meant  to 
propoCt  were  diiftatcd  from  no  other  mo¬ 
tives  than  the  fafety  of  the  King,  the 
rights  of  Parliament,  and  the  intereftt  of 
the  people.— The  firft  thing  he  ftated 
rccefl*ty  for  the  committee  to  refolveon 
was  the  matter  of  faift  relative  to  his 
Mijefly^s  inulfpoCth'n,  which  had  inter¬ 
rupted  the  exercife  of  Royal  Authority. 
The  next  refolution  he  fhould  fubmit 
Would  be,  that  it  was  the  right  and  duty 


of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  as  repre- 
fenting  the  whole  States  of  the  realm, 
to  provide  for  that  interruption  as  th« 
exigency  of  the  moment  required.  And 
the  iaft  would  i>e  to  grant  fuch  powers 
as  would  give  the  neceffary  vigour  to 
to  the  legiflaturc.  He  then  moved, 

"  That  it  appear.s  to  this  committee 
that  his  Majeky  is  prevented  by  his  pre- 
fent  ifdifpofitlon,  from  coming  to  hit 
Parliament,  and  proceeding  to  public 
bufiiu'fs,  and  that  the  perfonai  exercife 
of  the  Royal  authority  by  his  Ma- 
jefty,  is  thereby  for  the  prefent  inter¬ 
rupted.” 

The  motion  being  put  and  refolved 
nem.  cou. 

Mr  Pitt  then  moved  his  icco&d  refo¬ 
lution,  viz.  “  That  it  is  the  ri^ht  and 
duty  6f  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  T empo- 
ral,  and  Commons  of  Great  Britain, 
now  affembled,  and  lawfully,  fully,  and 
freely  reprefenting  all  the  Eflates  of  the 
people  of  this  Reaim,  to  provide  the 
means  of  fupplying  the  defedl  of  the  p^r- 
Ibnal  exercife  of  the  Royal  authority* 
ariiing  from  his  Majefty’s  faid  indifpofl- 
tion,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  the  exigency 
of  the  cafe  may  appear  to  require.’* 

Mr  Fox  reprobated  bringing  forward 
the  prefent  queftion,  and  went  into  an 
argument  to  ftiow  what  would  be  the 
mifchievous  confequences,  if  there  was 
a  difference  between  the  two  Houfes  of 
Parliament.  He  afked  if  Ireland  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  follow  their  example,  and  ftiow- 
ed  the  danger  that  might  arife  from 
that  quarter.  He  then  obfcrvetl,  that  the 
alTertion  of  the  Right  Hon  gentleman  on 
a  former  day,  tiiat  ”  the  Prince  of 
Wales  had  no  more  right  to  the  regency 
than  any  other  fubjecl  of  this  kingdom,” 
could  fei  ve  no  other  end  than  a  pcrfcnal 
triumph,  however  trivial  and  temporary 
the  objedi,  over  his  Royal  Highnefs. 
The  idea  held  forth  by  the  Right  Hon. 
gentleman,  was  fo  monftrout  and  abfurri, 
that  it  had  been  received  with  univerfal 
deteftation ;  there  was  not  twenty  people 
in  the  nation  that  would  agree  to  it. 
The  Right  Hon.  gentleman,  Teeliny  th« 
univerCal  abhorrence  with  which  this  de¬ 
claration  had  been  received,  had  the  next 
day  been  obliged  to  declare,  that,  though 
the  Prince  nad  no  rigM,  yet,  as  a  matter 
of  dt/creiion,  he  meant  to  appoint  him 
regent.  Without  this  declaration,  he 
would  not  have  had  a  fingle  vote  in  ei¬ 
ther  Houfe  of  Parliament.  From  fuch 
marked  difrefpefi,  the  Right  Hon.  gen¬ 
tleman  might  be  affured  that  he  never 
could  expeS  bii  favour  % 
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Mr  Pill  rofe  to  reply.  Hcfaid,  th»t  how¬ 
ever  perfonal  the  Rt.  Hun.  gentleman  had 
been  to  him,  nothing  (hould  carry  him 
fo  far  as  to  make  him  exprefs  hindclf 
■with  heat  or  intemperance.  The  Right 
Hon.  gentleman  had  ufed  language  to* 
^ardshim  at  once  uitj’j/l,  arrogant,  and 
unprovoked .  He  hacf  threatened  liim 
■with  the  vengeance  of  a  great  perfonage, 
to  whom.he  watcoDfcious,  he  had  never 
given  juft  caufe  of  offence.  He  had  in- 
tleed  exerted  himfelf  for  the  good  of  hi* 
King  and  hi*  country,  and,  if  that  was 
criminal,  he  confclTed  his  criminality. 
“  W'hether,”  faid  Mr  Pitt,  “  I  have 
defervedthe  favour  of  the  Great  Perfon¬ 
age  alluded  to,  it  would  be  prefumption 
in  me  to  afllrt,  but  this  much  I  may  fay, 
1  am  confeious  that  I  liave  performed  my 
duty  as  became  an  honejl  man,  I  have 
endeavoured  to  deferv'c  his  approbation 
by  faithfully  difeharging  my  duty  to  his 
Royal  father — If  1  have  tailed,  I  can¬ 
not  help  it  ;  hut  no  indication  of  difp'ea- 
fure  from  tlie  Great  Perfonage  can  ever 
make  me  repent  of  eve  Jiep  of  rry  con- 
du(fl,  either  to  my  Kin;  or  my  country. 
If  the  Right  Hon.  gentleman  fuppofrs 
that  .we  fhall  have  no  longer  any  ft  are  of 
the  government,  and  he  and  his  friends 
will  corne  imo  power,  I  may  anf'.vcr,  that 
we  know  and  have  i-xper'erced  feis  prin~ 
fiitej.  We  know  how  te  wifhes  to  diLZate, 
and  goo'crn  in  \\\ep]en]t:ide  of  his  power: 
and  therefore  ought  to  provide  againft 
any  pcrnuinent  and  immutable  govern¬ 
ment,  as  his  Maj-.'f}y  may  recover,  and 
tnj.ry  his  former  funsflions;  we  know 
their  eA/t*v;au.f  principles,  and  therefore 
ought  to  provide  againft  the  danger.’’— 
Mr  fc-v  rofe,  to  oh'’i.ue  a  mifirpre- 
fentation  made  by  the  P.ight  Hon.  gen¬ 
tleman.  As  there  were  appearances  of 
a  change  of  men  and  meafiires,  he  faid, 
there  \sas  a  proi/iA/7i.^  of  his  having  a 
(hare  in  the  executive  gos-ernment  of  the 
country ;  but  he  had  never  taken  it  up¬ 
on  him  to  affirm  it  as  a  pojitive  futl.  He 
could,  however,  pofitively  aftert,  that 
if  the  Right  Hon.  gentleman  (Mr  Pitt) 
had  been  affured  of  the  contrary,  there 
would  have  been  no  limitation  of  the 
power  of  the  regent. 

“  The  Lord  Advocate  of  S'  Ot'and  fai<l, 
he  did  not  fee  how  the  general  queflion 
of  right  could  he  waved,  unltfs  both 
IIoul’cs  were  ready  to  declare,  that  the 
I’riijce  of  Wales  lliauld  not  only  be  Re¬ 
gent,  but  invefted  with  all  the  Royal 
powers,  without  limitation  or  diilinclion ; 
tor,  if  a  limitation  of  ary  kind  was  to 
I  e  the  fubjeil  of  debate,  it  did  not  fccni 
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poffible  to  avoid  a  previous  dlfcuffion  of 
the  right.  As  to  the  queflion  itfelf,  be 
hopeil  it  would  l>c  conlidered,  that  they 
were  not  met  to  defiberate  upon  a  fettle- 
ment  of  the  kingdom  of  England  x^one ; 
he  thought  it  neceffary  to  inquire  into 
the  conititution  of  England  and  Scotb'i.l 
feparately  before  the  Union,  and  of  Great 
Britain  fince.  He  had  heard  it  very  con¬ 
fidently  affirmed,  that  were  the  fuppoletl 
inherent  riglit  of  the  Heir  Apparent  to 
exercife  the  Royal  powers  upon  fuch  vK- 
cafions  as  the  preient  to  he  tlifailowcd, 
the  confeqiiencc  would  be  .a  virtual  dii- 
folution  of  the  Union,  the  rule  being  fix¬ 
ed  in  Scotland  in  favour  of  fuch  heredi¬

jefty 's  faid  indifpofition,  in  fuch  manner 
as  the  exigency  cf  the  cafe  may  appear 
to  require,” 

Sir  Grrj  Cooper  rofe,  and  fuggefted  a 
doubt  whether  the  Houle  could  agree  to 
fuch  a  refolution  of  their  committee.  He 
wifhed  them  to  confider  hew  they  were 
afiembled  ;  they  were  met  as  the  Heufe 
of  Commons  at  Wiftmin'.fter,  but  not 
as  a  Parliament ;  they  derived  no  power 
but  from  neceffity  ;  and  if  thev  went  be¬ 
yond  the  limit  of  that  neceftity,  they 
would  be  felf-conftituting  a  power  of  the 
moft  dangerous  tendency  to  the  confti- 
tutiou.  He  was  of  opinion  that  no  ne- 
ceffity  exifted  for  the  refolution  before 
theoi  on  the  queftion  of  right,  as  no  fuvh 
claim  had  been  made. 

Tbe  Attorney  General  faid,  that  the 
common  law  knew  no  fuch  thing  as 
fsereJitary  regent ;  and  in  fupport  of  that 
afirrtion  he  quoted  Lord  Coke,  and  c- 
veiy  great  lawyer.  He  defirrd  any  man 
to  fiicw  him  a/irgle  law  ftating  the  right 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  excrcife  the 
royal  fumftions  on  the  incapacity  of  the 
Sovereign. 

Mr  HarJhtge  fpoke  for  fome  time  on 
the  precedents,  and  declared,  that  he 
couM  prove  from  law,  from  precedent, 
and  from  hiftory,  that  no  right  exifted 
with  the  Prince. 

Mr  AnJlr-jtber  pointed  his  argument 
more  patticulaily  agaiiift  the  tiiiid  refo* 
lution  dun  tie  fecund ;  he  faid  it  was 


not  o  ily  contrary  to  tne  principle  of  the 
Revolution,  but  to  the  praiftice.  lie  en¬ 
tered  into  a  long  legal  argument  to  prove 
the  fitperior  rights  of  the  Heir  \ppar- 
ciit  over  every’  other  fubjedt,  and  afterted 
his  right  to  the  regency. — If  the  prefent 
refolutions  were  agreed  to,  the  two  Houfes 
of  Parliament  might  deftroy  ail  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  prerogative,  and  turn  his  family 
out  of  the  kingdom  ;  and  all,  in  form* 
they  could  make  appear  to  be  done  by 
the  King’s  own  adt, 

Mr  ^aufoy  faid,  it  was  incumbent  on 
the  Houfe  to  afiert  ihrir  rights— the  molt 
ilangerous  confequences,  he  conceived, 
would  follow,  were  they  not  in  the  ful- 
left  and  moft  explicit  manner,  for  their 
own  dignity,  to  declare  and  aflert  thofe 
rights. 

Mr  Dempjler  rofe  for  the  purpefe  of 
making  an  amendment  to  the  refolution.

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Great  Sea!  in  the  King’s  name,  he  ob- 
ferved,  that,  notwithllandiug  his  Majef- 
tv’s  iiirapaciiy,  his  political  capacity  in 
tbe  eye  of  the  lavi^  remained,  that  any 
meafure  taken  to  fubvert  or  act  contrary 
to  that  law,  would  perplex  and  err.barrafs 
the  conhiences  of  the  Judges  who  were 
to  enac‘d  the  law,  and  that,  on  this  ground, 
there  would  be  no  iilegaiity  in  applying 
his  name  to  the  bill  in  quellinn.  No  Re¬ 
pent,  he  thought,  could  be  lawfully  ap¬ 
pointed  bat  i.i  this  w'ay.  If  a  coramiftior. 
had  been  made,  before  the  two  Moufea 
tnet  on  the  lotli  of  lall  month  to  open 
the  Fai  li.imcnt,  lie  was  of  opinion,  that 
it  would  have  been  legal;  and  if  that  ftep 
bad  been  taken,  much  debate  might  have 
been  avoided. 

LorJ  North  replied  to  the  remarks  of 
the  Solii'itor-Geneial.  lie  maintained, 
that  the  two  IIoulls,  without  the  third 
eflate  of  the  realm,  had  not  the  fnialieil 
right  to  the  privilege  of  legiflation  ;  and 
were  therefore  utterly  incompetent  to 
perform  that  which  was  now  propofed  as 
the  fubjeiil  of  the  third  refoluticn.  He 
Hated  his  ohjetllions  to  this  fchcme  in  a 
ftrong  point  of  view.  If  the  Lords  and 
Commons,  he  faid,  Piould  procure  the 
ko3*al  alfent  to  any  hill,  by  having  th.e 
fJreat  Seal  to  a  commiflion,  they  would 
thcmfelves  reprsfeut  the  regal  office. 
The  Comniiinoner  or  Comroinioners  ap¬ 
pointed  by  them  wiinhl  be  ul’cd  liy  them 
•ii  .1  ndiiillerial  capneiiv,  without  right  of 
d.i'reliun;  and  would,  in  cunfequcnce, 


be  very  far  from  forming  the  third  eftate, 
which  alone  could  co-operate  with  the 
two  others  in  enabling  laws.  The  fup- 
plying  of  the  vacancy  of  the  third  branch 
in  this  mode,  wouhl  lie  wholly  inadequate 
tojhe  purpofe,  and  repugnant  to  the  fpirit 
of  the  conftitution.  There  ought  necefla- 
rily  to  be  three  fubftantial  branches  of  the 
legillature  to  make  any  law— if  any  one, 
therefore,  was  iiuulequate  and  unfubftan- 
tial,  as  would  manifeftly  bethecafe  with 
the  CommilTionert  appointed  by  the  two 
lloufcs  themfelves,  ti.e  refult  of  fuch  a 
conjtiniflion  would  be  invalid.  What 
would  pafs  for  the  three  eftates  would,  in 
that  cafe,  be  the  Lords,  the  Comn'.ons, 
and  a  third  branch,  or  rather  phantom 
of  a  branch,  created  by  them  for  the  fpe- 
cial  purpofe  of  enaifling  a  law.  He  Hated 
that  in  the  cafe  of  the  Bill  of  Rights,  the 
two  Houfes  had  only  declared  and  pre¬ 
pared  fuch  a  hill,  but  had  no  power  to  e- 
lUiH  it,  nor  did  they  eiiatfl  it  till  the  third 
eftate  was  added.  Tlie  fame  line  of  con- 
duff  ought  to  l>c  now  parfued.  They 
ought  not  to  thir.k  of  enaflir.g  any  thing 
like  a  law,  till  they  had  funplied,  not 
with  a  mere  tool  or  creature  of  their  own, 
hut  with  a  fuliftaiitial  body,  the  varau'-y 
in  the  executive  departin-nt.  His  Lord- 
ftiip,  after  a  ftiort  panegy.  ic  on  the  prefert 
condufl  of  the  I’riuce,  concluded  Sy  ob- 
ftrvhig  on  the  ungracious  an^iearanre  the 
proceedings  of  the  Hoiifc  mull  have  rr» 
his  Highnefs,  and  by  declaring  himfclf 
for  the  amciidrnent. 

Mr  Fox  rejilicd  to  the  arguments  of  Sir 
J.  Scott.  He  was  very  Itreuuouny  for  the 
forms  of  the  couilltution,  as  long  a«  thofc 
forms  ojier  rti.-d  as  guards  and  as  bulv/arks 
to  the  conftitution;  but  when  they  oper¬ 
ated  as  deftruc'tive  to  that  they  were 
meant  to  protefl— to  the  fubftanceof  the 
cuuiiitution,  they  then  loll  -11  his  refi>ec'l, 
all  his  regard.  In  ailuiling  to  the  |>recr- 
dents,  and  particularly  to  that  of  the  itt- 
fancyof  Henry  VI.  he  faid  he  woiil  1,  tor 
the  lake  of  argument,  though  he  di  I  nor, 
in  his  opinion,  confider  that  to  be  fimilar 
to  the  prefent  ur.fortun.-itc  circumftmee  ; 
if  it  was  fo,  it  proved  that  the  nrojvr 
mode  would  he  a  rommifilon  under  the 
Great  Seal,  tj  aiqioint  tiie  Prince  to  hold 
the  Ptrllanif  nt  for  the  King,  and  to  ul'c 
his  dft'cret.on  in  all  parllamcnraryproce ed- 
ings  the  lama  as  King,  and  not  to  give  a 
blind,  an  implicit  allent,  to  wh.'.revtr 
night  be  agreed  upon  by  tuetwononfri. 
Whether,  he  f.tid,  the  precedent  of  Henry 
VI.  was  brought  or  not,  he  was  eonii  lent, 
that  though  it  might  no:  niche  fully  in 
fi.ppoit 
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fupy>ort  of  hi»  opinlont  that  it  was  fun<la> 
fncntally  contiary  to  the  mode  projHilcd 
by  the  other  fide  of  the  Houle. 

He  contended  for  the  rij;h:  of  a  repent, 
to  Jiave  the  full  parliamentary  powers 
of  pioropation,  dinhlutinii,  conveiiinp, 
and  diliciiting  ;  fur  without  the  power 
of  (lifTint,  no  afient  could  he  obtained, 
and  w  ithout  that  power,  the  monarch 
or  repent,  would  be  a  mere  cypher.  The 
precedents  that  were  on  the  table,  and 
the  hiltory  of  the  country,  as  far  as  he 
had  cenfidered  it,  all  tended  to  i.llabli(h 
two  material  points  :  the  firft  of  which 
was,  that  iu>  one  had  been  ap|)ointed  to 
be  regent,  when  an  heir  apparent,  of  full 
ape,  was  in  the  country,  but  fitch  heir; 
and,  fecondly,  that  luch  re,:ent  had  never 
been  appointed  without  the  full  pow’crs 
of  a  Sovereign  with  refpe(f\  to  his  Parlia* 
ment.  He  next  adverted  to  the  period 
of  the  Revolution,  little  of  which,  he 
faid,  was  applicable  to  the  prefent  ir.o- 
iiier.t ;  he  diferirainated  between  the  ap- 
]<iicabie  and  inaiiplicahlc parts, and  (hew¬ 
ed  that  the  two  Houfes  then  afienfuled 
had  never  ventured  to  lepiflate,  hut  had 
firfl  proceeded  to  render  complete  the 
Icpldaiure,  and  when  it  was  complete, 
brought  ill  bills  to  quiet  the  minds  of 
the  people.  To  follow  the  applicable 
parts  of  the  Revolution,  he  faid  the 
llcufe  (hould  immediately  addrefs  his 
Royal  lliphnifs  to  aflume  the  povern- 
ment  for  his  father,  and  that  then  the  le- 
V'lflature  being  complete,  a  bill  might  be 
{irousht  in  to  quiet  the  iniiuis  of  the 
people.  He  allowed,  that  any  ineafure 
they  could  adopt,  mult  be  informal :  if 
however,  the  mode  of  addrclTing  the 
Prince  (liuuld  be  adopted,  it  would  be  an 
informality  juftified  by  the  recefilty ;  but, 
if  the  mode  which  ha*  been  jiropofed  of 
putting  the  Great  Seal  to  a  ccminiflion 
Ihould  be  adopted,  it  would  be  an  infor- 
ir.aliiy  unjuP.ified  by  r.ectflity:  the  firft 
mode  would  enable  the  I’rince  to  hold 
the  Parliament  in  the  King’s  naoie,  and 
give  immediate  porver  and  vigonr  to  the 
proceedings  of  that  Houfe;  the  other 
would  render  them  a  Pariiament  milcra- 
bly  deficient  and  incfTciflive ;  it  w  as  a 
mode  coiitraiy  to  the  vital  fpirit  of  the 
eonflltutiun,  it  was  appointing  an  inter¬ 
mediate  Rrpent,for  which  no  precedent 
could  be  adduced,  and  which,  in  fail, 
dcftriyed  the  coiiiutiition,  by  ereefling 
the  two  Houles  into  the  lepiflature.

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The  perple  of  England  have  long

— He  haa  hitherto  ever  preferved  a 
rigid  balance  between  the  prerogative 
of  the  Crown  and  the  privifegea  of  the 
People ;  but  finding  at  lafi  thefe  privile* 
gea  openly  and  ihamefully  attacked, 
with  a  noblenefs  of  mind  that  would 
have  done  honour  to  the  noblefi  of  the 
Romana  when  patriotifro  waa  at  the 
zenith  of  ita  glory,  he  declared  himfcif 
the  champion  of  Pariiament,  the  vindi¬ 
cator  of  the  Pcople’a  rights,  and  hurled 
defiance  on  the  cnemiet  of  the  conftitu- 
tion. 

Had  the  Leaders  of  Oppofition  lludied 
to  add  frefh  laurels  to  the  prefent  Admi- 
niftration,  they  could  not  have  done  it 
liiorc  efiVAually  than  by  bringing  for¬ 
ward  the  prnefit  qutftion  of  Kr^bt,  In 
advancing  this  extraordinary  dodfrine, 
they  have  given  an  opportunity  for  wh*t 
feldom  has  happenc  1 ;  they  have  furni- 
fhed  the  means  for  making  Minifters  of 
State  Hand  forth  the  warm  advocates  for 
I’bert  f  and  the  zealous  and  animated  de- 
fendci  s  of  tlie  ftrixileges  of  the  fe'jple,  a- 
gainfl  a  nerjj  fpreies  of  prerogain't  \  a 
claim  if  admitted,  as  dangerous  in  itfelf, 
aa  it  is  unknown  to  the  principles  of  the 
conilitution,  and  the  pradl'ce  of  former 
times.  This,  we  believe,  is  what  may 
be  deemed  a  rare  pl'enom-nm  in  the  po¬ 
litical  world;  and,  what  perhaps,  in 
fuch  peculiar  tircamftances,  nothing  but 
the  trui patriciifin,  and  manly  firmnefs 
of  the  men  now  in  power,  could  have 
exemplified  on  this  occafioii.  By  thele 
means,  the  fticklers  for  innovation 
have  turned  the  tables  upon  themfelves 
in  more  refpedls  than  one.  They  have, 
from  henceforth,  forfeited  all  confidence 
with  the  public  for  ever:  and  »hey 
have  afTor'Vd  the  riateriaia  for  ert  fling 
a  triuinphal  arch  in  honour  of  thef.  in¬ 
dividual  opponents,  vl.om  their  envy, 
fury,  and  amblrion,  had  doomed  to  dlf- 
grace.

pinion,  ami  that  is,  that  the  prefent  meti 
in  office  havecondutfle<l  themfelves  with 
infinite  integrity,  aflidnity,  and  fuccefa, 
in  promoting  the  true  welfare  of  the 
country. 

Noining  can  Ihew  the  fenfe  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  aa  to  a  change  inthe  Adminiilration, 
and  their  unfeigned  fears  that  others,  ia 
whom  they  have  had  caufe  to  hefitate  in 
their  confidence,  fhould  be  re-appointed, 
more  effedliiaily  than  in  the  fudden  fall 
of  flocks  as  foon  as  the  rumour  got  a- 
broad,  which  is  daily  confirmed  aa  the  u- 
nited  fenfe  of  the  people  in  every  CofTee- 
houfe  in  town.  A  feries  of  the  wifeft 
and  mofl  approved  public  meafurea,  (ex¬ 
cept  one  or  two  fevere  taxea,  which  ne- 
ceffity,  more  than  want  of  lenity,  feema 
to  have  effeiBed)  have  fignalized  the  pre¬ 
fent  guardians  of  the  realm;  and  nothing 
fo  clearly  evinces  this  remark,  as  the  u- 
nivcrfal  encreafe  of  commerce,  and  all 
kinds  of  propeity,  during  the  few  year* 
of  their  prefidmcy. 

When  Mr  Pitt  began  his  political  ca¬ 
reer,  his  youth  and  inexperience  were 
the  great  objeiflions  againfl  him ;  but 
now,  after  the  many  and  undeniable 
proofs  he  has  given  of  his  capacity  for 
the  fituation  he  occupies,  the  former  at  - 
gumen'.s  are  dclerted,  and  his  adverfarita, 
rather  than  allow  any  thing  to  hia  merit  , 
have  recourfe  to  other  caufes  for  the  pre¬ 
fent  unexampled  profperity  of  the  coun¬ 
try;  fuch  as, — a  continued  courfe  of 
peace, — ^the  fpirit  for  commerce  fo  natu¬ 
ral  to  the  kingdom.— and  the  deranged 
fiatc  ofa  neighbouring  Monarchy.  Thefe, 
however,  are  but  the  inelL-Aual  fuggef- 
tiona  of  ajpirlug  or  ilt/pairing  rivals,  each 
of  whom  eyes  him  aa  Caff  at  did  C<tfart 
and  whifpers  to  his  fellow. 

Why,  Man,  he  doth  bcftride  the  narrow 
world 

Like  a  Colojfut ;  and  we  petty  men 
Walk  under  hishuge  legs;  and  peep  almut. 
To  find  ourfclves  difhonourable  graves. 

Before  the  talents  of  Mr  Fox  were  e- 
rllpl'ed  by  the  more  folid,  and  not  lefa 
fplenclid  abilities  of  Mr  Pitt,  he  was 
coiiftdertd  by  foreigners  as  the  man  who 
u  as  to  work  our  political  falvaticn.  Thev 
drew  a  companfou  between  him  and 
l.ord  North,  and  judging  that  the  Ad- 
rf.nillration  of  the  country  could  not  be 
in  worfe  hands  than  in  thofeof  his  Lord- 
f  lip,  concluded  that  any  change  in  the 
Miniftrv  niuft  be  for  the  better.  But 
when  >ir  Pitt  came  forward  on  the  thea¬ 
tre  of  public  affairs,  and  difplayed  thofe 
gigantic  powers  of  niii.d  which  have 
A  a  fif-ic 
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fince  faved  the  Empire,  and  allonifhed 
the  whole  world,  the  public  opinion  was 
indantly  withdrawn,  and  their  confi- 
ceiice  Ix  ilowed  upon  a  man,  who  has 
proved,  by  his  unwearied  and  difinter- 
cftcd  application  to  every  department  of 
his  cxtenfive  and  important  office,  that 
the  public  goo<l  was  alone  his  objedl,  and 
that  the  aggrandifeinent  of  himfelf  and 
his  friends,  has  never  had  any  place  in 
Ills  thoughts. — I'o  fuch  a  Minifter  the 
public  confidence  is  due,  no  lefs  from 
policy,  than  from  gratitude ;  and  the 
Monarch  who  happily  follows  the  Coun¬ 
cils  of  fuch  a  Miiiifler,  will  be  what  it 
is  the  intereft  of  all  Sovereigns  to  l>e — 
Beloved  (It  home,  and  refpeftea  abroad  ! 

Much  is  faid  of  the  abilities  of  Oppo- 
fition,  as  if  the  mere  talent  for  oration 
ccnfliluted  a  man  of  wifdom.  The  a- 
bilities  which  the  nation  wants  are  of 
the  plainer  and  more  fubfiantial  kind;  it 
requires  men  of  bufinefs,  fuch  as  the  pre¬ 
lent  Adminiilration  confiRs  of,  who  un- 
derftand  finance,  are  well  informed  in 
great  points  of  commerce,  are  compe¬ 
tent  te  foreign  negociations,  and  evtry 
■way  equal  to  the  internal  management  of 
the  Empire. 

The  lift  of  new  Minifters,  lately  hand¬ 
ed  about,  is  an  infult  to  the  people  of 
England.  Are  men  who  get  into  Par¬ 
liament,  to  avoid  an  execution,  to  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  fatten  on  the  fpuiis  of  the  cou.a- 
try,  and  have  great  national  tiearuries 
at  their  devotion  1  Arc  the  bills  of  bro¬ 
thels  and  tlie  f:ews,  the  arrears  of  profli¬ 
gacy  and  chbauchery,  to  be  paid  off  bv 
t.hc  public  revenue  ?  Are  m'-n  not  worth 
a  groat,  who  have  executions  in  their 
houfts  every  quarter-day,  r.rd  debts  in 
every  quai  t<  r  of  i  he  kingdom,  to  be  en- 
trufied  witii  millions  of  the  public  mo- 
nea-  ?  Shanje  on  fuch  appointments  ! 
Shame  on  fuch  privileges  frr  public  plun¬ 
der!  Tl  epeor  mar.ufaifturcr,  and  all  the 
Induftrious  deferiptions  of  good  citizen?, 
are  taxed  feverely  to  fupply  the  jircfent 
exigencies,  of  the  State  — and  it  is  a 
mournful  cenfideration,  that  bankrupts 
and  pro'.iigates  fl.ou'.d  he  appointed  in 
oCice  to  fquander  iliefe  hard-carntd  cot- 
trlbutioiis  away. 

Would  it  advance  the  credit  of  a  Rill 
of  Exchange  to  be  told  th.’t  the  dr.iwer 
or  the  indorlcr,  or  the  acerptor,  v  as  the 
firft  or.-itor  of  tiie  age  ?  ^io^t  afliiredly 
r.Qt  one  farthing.  Or  would  a  public 
body  of  men  make  a  nian  their  cafliier, 
becaufe  he  had  a  charadfer  for  rhetoric, 
and  was  de.'lcicn;  in  every  point  lefide  J 


The  queftion  anfwers  itfelf,  and  points 
cut  the  folly  and  madnefs  of  giving  any 
beggar  a  great  national  truft,  who  has 
nothing  to  rcc<  Munend  him  but  a  gift 
of  words. 

The  title  of  Whig  at  this  time  is  an  in¬ 
fult  to  the  common  fenfe  •f  mankind.  If 
it  means  merely  a  friend  to  the  conftitu- 
tion  of  the  country,  Mr  Pitt  and  hit 
friends  in  office  are  Whigs  in  every  ho- 
neft  and  zealous  fenfe  of  the  word,  and 
the  heft  Whigs  that  the  conftitution  ever 
experienced.

It  is  lingular  that  the  corruptions, 
■which  for  a  ferics  of  years  the  leaders  of 
the  Oppofition  comph.ined of,  and  which 
were  the  creation  of  Peerages  and  the 
granting  of  penfions,  are  the  very  ar¬ 
ticles  in  wlili  n  they  dread,  left  the  Re- 
gem.-;.’  flio'.  Id  be  reuiicled.  Coriuption  is 
not  coriuption  when  it  is  in  our  envn 
bondj. 

The  poor  Shop-keepers  of  Weftmin- 
fier — they  are  already  contemned  by  the 
FaSion.  Charles  is  faid  to  be  about  to 
move  a  iclblutiun  in  the  H'hif'  Chd>, 
which  I.ord  JacUy  uill  fecond  with 
all  his  heart,  “  That  the  urgency  of 
affairs  requires  that  the  prornife  given 
to  the  Shop-keepers  of  VV  eftminfter  by 
the  principal  Memberaof  the  Whig  Club 
—not  to  accept  of  any  place  under  Govern- 
meat  until  the  Slop  Tax  le  repealed— -Ve 
now  difregarded  and  forgotten  ;  it  b'  iug 
mccnfiflcnt  with  the  cliaiadler  of  modern 
Whigs  to  pay  any  refpctft,  when  they 
appro.ich  to  the  enjoyment  of  office,  to 
proinifes  made  to  tlie  peop.le,  for  fel- 
fifh  and  interefted  motives,  while  out  of 
ofiice!’'

8thly,  Hess  ho  once  has  this  ftilnefsof 
power,  may,  byanartfuliminsgementand 
application  of  it,  retain  it  always  :  or  if 
he  is  obliged  to  quit  it  by  force,  the  na¬ 
tion  may  beconvulfed.  It  Ihould  there- 
fere  he  given  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to 
make  force  uiintcefiary.

abolilhed. 

ijtiily,  Even  the  power  of  pardoning 
will  Ire  denied  him,  as  a  reprieve  mav 
ferve  the  temporary  end  of  his  ap’ooint- 
tnent.
